— The Haj Inquiry Com- 
mittee which was ^pointed Iby the Govem- 
j?(i.enft< ojf Lidia 'in d'9^, recommended in para- 
graph 12 of their ‘Report that the text of the 
agreement -ooncliuded in 1926 between the 
Gpv^eimmwrts of ^Great Britain and Northern 
I^ftUiP-d and of Xmdiia lOf the one part and the 


Government of the Netherlands for the Nether- 
lands and for the Netherlands East Indies 
of the other part, relating to the administra-

in India, and they have decided therefore to 
re-publish it The text of the Agreement is

APPENDIX. 

Anglo-Dutoh Agreement regarding 
Kamaran 

The Governments of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and of India of the one 
part and the Government of the Netherlands 
tor the Netherlands and for the Netherlands 
East Indies of the other part recognising that 
the treatment of , pilgrims travelling to the 
Hejaz from the South at Kamaran Quarantme 
Station IS their common concern, and hemg 
desirous to establish hy agreement provisions 
for its efficacious administration. 

Have agreed .upon the following pro- 
visions . — 

Meoiur^s to he applied on Pilgrim Sh^ps <ifnd 
at the Quarantine Station. 

1. The British and 'Indian Governments 
of the one part and the Netherlands Govern- 
ment for the Netherlands and for the 
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Netlierlands East ladies of tlie otker part 
agree that the measures prescribed m the 
Schedule to this Agreement shall be applied 
with effect from the date on which this 
Agreement enters into force, pending the 
ratification of the revised International Sani- 
tary Convention on behalf of India and the 
ISTetherlands East Indies 


Internal Orgamsatton 


% The Civil Administrator of the Island 
of Eamaran appointed by the Government of 
India shall be the Director of the Quarantine 
Station, and in that capacity shall exercise 
general supervision and control over the 
whole staff of the station He shall be 
assisted by two medical officers, one of whom 
shall be appointed by the Government of 
India, and the other by the Government of 
the Netherlands Bast Indies It is agreed in 
principle that these two medical officers shall 
be on a footing of complete equality. In 
order, however, to ensure necessary co- 
ordination in matters of common concern in 
regard to the internal administration of the 
Quarantine Station it is agreed that the 
relative seniority of the two officers shall be 
determined as follows . — 


Each medical officer shall be appointed in 
the first mstance for a period of two years, 
during the first of which he shall be described 
as Deputy Medical Superintendent and during 
the second as Medical Superintendent. For 
the first year from the date on which this 
Agreement enters into force the medical officer 
appointed by the Government of India shall 
be Medical Superintendent If at the end 
of the period of two years from first appoint- 
ment the Medical Superintendent continue to 
be employed on the staff of the Quarantine 
Station, he shall revert to the position of 
Deputy Medical Superintendent for the first 
year of his second term of office or of any 
further term Should the Medical Superin- 
tendent for any cause vacate his appointment 
before the end of hi's term of office, he will 
be succeeded by the Deputy Medical Superin- 
tendent, who will act as Medical Superinten- 
dent for the remainder of the term without 
losing his right to the Medical Superintedent 
for the next year 

XT- Medical Superintendent shall be 

the chief technical officer of the Quarantine 
Station. 


• ^ 1 . nature of the measures to be applie 
in the case of ships containing onlv ■Dilffrin 

from the Netherlands Bast Indies shall I 
detOTmiimd by tbe medical officer appointe 
by the Government of the Netherlands Eaj 
Indies irrespective of hjs position as Medics 
Superintendent or Deputy Medical Supexu 
tendent. Similarly, the measures to b 
applied m the case of ships not containin 
pil^ims from the Netherlands East Indie 
shall be determined by tbe medical office 
appointed by the Government of India I

^ewhere the decision of the Dvrector of th 
Quarantine Station as to the measures to b 
applied shall be final. 


5. It shall he open to the Governments of

Pilgrim Dues 

7 The amount of the dues to he paid to 
the Quarantine Station in respect of each 
pilgnm carried on all ships required to call at 
Kamaran shall remain fi!xed at Rs 10 until 
the Governments of India and of the Nether- 
lands East Indies determine otherwise by 
agreement 


Financial Responsibility of the 'various 
Governments concerned in the administra- 
tion of the Quarantine Station and 
Repayment of Advances made by them 


8 The British and Indian Governments of 
the one part and the Government of the 
Netherlands for the Netherlands and for the 
Netherlands East Indies of the other part 
agree in principle — 

(1) that the sums advanced by the British 
and Indian Governments to meet deficits 
which were incurred in the administration of 
the Quarantine Station up to the 31st March, 
1922, shall he repaid to these Governments 
out of the revenue of the Quarantine Station ; 

that responsibility for any further 
deficit incurred after the date on which this 
agreement enters into force shall be shared 
in proportion to the number of pilgrims by 
whom dues are paid to the Quarantine Station j 
this proportion to be calculated in accordance 
^th the number of pilgrims embarking from 
British or Netherlands territory from the date 
on which the agreement enters into force 

9 For the purpose of repayment of the 
advances already made by tbe British and 
Indian Governments and of creating a 
reserve to meet future contingencies, provision 
Shan he made for the maintenance in India 
of a W to he called ‘‘the Kamaran 
Quarantme Station Fund” with effect from 
the date on which the agreement enters into 
force. To this fund sh^ he paid— 

(o) 6 per cent, of the amount collected 
pi>rim dues, which shaU 
^rthmth be paid m equal moieties to the 
±5ritish and Indian Governments, as an mstal- 
amount due to those Governments 
in respect of the advances referred to in 

(b) any surplus available m respect of the 
prmous ^ancial year after provision has 

dS^ff thA® f expenditure required 

forthooimng year, which surplus 
shall bear compound interest at 6 per cent 
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Annual Repoit and Budget 

10 Tlie annual budget estimates of ike 
Quarantine Station skall be prepared by tke 
director, together witli an annual report 
These shall be submitted, with the obserYa- 
tions of the Medical Superintendent and 
Deputy Medical Superintendent, to the 
Government of India six months before the 
commencement of the forthcoming financial 
year Copies of the annual report, the 
actual figures for the preceding year and the 
budget estimates for the forthcoming year, 
together with the halance sheet of the 
Kaniaran Quarantine Station Fund, and the 
observations of the Medical Superintendent 
and the Deputy Medical Supermtendent 
thereon, shall be communicated forthwith by 
the Government of India to the Government 
of the Netherlands East Indies The 
observations of the Government of India shall 
be communicated to the Government of the 
Netherlands East Indies not later than three 
months before the commencement of the 
ensuing ^ financial year The budget of the 
Quarantine Station shall not be approved 
until the Government of the Netherlands East 
Indies have signified their acceptance of it, 
or such amendments have been made as are 
accepted by the Governments of India and of 
the Netherlands East Indies 

Capital Expenditure 

11 The Governments of India and of the 
Netherlands East Indies shall 3 ointly 
determine the improvements and alterations 
ol the Quarantine Station involving capital 
expenditure, the order in which such improve- 
ments shall be executed, and the provision 
for their execution to be made in the succes- 
sive annual Budgets of the Quarantine Station 

Subsidy to Civil Administ'fation of Island of 
Kamaran 

12 A sum of Us 10,000 shall be paid 
annually from the revenues of the Quarantine 
Station to the Government of India towards 
the maintenance of the civil administration of 
the Island of Kamaran. 

Adjustment of Disputes arising out of the 
Interpretation of the Agreement 

13 Disputes between the British or 
Indian Governments of the one part and the 
Governments of the Netherlands or the 
Netherlands East Indies of the other part 
arising out of the interpietation of this 
A^eement shall be adjusted as follows — _ 

If the Director of the Quarantine Station is 
unable to agree with the medical officer 
appointed by the Government of the Nether- 
lands East Indies, when the latter is acting 
either as Medical Superintendent or as Deputy 
Medical Superintendent^ as to the interpreta- 
tion of any article of this Agreement, he shall 
report the circumstances to the Government 
of India, who shall forthwith communicate 
his report to the Government of the Nether- 
lands East Indies The respective Govern- 
ments shall thereupon endeavour to reach a 
settlement of the mspute by agreement. If, 
after full consideration, the Government of 
India, and the Government of the Nether- 
lands East Indids are unable to reach a 


settlement of the dispute by agreement, or 
il as between themselves a dispute arises in 
regard to the Budget or any matter referred 
to in this Agreement or in regard to the 
interpretation of this Agreement, they shall 
severally commimicate statements of the facts 
to the British and Nethei lands Governments, 
who shall endeavour to reach a settlement 
througli the diplomatic channel If a 
settlement is still not reached by this pro- 
cedure, the British and Netherlands 
Governments shall each appoint a representa- 
tive in order that these representatives may 
endeavour in conference to reach a settlement 
o< the dispute by agreement If the two 
representatives fail to reach an agreement 
they shall jointly appoint a third member 
If on this point there is disagreement between 
the two representatives, the British and 
Netherlands Governments shall request the 
President of the permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice to appoint a third member 
and the Commission thus constituted shall 
determine the dispute 

14. This agreement which is subject to 
confirmation by an exchange of notes to be 
effected through the diplomatic channel, shall 
enter into force on the 1st January, 1927, 
from which date the agreement shall be in 
force for a period of eight years It shall, 
however, be subject to revision after the 1st 
January, 1933

present agreement and have affixed thereto 
their seals

SCHEDULE 
General Provisions 

I. — ^WTien there are cases of plague, 
cholera, or yellow fever in the port of 
departure of a pilgrim ship, embarkation 
shall not take place unless the Government of 
the country to which the port belongs has 
taken measures by immunisation, segregation, 
or observation after the persons have been 
collected in groups, with or without bacterio- 
logical examination, intended to ensure that 
none of the persons embarked shall be 
attacked by one of these diseases. 

II — A. ship which, in addition to ordinary 
passengers, among whom pilgrims of the upper 
classes may be included, carries pilgrims in 
less proportion than one pilgrim per 100 tons 
gross, shall not be considered a pilgrim ship. 

III — ^As far as it is practicable, pij.grims 
who disembark, and pilgrims who embark at 
sanitary stations must have no contact mth 
one another at the landing places Pilgrims 
who have been disembarkeii must be distri- 
buted in camp in as small groups as possible. 

It IS necessary that they be supplied with 
wholesale drinking water obtained either from 
local sources, or by distillation. 
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Provisions Applicable to Pilgrim Ships. 


IV — ^Pilgiim ships must be capable of 
accoramodating pilgrims in the between- 
decka 


Over and above the space required for the 
creTV, the ship must provide for each person, 
irrespective of age, an area of 1 50 squaie 
metres, equivalent to 16 English square- feet, 
and a height between decks of at least 1'80 
metres, equivalent to about G English feet 

No pilgrim shall be accommodated below 
the first between-deck below the waterline 
Satisfactory ventilation must be ensured, and, 
in the case of any deck below the upper 
between-deck, it shall be mechanioal 


In addition to the spaces reserved as above 
for pilgiims, the ship must provide on the 
uppei deck for each person, irrespective of 
age, a free-spaee of a least 0 56 square-metre, 
equivalent to about 6 English aquare-feet, not 
leckoning the space whiA is reserved on the 
upper deck for temporary hospitals, crew, 
shower baths, latiines and for the workmg of 
the ship 


V. — ^Adequately screened washing places 
must be provided on deck, a sufficient number 
ol them being reserved exclusively for women 
The washing places must he supplied with 
pipes fitted with taps or nozzles .able to yield 
a continuous supply of sea water under pres- 
sure even when the ship is at anchor, these 
steps or nozzles to he in the proportion of 1 
per 100 pilgrims or fraction of 100 

VI — The ship must be piovided, in addition 
to closets for the crew, with latrines fitted 
with a flushing apparatus, or with a water 
tap Soma of these latrines shall be reserved 
exclusively for women 

Latrines must be in the proportion of 2 per 
100 pilgrims or fraction of 100 

There must be no latrines in the hold 


VII — The ship must have two places for 
cooking set apart for the use of the pilgrims 

VIII — ^Properly fitted hospital quarters, 
constructed with due attention to safety and 
health, must be reserved for the accommoda- 
tion of the sick These quarters must be 
situated on the upper deck unless, in the 
opinion of the competent sanitary authority, 
airangemeuts fully as hygienic can be made 
elsewhere They must he constructed so as 
to allow persons suffering from infectious 
diseases, and persons who have been in con- 
tact with them, to be isolated according to 
the nature of their illnesses. 


The hospital, including any temporal 
hospital, must be capable of accommodatiB 
at the rate of 3 sq metres per patiei 
(equivalent to 32 English sq ft ), 4 per K 
Ol fraction of 100 or the pilgrims taken o 
board. The hospitals must be provided wit 
separate latrines 


ship must carry su 
medical remedies, disinfeetants, and app 
ances as are necessary for the treatment of t 
sick; it must be provided with anti-smallp 
and anti-oholera vaccines. It is desiral 
that It should also be provided with oti 
specific immunising agents (yaocmcs a: 
seta), in the necessary qaantifaes. T 
regulations fr/?med for pi ship > 


each Government must specify the nature and 
the quantity of these agents Medicine and 
attendance shall be provided foi the pilgrims 
free of charge 

X — Every pilgrim ship must carry a 
medical officer, duly qualified m accordance 
with the regulations in force in tlie couutj'y 
from ivhich the pilgrims were shipped to the 
Hejaz, or to which they return therefiom A 
second medical officer, with similar qualifica- 
tions, must he earned when the number of 
pilgrims on board exceeds 1,000 

XI — The heavy baggage of pilgrims shall 
hi registered and numbered rilgrims may 
keep with them only such articles as are 
absolutely necessary , the nature, amount, and 
dimensions of these articles, shall be decided 
by regulations framed by each Government for 
its own ships 

XII — The competent authority shall not 
permit the departure of a pilgiim ship until 
satisfied — 


cleansed, and, if necessary, disinfected, 

(b) that the ship is in a condition to under- 
take the voyage without danger, that she is 
provided with the necessary gear and 
apparatus for use m rase of shipwreck, 
accident, or fire; with wiieless equipment for 
sending and receiving which can function 
independently of the engine room, and with 
sufficient life-saving apparatus, that she is 
properly manned, ecmipped, and ventilated, 
with awnings of sufficient size to cover the 
decks, and that there is ^otlnng on board 
that, is or may become, injurious to the health 
and -safety of passengers, 

(c) that there is on board, over and above 
the rations for the crew, sufficient food and 
fuel of good quality for all the pilgrims (luring 
the whole voyage, and that theio are places 
®^^™hle for the storage of such food and fuel ; 

(d) that the drinking water is of good 
■quality and from a source free from risk of 
contaimnation , that it is in sufficient quantity , 
that the tanks for drinking water are safe 
kom all contamination and so closed that the 
water can be supplied only by means of taps 
or ^umps The water supply fittings known 

absolutely prohibited , 

(e) that the ship carries a condenser cap- 
aole of distilling a minimum quantity of 3 
litres of water per diem for every person on 
board, including the crew; 

(/) that the ship possesses a disinfecting 
chamber, ascertained by the sanitary authority 
of the port where the pilgrims embark to be 
sate and efficacious; 

(g) that the provisions of clause X have 
been complied with; 

(A) that the deck is free from all merchan- 
dise and from encumbrances. 

XIII The captain may not start without 
having in his possession — 

competent 

authority showing the name and sex of each 
embarked, and the total num- 
^ authorised to carry; 

giving the name, 
naWIity and tonnage of the ship, the npime 
of the captain and of the doctor, the exact 
number of persons embarked-crW, pilS 
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Tlie competent antlxority shall note on the 
bill of health whether the nnmher of pilgrims 
permissible nnder the regulations has been 
embarked, or not, and, in the latter case, the 
additional number of passengers the ship is 
authorised to embark at subsequent ports of 
call 

XIV — During the voyage the deck intend- 
ed foi the use of pilgrims must be kept free 
fiom encumbrarices, it must be reserved night 
and day for the pasaengeis and placed at 
their disposal without charge 

XY — The between-decks must be carefully 
cleansed and rubbed with sand every day 
while the pilgrims are on deck 

XVI — The latrines allotted to the 

assengers, as well as those of the crew, must 
e kept clean and must be cleansed and dis- 
infected at least three times daily and more 
often if necessary 

XYTI — The excieta and dejecta of persona 
showing symptoms of plague, dholera, 
dysentery or other diseases preventing them 
from using hospital latrines must be received 
in vessels containing a disinfecting solution 
These vessels shall be emptied into the hospi- 
tal latrines, which must be thoroughly 
disinfected every time this is done 

XVIII — ^AU bedding, carpets and clothing 
that have been in contact with the sick 
persons referred to in the preceding clause 
must be immediately disinfected The 
observance of this rule is specially enjoined in 
respect of the clothes of persons who have 
been “contacts”. 

Such of the above-mentioned articles as are 
ol no value must be either thrown overboard, 
if the ship IS not in harbour or in a canal, or 
else burnt Other articles must be dis- 
infected 

XIX — The quarters occupied by the sick, 
referred to in clause VIII, must be thoroughly 
and regularly cleansed and disinfected 

XX — 'Not less than 5 litres of drinking 
water must each day be put at the disposed 
of every pilgrim, irrespective of age, free of 
charge 

XXI — ^If there be any doubt as to the 
quality of the drinking water, or any reason 
tt> suspect that it may possibly have become 
contaminated either at its source or during 
the voyage, it must be boiled or otherwise 
sterilised, and the captam shall be responsible 
for seeing that it is thrown overboard at the 
first port of call at which he can procure a 
purer supply 

XXII — ^The medical officer shall visit pil- 
grims, attend sick, and see that the principles 
of hygiene are observed on board He must 
in particular — 

(1) satisfy himself that the rations issued 
tf the pilgrims are of good quality, that their 
quantity is in accordance with contract, and 
tnat thejr are properly prepared 

(2) satisfy himself that the provisions of 
clauses XVI, XVIII, XX and XXI of this 
Schedule have been carried out; 

(3) keep a diary of all occurrences relating 
t(» health during the voyage, and submit this 
diary, on request, to the competent authority 
of the ports of call or the port of finsd 
destination. 

XXIII — ^In the event of a death occurring 
during the voyage, the captain must enter 


the fact opposite the name of the deceased on 
the list countersigned by the authority of the 
port of departure, and must also enter in the 
log the name of the deceased, his age, the 
place from which he came, the certified cause 
of death, and the date of death 

In the event of a death from infectious 
disease, the corpse, wrapped in a shroud 
impregnated with a disinfecting solution, 
must be committed to the deep 

XXIV — The captain must see that all 
preventive measures taken during the voyage 
are enteied in the log The log shall be sub- 
mitted by him on request to the competent 
authority of the port of call or the port of final 
destination 

At each port of call the captain must cause 
the list diawn up in accordance with clause 
XIII to be countersigned by the competent 
authority. 

In the event of a pilgrim disembarking 
during the voyage, the captain must note the 
fact on the list opposite to the pilgrim’s name 
In the event of persons embarlang, their 
names must be entered on the list in accord- 
ance with the aforesaid clause XIII This 
must be done before the competent authority, 
as in duty bound, agam countersigns the list. 


Measures at Kamaran 

XXV — Pilgnm^ ships from the South, 
bound for the Hejaz, must put in at the 
Kamaran Quarantine Station, and shall be 
dealth with as provided in the following 
clauses 

XXVI — Ships found on medical inspection 
to be “healthy ’ shall be given free pratique 
on completion of the following procedure : — 

The pilgrims shall be disembarked; they 
shall take a shower bath or bathe in the sea; 
their soiled linen and any portion of their 
personal effects or their baggage considered 
by the officer indicated in article 4 of the 
agreement to be suspect, shall be disinfected. 
The duration of these operations including 
disembarkation and embarkation, must not 
exceed forty-eight hours Provided this 
period 18 not exceeded, such bacteriological 
examination as may be considered necessary 
by the abovementioned officer may be made 

If no recognised or suspected case of plague 
or of cholera be discovered during these 
operations, the pilgrims shall immediately be 
re-embarked and the ship shall proceed to the 
Hejaz 

iNotwithstandmg the above, the officer 
indicated in artime 4 of the agreement may 
authorise ships recognised after medical 
inspection to be “healthy” to proceed to the 
Hejaz without being submitted to the measures 
rescribed, provided that all the pilgrims on 
oard have been immunised against cholera 
and smallpox, exception being made in the

No F /25/YTI/30-Polics — His Majesty 
the Ring, Emperor of India, has been 
pleased to confer the Ring’s Police Medal, 
and in thiee cases a bar to the Medal pre- 
viously awarded, on the following officeis and 
men of the Indian Police establishments: —

Bengal. 

16 John Cotton Farmer, Deputy Inspec- 
toi-General of Police, Bengal — On the night 
of the 18th April 1930, simultaneous attacks 
weie made at Chittagong on the Police Lines, 
Volunteer Armoury and Telegraph and Tele- 
phone offices. Mr Farmer, Officiating De- 
puty Inspector-General, getting the news 
proceeded immediately to the Volunteer 
Aimoury, hut finding the rebels in possession 
went to the Subsidiary Armoury fiom where 
he obtained a Lewis Gun, a few rifles and 
with two other persons returned to the Volun- 
teer Armoury to attack the rebels but found 
that they had left He then proceeded to the 
Police Lines where the rebels were still in 
possession and with his two assistants and 
another officer who joined him theie, opened 
fire with the Lewis Gun, although he and his 
paity were under heavy fire themselves from 
the rebels As a result of his prompt action 
the rebels left the Line and went into hills, 
instead of comnutting further murders and 
damage in Chittagong as they had previously 
intended Later, on the 7th May, Mi 
Farmer with a small police party pursued 
and eventually rounded up a party of six 
armed rebels, who opened fire, killing one of 
his men The fire was returned with the re- 
sult that eventually 4 of the rebels were shot 
and 2 captured. Throughout both these 
engagements, Mr. Farmer showed fine quali- 
ties of leadership and personal bravery 

’•IT. Daniel Mulcahy, Sergeant, Calcutta 
Police — On the 1st of April Sergeant Mul- 
cahy was on rounds with Inspector Dwyer 
about noon in Juggemath Ghat area. On 
entering Galifi! Street he found the road 
blocked with bufialo carts which he success- 
fully cleared, and then sent telephone infor- 
mation to Headquaiders and was told to pro- 
ceed to Howrah Bridge There he found the 
whole road blocked with carts and dustbins 
to form obstructions and found further pro- 
gress impossible He forced his way on foot 
through a crowd of carters and was heavily 
brickbatted from all sides in so doing. He 
started clearing obstructions on Howrah 
Bridge approach, and was then attacked by 
a dense crowd of carters who proceeded to 
hurl bricks at him The Sergeant was 
unarmed and seized a stick from one of the 
carts and attacked the crowd and actually 
forced it back about 50 yards, until at a side 
gully he was surrounded, disarmed and his 
helmet tom off. He then protected himself 
with his bare fists successfully until he was 


stiuek across the face by an non bai and had 
his nose broken He staggered and at the 
same moment, Deceived a blow across the 
mouth which broke several of his teeth, and 
was actually saved from certain death by the 
timely arrival of a party of Police who found 
him lying in blood and practically uncon- 
scious on the foot-path He was levived by 
a drink of water and veiy pluckily pioceed- 
ed and earned out his duties foi almost an 
hour and afterwards when the Commissioner 
oidered him to be taken away to Hospital 
He was detained in Hospital foi over thiee 
weeks 

Seigeant Mulcahy displayed the gieatest 
gallantry and perseverance m a veiy danger- 
ous and menacing situation 

•18 Frederic Hairy Burr, Seigeant, Cal- 
cutta J’olice — Duiing the disturbances in 
Calcutta on the 1st of Apnl, vSergeant Burr 
was one of a party opeiating in the North 
Distiict aiea where noting took place in the 
afternoon He was instrumenlal in making 
five ai rests 

On the 15th of Apnl, this officer was one of 
a paity operating under the Commissionei of 
l^olice in the Bhowanipore area, wheie not- 
ing of a grave nature was taking place by 
mobs piincipallv composed of Sikhs Ser- 
geant Bun and Sergeant Rinchin, under 
orders of the Commissioner of Police, were 
engaged in dispersing a number of Sikhs wjho 
had been bnckbatting the Police and chased 
this mob into a narrow gully between two 
houses The bnckbatting was so heavy that 
these two Sergeants found themselves alone 
in the gully which they managed to get 
through after being hit several times Ser- 
geant Bun had his right knee and left ankle 
cut open and then found Sergeant Rinchin 
on the ground ahead of him, being beaten 
with lathis by five or six Sikhs. He attempt- 
ed to dnve them off, but as others were 
approaching from the further end of the 
gully, he fired a round from his revolver 
without effect, and then had to fire again in 
defence of Sergeant Rinchin, and not until 
three men fell wounded, did the assailants 
take to flight , he then carried Sergeant 
Rinchin out of the gully into safety 

Sergeant Burr then participated in further 
charges on riotous Sildis till the Bhowani- 
pore area was cleared He continued on duty 
the whole day, and at 11 pm had just 
broken off when an alarm came into Police 
Headquarters of a further not in Bhowani- 
pore He went down and volunteered for duty 
and was put in charge of a party of police on 
a lorry and sent to the Bhowanipore area, 
where mobs were stoning cars, trams and 
pedestrians On arrival his party were met 
with showers of bncks and under his orders 
the crowds were charged and dispersed up the 
whole length of Bhowanipore Road. This 
process was repeated till 2 am and continu- 
ous lathi charges had to be made up and 
down the mam road In addition, raids had 
to be carried out on houses from the roofs of 
which stones were being hurled and several 
airests were effected. 

Sergeant Burr has displayed considerable 
qualities of leadership and has, in addition, 
‘exhibited great gallantry in the rescue of Ser- 
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geant KiucKin, wJio would otherwise un-1 
doubtedly have been murdered by his assail- 
ants. 

*19. Felix O’Hara, Sergeant, Calcutta 
Police.— This officer who is a senior sergeant 
has done consistently good work throughout 
the period of trouble in connection with the 
carters’ strike and the Civil Disobedience 
movement. He was attached to a Police 
station in which this movement was more 
vigorous than in any other. On frequent 
occasions he turned out single-handed or with 
only a few constables and broke up large 
unlawful assemblies and processions and by 
his example inspired the other officers of his 
Police Station, and was personally more 
largely responsible than any other subordi- 
nate officer in breaking up the Civil Dis- 
obedience movement in the North District. 

On 23rd April 1930 the officer in charge of 
his Police Station arrested an individual for 
inciting the Police to disaffection. He was 
immediately set upon by a hostile crowd of 
over 600 persons. The arrested man was 
rescued and the officer in charge was in 
danger of being severely assaulted. Sergeant 
O’Hara single-handed fought his way into the 
middle of this crowd, protected the officer in 
charge against assaults and by his resolute 
and determined action, _ dispersed the crowd 
and brought his officer in charge in safety to 
the Police Station. 

He has on many occasions been subjected 
to showers of brickbats and has received 
many minor injuries, but has never flinched 
from doing his duty and succeeding in his 
object, whether alone or supported by small 
bodies of constables. 

*20. Manindra Chandra Pal, Constable 
and *21 Takub Ali Khan, Constable. — On the 
22nd April information was received at the 
Feni Railway Station, Assam Bengal Rail- 
way, that 4 suspicious persons had purchased 
tickets at Bhatiyari for Laksam. The Feni 
police decided to examine them at !|p’eni and 
on their being pointed out by the guard, they 
were taken by a police party to the Station 
Master’s office for examination. There they 
suddenly produced revolvers, opened fire on 
the police and escaped. A railway employee 
and a Sub-Inspector were wounded by the 
shots fired, but Constable Manindra Chandra 
Pal, who was unarmed, at once seized and 
hung on to a revolver in the hands of one of 
the assailants. Whilst doing so, he was shot 
by another in the thigh but, notwithstanding 
this, he stuck to the weapon, although he was 
not able td secure the person _ holding it. 
Thereupon constable Yakub Ali Khan rushed 
to his aid and hit the assailant with a lathi 
but he himself was shot. Both the constables 
showed conspicuous gallan-^ in the face_ of 
considerable danger and in spite of being 
severely wounded. 

*22. G-eorge John Adamson, Inspector, 
Qalcutta Police, — At 8-30 a.m. on the 6th 
Stay, Inspector H. J. Adamson of the River 
Traffic Police’ i*eceived iuformation that 
volunteers were picketing the Ticket Office at 
^:he. I*ort Coihipm pontoons with the 

' 'intention of ^stopping the Ferry Service. He 
proceeded with two Sergeants to Ramktishna- 
poi*e^i.where he* f onhd a crowd ' numbering 


about 50, restraining passengers from pur- 
chasing tickets. He arrested the leader and 
then with 10 constables and the two Sergeants 
proceeded to the various ghats to arrest the 
leaders of each gang of picketers. At Ahiree- 
tola in spite of a shower of brickbats he was 
successful ; he then picceeded to another ghat 
and returned to Ramkrishnapore at about 
11 a.m. On arrival there he found a crowd 
of picketers, about a thousand strong, at the 
head of the pontoon. He went to the head of 
the gangway and arrested first one accused, 
then another, and then a third accused and 
placed them under custody on the launch. 
The temper of the crowd was by this time 
becoming vicious, even so he endeavoured to 
arrest a fourth accused and actually did so. 
Then a shower of brickbats fell upon the 
party, and the accused seized hold of the In- 
spector’s lathi and endeavoured to snatch it 
away. The hail of brickbats became so 
heavy and the temper of the crowd so vicious 
that the Inspector was compelled to relin- 
quish his hold on his lathi and to draw his 
revolver. Manjhis who were on boats at the 
foot of the pontoon, jumped on the pontoon 
and endeavoured to cut off his retreat ; he and 
the two Sergeants who were with him were 
thus surrounded and he himself was struck 
with a brickbat. He warned the crowd to 
disperse and to cease throwing brickbats, but 
no notice was taken of his warning. He had 
no alternative but to open fire. He himself 
fired three rounds and a Sergeant two. The 
crowd thereupon dispersed and the Manjhis 
returned to their boats. The Inspector then 
retreated in good order to the launch retain- 
ing in his custody the three accused. He then 
proceeded to Sibpore Ghat where he made 
further arrests. 

The cool manner in which he with so small 
a party carried out orders and effected the 
arrest of the leaders of an angry mob shows 
great personal courage. The collected 
manner in which he handled his party when 
met with a hail of brickbats and threaten- 
ed with the on-rush of an aggressive crowd 
and the fact that he succeeded in retaining 
the arrested persons in custody, denotes able 
leadership. 

Inspector Adamson was awarded the King’s 
Police Medal for gallantry in 1927, and is 
now awarded a bar to the medal. 

*23. Jadu Nandan Singh, Constable, 
Eastern Bengal and Assam-Bengal Railway 
Police. — ^^On the 30th May 1929, a woman 
fell into the river at Tistamnkhghat with a 
little girl and an infant. The river was then 
in high flood. The passengers on board the 
steamer at the ghat and the people on the 
bank of the river raised an alarm when^ the 
woman and her children ’ were in imminent 
danger of drowning. At this time co^table 
Jadu Nandan Singh who went to the river to 
bathe on hearing the shouting -hastened to 
the spot apd jumped into the -river at once 
and with considerable difficffitjc and at great 
personal risk succeeded in bringing the woman 
and her children to the shote with some as- 
sistance rendered by persons oh a fllit.^ ^ - 

24. Archibald Douglas Gordon', Deputy 
Commissioner - of' , Police, Calcutta.— Th|k 
officer was transferred to- the Oaleutta; PdKce 
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as Deputy Commissioner in Norember 1927 
with a distin^ished record in the Bengal 
Police. Since then he has held charge of the 
North District and Headquarters. His ad- 
ministrative work throughout has been of an 
exceptionally high standard. During the 
last year he was confronted with a peculiarly 
difficult and dangerous situation owing to the 
Civil Disobedience and allied movements. 
He had continually for weeks on end to deal 
with riots in the streets and potential dis- 
turbances which had only been prevented 
from materialising by efficient and vigorous 
preventive measures. He has secured in a 
striking degree the confidence of the Force 
and of the law-abiding sections of the public. 

26. Frederick William Kidd, Superin- 
tendent of Police, Midnapore. — Since the 
commencement of the Civil Disobedience 
Movement Midnapore has been the storm 
centre of the province. Mr. Kidd, as Super- 
intendent of Police of that district, has had 
to contend with open defiance of the law 
practically throughout three of the subdivi- 
sions of the district. 

On the 6th June 1930 there was an organ- 
ised attack by a mob of 4,000 to 6,000 on a 
Police Force which was making arrests at 
Chechahat after the brutdl murder of Sub- 
Inspector Bholanath Ghosh. The whole area 
within a radius of seven to ten miles was re- 
ported to be out of control. Mr. Kidd him- 
self went with a column of the Assam Rifles 
and conducted a successful raid on the camp 
of Congress volunteers, who were responsible 
for stirring up, organizing and leading the 
people in the attack on the police and seized 
important papeira. In other dangerous areas 
within the district Mr. Kidd took a force and 
arrested the important ringleaders. Mr. Kidd 
has carried out his heavy task with courage 
and efficiency and his example has been of 
great value to his subordinates. 

26. Promode Mohan Chakrabartti, De- 
puty Stiperintendent of Police (Officiating), 
Intelligence Branch, C. I. D., Bengal. — This 
officer entered the Bengal Police in 1910 and 
throughout his service has shown marked 
ability in detective work and has always 
carried out his duties at great personal risk. 

R.— ;The awards 'in the case of officers 
marked with an asterisk are for conspicuous 
gallantry falling under^ Regulation 6 (a) of 
the Regulations governing the grant of the 
King'^s Police Medal and will consequently 
carry the allowances sanctioned in the Home 
Dep^ment letter No. F. 26-IY/ 28-Police, 
dated the 7th February 1930.

Whereas Her late Majesty Queen Victoria 
being desirous of distinguishing by some mark 
of Her Royal Favour the many heroic acts 
performed by Mariners and others who 
endanger their own lives in saving or endeav- 
ouring to save the lives of others from ship- 
wrecks and other perils of the sea; and the 
many heroic acts performed on land by those 
who endanger their own lives in saving or 
eDdeavouring to save the lives of others from 
accidents in mines, on railways and at flres, 
or other perils within Her Dominions, other 
than perils of the sea, did, by Warrants undei' 
the Royal Sign Manual bearing date respec- 
tively the 7th March, 1866, the 12th April, 
1867, and the 30th April, 1877, for Herself, 
Her Heirs and Successors institute and create 
as a mark of Royal Approbation of such heroic 
acts, new Decorations styled respectively ‘'The 
Albeii Medal of the First Class,” and “The 
Albert Medal of the Second Class,” which 
Decorations Her Majesty was desirous should 
be highly prized and eagerly sought after : 

And whereas all the Warrants relating to 
these Decorations were consolidated by a 
Warrant under the Sign Manual bearing date 
the 5th June, 1905 : 

And whereas by Warrant under Our Royal 
Sign Manual bearing date the 28th August, 
1917, the style of the said Decorations was 
amended and the Rules and Ordinances for the 
government of the Decorations were further 
consolidated : 

And whereas We are desirous of amending 
the seventh clause of the said Royal Warrant 
of the 28th August, l9l7 : 

Now Know ye that we do by these Presents 
for Us, Our Heirs and Successors abrogate the 
seventh clause of the said Royal Warrant of 
the twenty-eighth day of August, one thousand 
nine hiindred and seventeen, and in lieu 
thereof we ordain that it shall be competent 
for Us, Our Heirs and Successors by an Order 
under Our Sign Manual and on a recom- 
mendation to that effect by or through one of 
Our Pnncipal Secretaries" of State to cancel 
the award to any person of either 
of the above Decorations and that thereupon 
his name in the Register shall be erased.

No P -36-XXI-E -II — The foUowing Eesolution by the Secretary 
of State for India in Cormcil, making the Indian Civil Service (Non- 
Eiiropean Members) Pi evident Fund Enles, is published for general 
information The Governor-General in Council is pleased to duect 
that the Eules shall come into force on the 1st January 1931 — 

In exeicise of the poweis conferred by sub-section (2) of section 96B 
of the Government of India Act, the Secretary of State, with the 
concurrence of the majoiity of votes at a meeting of the Council of 
India held on the 2nd day of December 1930, heieby makes the following 
lules m supersession of the Indian Civil Seiwice (Non -European 
Members) contributory Piovident Fund Eules made by the Secretaiy 
of State in Council on the 12ih February 1929 


Indian Civil Service (Non-European Members) Provident Fund. 


Short Title and Definitions 

1 — (1) These Eules may be called the Indian Civil Service (Non- 
Euiopean Membeis) Provident Fund Eules 

(2) They shall come into foice on such date as the Governor-General 
in Council may, be noification in the Gazette of India, appoint 

2 — (1) In these Eules, unless theie is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context — 

(a) Account Ofificer means such officei las may be appointed in this 
behalf by the Auditoi -General 

(5) Emoluments means pay, leave salary oi subsistence grant as 
defined by the Fundamental Eules, and includes sterling 
overseas pay eonveited at such rate of exchange as the 
Secretary of State in Council may piesciibe in this behalf 

(c) Family means the wife or wives and children of a subscriber, 

and the widow, or widows, and children of a deceased son of 
the subscriber. An adopted child shall be considered to be 
a child when the Account OjB&cer, or, if any doubt arises in 
the mind of the Account Officer, the Legal Eemenibrancer 
or recognised legal adviser of the Local Government, is 
satisfied that, under the personal law of the subscriber, 
adoption is legally recognised as conferiing the status of a 
natural child, but in this case only 

(d) The Fund means the Indian Civil Service (Non-European 

Members) Piovident Fund 

(e) Leave means any variety of leave recognised by the Funda- 

mental Eules 01 the Civil Service Eegulations, whichever 
may be applicable to the subscriber 

(/) Local Government means — 

(i) in relation to any officer serving under the Local Govern- 

ment of a Governor’s Province or of a Chief Commis- 
sioner, that Local Government; and 

(ii) in relation to any other officer, the Governor-General in 

Council. 

{g) The Service means the Indian Cml Service 
Qi) Tear means a financial year 


(2) Any other expression used m these Eules which is defined in 
the Fundamental Eules is used in the sense therein defined 


Constitution and Management of the Fund 

3 — (1) The Governor-General in Council shall administer the Fund, 
which shall be mamtained m India in rupees and shall be open only to 
non-European members of the Indian Civil Service, 
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(2) Every such officei iippomted to the Service before the date on 
which these Rules come into foice may elect to join the Fund, and 
shall notify his decision to the Account Ofhcei by lettei (the receipt 
of which shall foithwith be acknowledged in writing by the Account 
Officer) within six months aflei that date, or if he is on leave on that 
date, within six months aftei Ins return fiom leave. In default of such 
notice he shall be deemed to have elected not to join the Fund 

(3) Every such ofiicei appointed to the Service after the date on 
which these Rules come into force, but selected foi appointment to 
the Service befoie that date, may elect either to join the Fund or to 
become a subsciibei under the Indian' Civil Service (Non-European 
Members) Family Pension Rules, and shall notify his decision to the 
Account Officer by letter (the receipt of which sliall foitliwith be 
acknowledged in wiiting by the Account Ofhcei) williin six months 
after that date In default of such notice he shall be deemed to have 
elected to join the Fund 

(4) Every such officei selected for appointment to the Seivice after 
the date on which these Rules come into foice shall join the Fund

join with effect fiom the date on which notice of his choice is received

(7) An officei who is deemed imder sub-rule (3) to have elected to 
join the Fund or who joins the Fund under sub-rule (4) shall join with 
effect from the date on which he aiiives m India to join his first 
appointment 

(8) An officer who is a suhsciiher iiiidei the Indian Civil Seiwice

Members) Family Pension Rules shall, if he elects to join the Fund 
under sub-rule (2), cease to he a subscriber imder those Rules 

4 If an officer who is a subscriber under the Indian Civil Service

Nominations 

5 — (1) The Account Officer shall require every subscriber at the 
time gf joining the Fund to make a nomination conferring the right to 
receive the amoimt that may stand to his credit in the Fund in the 
event of his death before qmtting the Service. 

(2) A suhsciiber who, at the time of joinmg the Fund, has a family 
shall send to the Accoimt Officer a nomination in the Form set forth 
in the Fust Schedule in favour of one or more members of his family 

(3) A subscriber who has no family shall similarly nommate a 
person or persons in the Form set forth in the Second Schedule: 

Provided that a nomination made under this snb-rule shall be deemed 
to have been duly made in accordance with these rules only for so long 
as the subscriber has no family. 

(4) If a subscriber at any time acquires a family he shall send t.-' 
the Account Officer a nommation as provided m sub-rule (2), and, it 
he has under sub-nile (3) nominated any person other than a memhei 
of his family, he shall formally cancel .the previous nommation.

8 When a subscriber is transferred to foreign service or sent on 
deputation out of India, he shall be subject to the rules of the Fund in 
the same manner as if lie were not so transferred or deputed He shall, 
before proceeding to jom his new duty, intimate to the Account Officei 
the amount of hia emoluments while on such foreign service or 
deputation, and the amount of the monthly subscription shall be based 
on these emoluments, When the amount of his emoluments is changed 
during the foreign service or deputation, the subscriber shall intimate 
the fact to the Account Officer 

Realisation of Subscriptions

The 27th day of October, 1930 
Pkbsent: 

THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT 
MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

‘Whereas by Section 670 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, it is enacted that when 
any Lighthouse, Buoy, or Beacon has either 
before or after passing of that Act been erected 
or placed on or near the coast of any British 
Possession by or with the consent of the Legis- 
lature of that Possession, His Majesty may, by 
Order in Council, fix such dues (in that Act 
referred to as Colonial Light Dues) to be paid 
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UL respect of tliat LiglitliOTise, Buoy, or Beacon 
by tbe Owner or Master of every Ship which 
passes the same and derives benefit therefiom 
as His Majesty may deem reasonable, and may 
by like Order increase, dimmish or repeal such 
Dues, and those Dues shall from the time men- 
tioned in the Order be leviable throughout His 
Maj'esty’s Dominions, and further that Colonial 
Light Dues shall not be levied in any British 
Possession unless the Legislatuie of that Pos- 
session has, by address to the Crown or by Act 
or Ordinance duly passed, signified its opinion 
that the Dues ought to be levied 

And whereas the Great Basses Lighthouse, 
the Little Basses Lighthouse, and the Minicoy 
Lighthouse are Lighthouses which have been 
duly erected under and pursuant to the said 
Section ; 

And whereas by Orders in Council, dated 
respectively, the 22nd day of May, 1883, the 
9th day of May, 1892, the 29th day of June, 
1896, the 10th day of August, 1903, the 21st 
day of October, 1912, the 6th day of February, 
1917, the 14th day of July, 1922, and the 6th 
day of February, 1925, the Dues leviable in re- 
spect of the said Lighthouses for the Classes of 
Ships therein respectively mentioned were duly 
fixed : 

And whereas by Order in Council, dated the 
5th day of November, 1926, His Majesty 
directed that, as from the Ist day of April, 
1927, or from the time of the receipt of notice 
of that order, if that be later, by the Offieeis 
authorised to collect Light Dues, the Dues 
thenceforth to be levied should be as follows, 
that IS to say, in respect of the Great Basses 
Lighthouse and the Little Basses Lighthouse, 
three thirty-seconds of one penny pei ton, and 
in respect of the Minicoy Lighthouse one 
thirty-second of one penny per ton, of the 
burden of every ship on every voyage m which 
she passes or derives benefit fiom the said 
Lights respectively: 

And whereas it has been made to appear to 
His Majesty that the said Dues should be 
altered in manner hereinafter appearing 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, in exeicise of 
the powers so vested in Him by the above 
recited provisions, and by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council, doth by this Older ‘in 
Council order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
follows : — 

1, This Order may be cited as “The Colo- 
nial Light Dues {Great and Little Basses and 
Minicoy) Order, 1930/’ 

2. As from the Ist day of April, 1931, or 
from the time of the receipt of this Order, if 
that be later, by the Officers authorised to 
collect Light Dues, the Dues thenceforth to be 
levied shall be as follows, that is to say, in 
respect of the Great Basses Lighthouse and the 
Little Basses Lighthouse, three sixty-fourths 
of one penny per ton, and in respect of tlie 
Mmicoy Lighthouse, one sixty*fourth of one 
penny per ton of the burden of every ship on 
every voyage in which^ she passes or derives 
benefit from the said Lights respectively

No F -2-XVI-E -IL30 — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Enles 33 (2), 37, 42 and 
44 (a) of the Civil Services (Classification, 
Control and Appeal) Eules, 1930, the Goveinor 
General in Council is pleased to make the 
following amendments in the Civil Pensions 
(Commutation) Eules, namely; — 

I. For Eule 4 the following Eule shall be 
substituted : — 

“4 On the application of any Government 
servant to whom Eule 3 does not apply, the 
sanctioning authority may, subject to the con- 
dition that the uncommuted residue of the pen- 
sion shall not be less than Es 240 yer annum, 
sanction the commutation for a lump payment 
of a portion, not exceeding one-lialf, of any 
pension which has been or is about to be granted 
to him under civil rules; provided that, in 
calculating the amount of the uncommuted 
residue, there may he added to it the uncom- 
muted portion of any other permanent pension 
or pensions payable to the applicant from 
Indian or other Government revenues ” 

II For Eule 6 the following Eule shall he 
substituted ; — 

“6 (1) On receipt of an apphcation for com- 
mutation the sanctiomng authority shall trans- 
mit to ^ the apphcant a copy of the Account 
Officer’s certificate of lump sum payable on 
commutation in the event of his being reported 
by such medical authority as may be prescribed 
to he a fit subject for commutation, and shall 
at the same time instruct him to appear for 
examination before the said medical authority 
\vithin three months from the date of its order, 
Or, if he has applied for dommutation in 
advance of the date of his retirement, within 
three moiiths of that date but in no case earlier 
than the actual date of retirement This inti- 
mation shall constitute administrative sanction 
to commutation, but shall lapse if the medical 
examination does not take place within the 
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peiiod prescribed in the eanctioning order 
Tbe applicant may withdraw his application 
by written notice at any time before the medi- 
cal examination takes place, but this option 
shall expiie on his appearance befoie the medi- 
cal authority. 

Provided that, if the medical authority 
directs that his age for the puipose of commu- 
tation shall be assumed to be greater than his 
actual age, the applicant may withdraw his 
application within two weeks from the date on 
which he receives intimation of the revised 
sum payable on commutation, or, if this sum 
IS already stated m the sanctioning order, 
within two weeks fiom the date on which he 
IS informed of the finding of the medical autho- 
rity 

If the applicant does not withdraw in writ- 
ing his application within the period of two 
weeks prescribed above, he shall be assumed to 
have accepted the sum offered 

(2) Subject to the provision contained in 

clause (3) of this rule the commutation shall 
become absolute, that is, the title to receive 
the commuted portion of the pension shall 
cease and the title to receive the commuted 
value shall accrue, in the case of an unimpaired 
life on the date on which the medical autho- 
rity signs the medical certificate, and, in the 
case of an impaired life, on the date of written 
acceptance of the commutation, or the date on 
which the option of withdrawing the applica- 
tion expiies, whichever is earlier Payment 
of the commuted value shall be made as expedi- 
tiously as possible, but whatever the date of 
actual amount paid and the 

effect upon the pension shall be the same as if 
the commuted value were paid on the date on 
which commutation became absolute If the 
commuted portion of the pension has been 
drawn after the date on which the commutation 
became absolute, the amount drawn shall be 
deducted from the amount payable in commu- 
tation, 

(3) If the applicant makes any statement 
found to be false within his knowledge or wil- 
fully suppresses any material fact in answer 
to any question, written or oral, put to him 
in connection with his medical examination, 
the Local Government may cancel the sanction 
at any time before payment is actually made ; 
and such a statement or suppression may be 
treated as grave misconduct for the purpose of 
Article 351 of the Civil Service Regulations ” 

III Rule 8 of the said Rules shall be 
omitted. 

IT Eor Rule 10 of the said Rules, the fol- 
lowing Rule shall be substituted: — 

‘‘10 If the pensioner dies on or after the 
day following ttiat on which commutation 
became absolute but before receiving the com- 
mntation yalue, this value shall be paid to his 
heirs.” 

2. The above amendments take effect from 
the date of this Notification; provided that 
sanctions to commutation accorded on the basis 
of the old rules on or after this date but before 
sanctioning authorities receive intimation of 
the new rules may stand, whether or not the 
pommutation value has ac^aUy been disbursed. 


RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 29th December 1930 

No F -2-XVI-R -11/30 — In connection 
with the Civil Pensions (Commutation) Rules 
published in the Finance Department Notifi- 
cation No F -158-C S R /25, dated the 21st 
January 1926, as subsequently amended, the 
Governor General in Council is pleased to issue 
the accompanying regulations for observance 
in all cases in which applications foi commuta- 
tion of pension are made by Government ser- 
vants under his administrative control or under 
the administrative control of a Chief Commis- 
sionei For the purpose of rule 2 of the Civil 
Pensions (Commutation) Rules, if two different 
Governments within the meaning of Article 
33-A, Civil Account Code, Volume I, are con- 
cerned, a Government servant shall be deemed 
to be under the administrative control of the 
Government to which the payment of the com- 
muted value of his pension will he charged, and 
not the Government which oiiginally sanc- 
tioned his pension If, however, an applica- 
tion for commutation is made before the date 
on which the pension is sanctioned, the 
Government under which the applicant was last 
permanently employed shall be the Govern- 
ment competent to dispose of his appli- 
cation These instructions supersede the rules 
promulgated with the Finance Department 
Resolution No F -2-XIV-R 11/28, dated the 
26th June 1928, as subsequently amended 

Oedehed that the Resolution be published 
in the Gazette of India. 

Regulations governing procedure for the com- 
mutation of pensions. 

1 An application for commutation of pen- 
sion should be made in part I of the Form A 
appended to these regulations and 
addressed : — 

(1) if the applicant is still in service, or has 
retired but his pension has not yet been sanc- 
tioned, to the authority competent to sanction 
hiB pension, through the Head of the ofB.ce in 
which he is or was employed, or, if he is or was 
himself the Head of the office, through the 
Head of his Department ; 

(2) otherwise, to that authority through the 
proper Account Ofllcer who is: — 

(a) in the case of a pensioner who draws 
his pension in India, the Account 
Of6.cer of the province in which the 
treasury from which the pensioner 
draws his pension is situated ; 

Note — If the pensionary charge is adjust- 
able in the books of a different Account Officer, 
the Account Officer who receives the applica- 
tion should transmit it forthwith to that officer, 

(b) in the case of a pensioner who, being 
resident in a Colony having an account 
current with the Accoun-^nt-General, 
Central Revenues, draws his pension 
from the local treasury, the Account 
Officer who issued the authority for pay- 
ment of the pension in the Colony, 
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2 The application if addressed to the 
authority specified in regulation 1 (1) should 
be transmitted forthwith to the Account Officer 
who IS reporting on the title to pension. 

3 The Account Officer should complete 
part II of Form A without delay and transmit 
it, together with copies of the medical reports 
mentioned in the concluding portion of regu- 
lation 5 (ii), if they are on record in his office, 
to the authority competent to sanction the 
commutation, whether that authority is cor- 
rectly named in Pait I or not 

4 The authority competent to sanction 
commutation should theieupon accord his ad- 
ministiative sanction in Part III of Form A, 
and arrange for the medical examination of 
the applicant at the nearest available station 
to that named by the applicant in Part I of 
the Form 

Note — If the applicant is governed by Buie 
4 of the Civil Pensions (Commutation) Buies 
and the Account Officer’s certificate in j?art II 
shows that commutation charge falls partly on 
a Provincial Government, which has stipulated 
that it should be consulted regarding avail- 
ability of funds the sanctioning authoiity 
must obtain that Government’s consent before 
he accords administrative sanction These 
Governments are Madras, Bombay, Bengal 
and United Provinces 

5 The sanctioning authority should 
then — 

(i) transmit to the applicant on Form B, a 
certified copy of the Account Officer’s certifi- 
cate contained in Part II of Form A, and one 
copy of Form C, Part I of which is to be filled 
in by the applicant before his medical exami- 
nation and handed to the medical authority; 
and 

(ii) forward to the medical authority in 
original the completed Form A, together with 
a copy of Form C; and, if the applicant has 
been granted an invalid pension or has pre- 
viously commuted any portion of his pension 
with years added to his actual age, copies of 
the previous medical reports or statements of 
his case 

6 . (i) Before any commutation administra- 

tively sanctioned becomes absolute, the appli- 
cant must be examined by the proper medical 
authority hereinafter prescribed 

(ii) The medical authority shall be • — 

(a) in the case of any applicant governed 

by Buie 3 of the Civil Pensions (Commuta- 
tion) Buies and any applicant governed by 
Buie 4 of those Buies who has been or is about 
to be granted an invalid pension — a medical 
board, before which the applicant must appear 
in person ; / 

(b) in the case of any other applicant, un- 
less the amount of pension to be commuted is 
Bs 26 or less, either : — 

(1) a medical board before which the ap- 
plicant must appear in person, if such 
a board is appointed to meet at a station 
reasonably near to the applicant’s resi- 
dence wi^in the period prescribed by 
the sanctioning authority, or 


(2) failing such a board, a leviewing board 
which shall be either the standing 
medical board at the headquarters of 
the administration, or the senior medi- 
cal officer of the administration and 
a medical officer nominated by him of 
status not lower than that of a Civil 
Surgeon 

This authority shall review the medi- 
cal report made on the applicant’s 
health and expectation of life hy the 
Civil Surgeon, District Medical Officer 
or Presidency Surgeon of the area in 
which the applicant is ordinarily resi- 
dent at the time he applies for com- 
mutation and, after calling for any in- 
formation that it thinks fit fiom the 
examining officer, shall pass final 
orders 

(c) in the case of an applicant not governed 
by clause (a), who applies for commutation of 
Bs 25 or less of his pension, the medical 
officer, not being of lower status than tbe Civil 
Surgeon, District Medical Officer or Presidency 
Surgeon, of tbe area in which he is ordinarily 
resident 

(ill) The medical authority after obtaining 
from the applicant a statement in Part I of 
Form C (which must be signed in its presence) 
shall subject him to a strict examination, enter 
the results m Part II of Form C and record 
its opinion as to the accuracy with which the 
pensioner has answered the questions pres- 
cribed in Part I regarding his medical history 
and habits Lastly it sball complete tbe cer- 
tificate contained in Part III of Form C 

(iv) In the case of an applicant who has been 
or 18 about to be granted an invalid pension, 
the grounds of invaliding or the statement of 
the medical case shall he duly considered by 
the certifying medical authority before the 
certificate (Part III of Form C) is signed 

(v) If the examination is conducted hy a 
single medical officer, the applicant shall him- 
self pay the medical officer’s fee, but if be is 
originally examined by a medical board in 
India, be shall pay a fee of Bs 16 into a 
Government treasury and make over the 
receipt to the Board before examination If 
he 18 examined by a Board outside India, he 
shall pay to the Board such fees as may be 
required of him 

(vi) The ultimate medical authority pres- 
cribed in clause (ii) shall without delay for- 
ward the completed Forms A and C in original 
to the Account Officer who gave the certificate 
contained in Part II of Form A, a certified 
copy of the completed Form C to the sanction- 
ing authority, and a certified copy of Part III 
of Form 0 to the applicant 

7. The Account Officer on receipt of the 
completed Forms A and C shall arrange forth- 
with for the payment of the appropriate com- 
muted value and for the corresponding reduc- 
tion of pension.

fifth day of Decemhei, nineteen hundred and thirty, and in Scotland on

No S -481-Poll — The following statement 
by the Governor General in Council is pub- 
lished for general information. — 

1 Consequent on the conversations that 
have taken place between His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Mr Gandhi, it has been arranged 
that the civil disobedience movement be dis- 
contmued, and that, with the approval of Hia 
Majesty’s Government, certain action be taken 
by the Government of India and local Govern- 
ments 

2 As regards constitutional questions, the 
scope of future discussion is stated, with the 
assent of His Majesty’s Government, to be 
with the object of considering further the 
scheme for the constitutional Government of 
India discussed at the Round Table Confer- 
ence Of the schelne there outlined, 
Federation is an essential part, so also are 
Indian responsibility and reservations or safe- 
guards in the inleiests of India, for such 
matters as, for instance, defence; external 
affairs ; the position of minorities , the 
financial credit of India, and the discharge of 
obligations. 

3 In pursuance of the statement made by 
the Prime Minister in his announcement of 
the 19th of January 1931, steps will be taken 
for the participation of the representatives of 
the Congress m the further discussions that 
nre to take place on the scheme of constitu- 
tional reform 


4 The settlement relates to activities 
directly connected with the civil disobedience 
movement 

5 Civil disobedience will be effectively 
discontinued and reciprocal action will be 
taken by Government The effective discon- 
tinuance of the civil disobedience movement 
means the effective discontinuance of all 
activities in furtherance thereof, by whatever 
methods pursued and, in particular, the 
following . — 

(1) The organised defiance of the pro- 
visions of any law 

(2) The movement for the non-payment of 
land revenue and other legal dues 

(3) The publication of news-sheets in 
support of the civil disobedience move- 
ment 

(4) Attempts to influence cml and 
military servants or village officials 
against Government or to persuade them 
to resign their posts 


6 As regards the boycott of foreign goods, 
there are two issues involved, firstly, the 
character of the boycott and secondly, the 
methods employed in giving effect to it The 
position of Government is as follows They 
approve of the encouragement of Indian 
industries as part of the economic and indus- 
trial movement designed to improve the 
material condition of India, and they have 
no desire to discourage methods of propa- 
ganda, persuasion or advertisement pursued 
with this object in view, which do not inter- 
fere with the freedom of action of individuals, 
or are not prejudicial to the maintenance of 
Idw and order But the boycott of non- 
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Indian goods (except o£ clotli whicli has been 
applied to all foreign cloth) has been directed 
during the civil disobedience movement 
chiefly, if not exclusively, against British 
goods, and in regard to these it, has been 
admittedly employed in order to exert pressure 
for political ends. 

It is accepted that a boycott of this 
character, and organised for this purpose, •will 
not be consistent "with the participation of 
representatives of the Congress in a frank* and 
friendly discussion of constitutional questions 
bet-ween representatives of British India, of 
the Indian States, and of His Majesty’s 
Government and political parties in England, 
■which the settlement is intended to secure. It 
is, therefore, agreed that the discontinuance 
of the civil disobedience movement connotes 
the definite discontinuance of the employment 
of the boycott of British commodities as a 
political weapon and that, in consequence, 
those ■who have given up, during a time of 
political excitement, the sale or purchase of 
British goods must be left free without any 
form of restraint to change their attitude if 
they so desire. 

T. In regard to the methods employed in 
furtherance of the replacement of non-Indian 
by Indian goods, or against the consumption 
of intoxicating liquor and drugs, resort will 
not be had to methods coming within the 
category of picketing, except within the 
limits _ permitted by the ordinary law. Such 
picketing shall be unaggressive and it shall 
not involve coercion, intimidation, restraint, 
hostile demonstration, obstruction to the 
public, or any offence under the ordinary law. 
If and when any of these methods is employed 
in any place, the practice of picketing in that 
place will be suspended. 

8. Mr. Gandhi has drawn the attention of 
Government to specific allegations against the 
conduc^t of the police, and represented the 
desirability of a public enquiry into them. 
In present circumstances Government see great 
^mculty in this course and feel that it must 
inevitabl;y lead to charges and counter-charges, 
and so militate against the re-establishment of 
peace. Haying regard to these considerations, 
Mr. Gandhi agreed not to press the matter. 

9. The action that Government ■will take 
on the discontinuance of the civil disobedience 
movement is stated in the following para- 
graphs. 

10. Ord.inances promulgated in' connection 
with the civil disobedience movement ■will be 
withdrawn. 

Ordinance Ho. 1 of 1931 relating to the 
terrorist movement _ does not come within the 
scope of the provision. , 

11* Hotifioati'ons declaring associations 
unlawful under the Criminal Law Amend- 
ment Act of 1908 will be - "withdra'wn, 
provided that the no'tificationa were iSiade in 
connection ■with the civil disobedience move- 
nrent. 

The notifications recently issued by the 
Burma Government, under the Criminal Law 
Amendmen't Act do not come ■within the 
scope of this provision. 


12. (^) Pending prosecutions will be with- 
drawn if they have been filed in connection 
with the civil disobedience movement and 
relate to offences which do not involve violence, 
other than technical violence, or incitement 
to such violence. 

(iz) The same principles will apply to pro- 
ceedings under the security provisions of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. 

(Hi) Where a local Government has moved 
any High Court or has initiated proceedings 
under the Legal Practitioners’ Act in regard 
to the conduct of legal practitioners in con- 
nection with the ci'vil disobedience movement, 
it will make application to the Court con- 
cerned _ for permission to withdraw such 
proceedings, provided that the alleged conduct 
of the persons concerned does not relate to 
violence or incitement to violence. 

(in) Prosecutions, if any, against soldiers 
and police involving disobedience of orders 
■will not come within the scope of this pro- 
vision. 

13. (i) Those prisoners will he released who 
are undergoing imprisonment in connection 
with the civil disobedience movement for 
offences which did not involve ■violence, other 
than technical violence, or incitement to such 
violence. 

(w) If any prisoner who comes within the 
scope of (i) above has been also sentenced for 
a jail offence, not involving violence, other 
than technical violence, or incitement to such 
violence, the latter sentence also will be 
remitted, or if a prosecution relating to an 
offence of this character is pending against 
such a prisoner, it will be withdrawn.’ 

(til) Soldiers and police convicted of 
olfences involving disobedience of orders — in 
the very few cases that have occurred — will 
not come within the scope of the amnesty.

in the bore, or one moitar at least 5^ inches 
m the hoi’e, shall be earned on all ships, with 
24 chaiges of ammunition in the case of 
foreign-gomg ships, and 12 charges m the 
case of home-trade ships. 

(2) Each charge shaU con tarn 16 ozs of 
powder in a flannel hag The necessaiy re- 
quisites for firing the gun, namely, rammers, 
sponges, wads, priming wires, friction tubes, 
powder flask, with fine powder for priming 
and means for firing and withdrawing the 
charges, shall also be provided 

(3) Approved socket distress signals and 
sound signal rockets may be carried in lien of 
a gnn, piovided that the number of signals 
so earned shall be equal tc the number of

6 Deck flares. — ^Two deck flares, self- 
ignitmg in water, shall be provided in every 
ship. Such deck flares shall be capable of 
burning brightly for at least 40 minutes. 
Full mslructions for use shall be ’attached to 
each flare, and sxutable receptacles for con- 
taining the water required for tlieir combus- 
tion shall be provided, efficient means bemg 
adopted for ensurmg free flow of watei to the 
bottom of the light 

7. (1) Rockets and socket signals. — 

Twelve rockets or shells, throwing stais of 
any colour or description, shall he supplied, 
each rocket containmg 16 ozs of composition! 

(2) Approved socket distress signals may

9 (1) Stowage of signals and com- 
bustibles. — A separate, detached, and com- 
pletely enclosed leceptacle shall be provided 
for each of the following kinds of explo- 
sives • — 

(1) gun powdei or cartridges made there- 
with, 

(2) rockets, 

(3) socket signals, 

(4) deck flares and lifebuoy lights, 

(6) any other description of pyrotechnic 
signals 

(2) Such separate receptacles shall not be 
made merely by divisions or partitions in a 
cupboard or locker or chest, but each such re- 
ceptacle shall be a separate magazine, exclu- 
sively appropriated to the keeping of exijlo- 
sives of the kind in question Charges of 
powder, if carried, shall be contained in 
flannel bags, and the magazine in which they 
are kept shall be made of coppei and stiongly 
constiucted To pi event in 3 uiy to the rockets 
and other signals, the receptacles shall either 
be internally divided in such a way that the 
signals can be stowed vertically, oi they shall 
be of roughly the same length as the signals, 
but sufficiently narrow to pi event the signals 
being turned round The hds shall be 
secured by hinges or brass screws so as to 
permit of an inspection being made without 
injury to the case The receptacles shall, 
where possible, be kept in a house on deck, 
and stowed or ranged as far apart as circum- 
stances will permit, so that in the event of 
spontaneous combustion, or of risk of any sort 
arising any of the cases may be at onco 
removed Where the socket signals are siii)- 
plied by the manufacturer in wooden boxes 
with a tin box inside containing the friction 
tubes, no other receptacle shall be required for

CHAPTER 14. 

An Act to pkovide, during Twelve Months 
9SL (and, as respects certain places outside 

THE TJnited Kingdom, during Fipteen 
Months) por the Discipline .4Nd Eegula- 
TioN OP THE Army and Air Force. 

[29tli April 1931.] 

Whereas the raising or keeping of a stand- 
ing army within the United Kingdom in time 
of peace, unless it he with the consent of Par- 
liament, is against law : 

And whereas it is adjudged necessary by 
His Maj'esty and this pjesent Parliament that 
a body of land forces should be continued for 
the safety of the United Kingdom and the 
defence of the possessions of His Majesty’s 
Crown, and that the whole number of such 
forces should consist of one hundred and 
forty-eight thousand, eight hundred, includ- 
ing those to be employed at the depots in the 
United - Kingdom for the training of recruits 
for service at home and abroad, b^ut exclusive 
of the niunbers actually serving within His 
Majesty’s.' Indian possessions, other than 
Aden:' 

. And whereas under the Air Force (Constitu- 
^ 0 . 5.C. 3917, His Majesty is entitled to 

raise and maintain the air force, and it is 


judged necessary that the whole number of 
such force should consist of thirty-two 
thousand, including those employed as afore- 
said, but exclusive of the numbers serving as 
aforesaid : 

And whereas it is also judged necessary for 
the safety of the United Kingdom, and the 
defence of the possessions of this realm, that a 
body of Eoyal Marine forces should be 
employed in His Majesty’s fleet and naval 
service, under the direction of the Lord High 
Admiral of the United Kingdom, or the Com- 
missioners for executing the office of Lord 

High Admiral aforesaid ;

And whereas the said marine forces may 
frequently be quartered or be on shore, or sent 
to do duty or be on board transport ships or 
vessels, merchant ships or vessels, or other 
ships or vessels, or they may be under other 
circumstances in which they will not be sub- 
ject to the laws relating to the government of 
His Majesty’s forces by sea : 

And whereas no man can be forejudged of 
life or limb, or subjected in time of peace to 
any kind of punishment within this realm, by 
martial law, or in any other manner than by 
the judgment of his peers and according to the 
known and established laws of this realm ; yet, 
nevertheless, it being requisite, for the retain- 
ing all the before-mentioned forces, and other 
persons subject to military law or to the Air 
Force Act, in their duty, that an exact dis- 
cipline be observed and that persons belong- 
ing to the said forces who mutiny, or stir up 
sedition, oi desert His Majesty’s service,; or 
pe guilty of crimes and offences to the pre- 
judice of good order and military nr air force 
discipline, be brought to a more exemplary 
and speedy punishment than the usual forms 
of Ahe law will allow : 

And whereas the Army Act and the Air 
Force Act will expire in the year one thousand 
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nine hundred and thirty-one on the follo\^ing

(a) In Great Britain and certain other 
places within His Majesty's dominions,

The international certificates dehvered by the authoiities of one of the contracting States or by an

In so far as mtcrnational traffic is concerned, nobody may dnve a motor vehicle without having received 
a special authorisation delivered by a competent authority or by an association authorised by it after 
givmg proof of his competence 

This authorisation cannot be granted to persons of less than 18 years of age 

Ddvoery and Recognition of International Driving Permits 

Article 7 

In order to certify, for mternational traffic, that the conditions laid down m bhe preceding ariicie 
have been fulfilled, international driving permits are dehvered on the model and accordmg to the remarks 
contained m Annexes D and E of the present Convention

International driving permits dehvered by the authorities of a contractmg State or by an association 
authonsed by them wrth the counter-signature of the autboiity authorise the holder, in all other oon- 
tractmg Stales, to drive motor vehicles which come withm the categories for which they have been 
dehvered and are recogmsod as vahd, without ro-exammation, m all the contractmg States The right 
to use the international diivmg permit may, however, be refused if it is evident that the conditions

The driver of a motor vehicle travelling m a country is bound to conform to the laws and regulations

COHTRIBHTORY PROVIDEHT EHHD 
RULES (IHDIA). 

Short Title and Definitions 

T (1) These miles may be called the Con- 
tributory Provident Fund Rules (India) 

(2) They shall come into force on the Ist 
April 1931. 

2 (1) In these rules, unless there is any- 

thing repugnant in the subject or context* — 

(i) Account Ofilcer means such officer as 
may be appointed in this behalf by the 
Auditor General, 

(ii) Emoluments means pay, leave-salary, 
or subsistence grant, as defined in the 
Fundamental Rules, and includes — 

(a) sterling overseas pay converted at 
such rate of exchange as the Secretary 
of State in Council may prescribe in 
this behalf; 

{!)) any wages paid by Government to 
employees not remunerated by fixed 
monthly pay; and 

(c) any remuneration of the nature of 
pay received in respect of foreign 
service , 

(ill) Family means the wife or wives and 
children of a subscriber and the widow, 
or widows, and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber, an adopted child 
shall be considered to be a child when 
the Account Officer or, if any doubt 
arises in the mind of the Account 
Officei, the Solicitor to the Government 
of India, IS satisfied that,* under the 
personal law of the subscriber, adoption 
IS legally recognised as conferrmg the 
status of a natural child, but in this 
case only, 

(iv) Leave means any variety of leave re- 
cognized by the Fundamental Rules or 
the Civil Service Regulations, which-

(v) The Fund means the Contributory 
Provident Fund (India), and 

(vi) Year means a financial year. 

(2) Any other expression employed in these 
rules which is defined in the Fundamental 
Rules 18 used in the sense therein defined. 


Constitution and managemeyit of the Fund 

3 The Fund shall lie admmisteied by the 
Goveinoi Geneial in Council, and shall be 
maintained in India in lupees 

4 (1) These lules shall .ipplv to every iion- 
pensionable .seivaiit of Government belonging 
io any of the Services (wliethei Cential, 
Specialist 01 Suhoidmate) uiidei the contiol of 
the Govoiiioi Geneial in Council, who — 

(n) has been lulmitted heluie these lules 
(anio into toice to the benefits of a 
special 01 conliihutoiy piovident fund 
maintained by Government, except the 
State Railway Piovident Fund; or 

(h) may be admitted by Government to 
the Fund after these rules come into 
foice 

Piovided that these rules shall not apply to 
any such servant between vhom and Govern- 
ment an agreement subsists in respect of a

14. (1). An advance shall be recovered

Authority inay ^rect; but such number .‘shafl 


not be less than twelve unless the subscriber 
so elects, or in any case anore than twenty- 
four. A subscriber may, at his option, make 
repayment in a smaller number of instalments 
than that prescribed. Each instalment shall 
be a number of whole rupees, the amount of 
the advance being raised or reduced, if neces- 
sary, to admit of the fixation of such instal- 
ments. 

(2) Hecovery shall be made in the manner 
provided in rule 9 for the realisation of sub- 
scriptions and shall commence on the first 
occasion after the advance is made on which 
the subscriber draws pay, or remuneration on 
foreign service, for a full month. Hecovery 
shall not be made while the subscriber is on 
leave or in receipt of subsistence grant, and 
may be postponed by the sanctioning authority 
during the recovery of an advance of pay 
granted to the subscriber. 

(3) If more than one advance has been 
made to a subscriber, each advance shall be 
treated separately for the purpose of recovery. 

(4) . {a) After the principal of the advance 

has been fully repaid, interest shall be paid 
thereon at the rate- of one-fifth per cent, of 
the principal for each month or broken 
portion of a month during the period between 
the drawal and complete repayment of the 
principal.

We beg to submit our Interim Report on the Eleventh (Ordinary) 
Session of the Assembly of the League of Nations, held at Geneva from 
the 10th September to 4th October, at which we had the honour to 
represent India 

2. This Report consists of a general survey of the main subjects 
dealt with during the Afisembly and a description in greater detail of 
the subjects with which we ourselves were principally concerned and 
of our own activities We shall follow the example of our predecessors 
by presenting at a later date a Final Report, which will cover completely 
the ground of the work of the Assembly this year and contain the text 
of the resolutions adopted by the Assembly, the texts of some of the 
more important reports and of the principal speeches made by members 
of the Delegation and other matter required for record. 


Preliminary Remarks. 

3 Numerically the Indian Delegation was the same as for some 
years past, consisting of three full and three substitute delegates 
His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner had been a delegate at the 
Assembly of 1924 and Sir Ewart Greaves at that of 1929 Sii Ewait 
Greaves was obliged to return to England after 10 days, and his place 
was taken by Sir Basanta Mullick, who had twice pieviously attended 
meetings of the Assembly The rest of us had had no previous 
experience of meetings of the League of Nations 


Opening of the Eleventh Session. 

4. The proceedings of the Assembly were opened on the 10th 
Seiitember by His Excellency M Znmeta, First Delegate for Venezuela 
acting as President of the Council Fifty-two out of fifty-four States 
Members were represented in the Assembly, the absentees being the 
Argentine Republic and Honduras His Excellency M Titnlesco 
Delegate for Roumania and Roumanian Minister in liondon, was elected 
President of the Eleventh Assembly, and proved himself one of the 
best who had held office. The election of Yice-P residents and the 
General and Agenda Committees proceeded in accordance with the usual 
routine. 


The General Debate. 

6. The year had been one of gi’eat activity on the part of the 
organs of the Lea^e, but there was no signal achievement to he placed 
to its credit, in fact, several important Conferences had had lesnlts 
which were either negative or disappointing Notable, if partial, 
success had, it is true, attended the London Naval Conference whiclJ 
was held onfside the sphere of the League, hut it had not been possible 
to hold a further meeting of the Preparatoiy Commission for the 
Disarmament Conference The political situation in Europe was 
certainly no better th^ in 1929, and the prospects of an improvement 
were diminished by the results of the German elections, which took 
place a few days afte^e opening of the Assembly The representatives 
of nearly every country, particularly m Europe, were acutely conscious 
of the economic cnsaa In these circumstances optimism would have 
been out of place The serious character of the prevailing conditions 
caused the majonty of the speakers to address thSnselves to the S 
m a spirit of realism without excessive rhetoric, ^ 
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M. Briand’s Speech. 

G A subject 'wbicli leceived much atteution wag tlie proposal for 
the creation of an organisation for the consideiation ot‘ Euiopeaii ('o- 
opeiution M Biiand had made it known at the Assembly ol 19);J9 
that he intended to piepaie pioposals of this natuie Since tlieu he liad 
issued a memorandum to the European Governments Then obsei rations 
on it had been consideied by a Conference of Euiopean States 
immediately before the Avssembly, and it had been decided tliat the 
pioposed organisation should be created within tlie fiamewoik of the 
League It was expounded at length, though haidly ni detail, hy 
M Biiaiid himself in the Assembly Most of the speakeiwS in the geneial 
debate lefeiied to it, none questioned the need for closei co-opeiation, 
ami theie was general agreement that further discussion should take 
place with a view to conveitmg the idea into a concrete pioposition 
iiut the spokesmen of some of the non-European States emphasised tliat 
it‘ machineiy foi dealing with Euiopean piohlems weie cieated within 
the fiamewoik of the League, the inteiests of the non-Euiopeau membeis 
w'ould have to he safeguarded The Assembly passed a lesolutioii 
which, after lecognising in principle tlie need foi closei European 
co-opeiation, and eonfiiming the view that this sliould be effected 
ivithin the framewoik of the League, invited the Goveinmenis of the 
Euiopean States, acting with the assistance of the League Secretaiiat 
as a Committee of the League, to cairy the enquiiy fuitlier with a view 
to piesenting concrete proposals to the next Assembly It was stated 
111 the lesolution that this enquiry might he conducted by Ibe Euiopean 
States in conjunction with the non-European Members of the League 
and with Stales which are not Members of the League, and the 
President of the Assembly stated when the motion was adopted that 
it wan understood that the meetings of the Committee foi European 
Union should be open to all States Membeis, in ordei tbai those 
not immediately concerned might place before the Committee any 
obseivations which they might consider necessaiy In pursuance of 
this lesolution a formal meeting of the Committee of Eiif(uiiy foi 
European Union was held on the 23rd September, when the futuie 
procedure was arranged and the date of the next meeting* was fixed 
for January 1931. 

Speech of His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner. 

7 His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner addressed the Assembly 
on the IGth September His Highness began by recalling his association 
with the Peace Conference and the fact that he shared with Sir Eohert 
Borden, who had made the opening speech, the privilege of assisting 
at the biidh of the League He stood there as the symbol of the unity 
of India in her adherence to the League, representing both British 
India and the Indian States, which comprise about one-thu*d of the 
aiea of India and one-fourth of her population India, as much as 
other countries, was convinced that no array of difficulties, howevei* 
great, must be allowed to discourage them from the pursuit of peace 
It was only a few years ago that mankind still believed that glory 
was to he won thiough war, but the outlook of the civilised world was 
now altered He, like General Hertzog, who had spoken earlier, was 
a soldier, and there were none who more deeply desired to .serve the 
cause of peace than soldiers Soldiers knew that there could be no 
effective security from war without a substantial and universal 
limitation of armaments; they also knew the diffi.culties, hut these 
difficulties must be overcome India had special problems on her 
frontiers, for which the machinery of the Tjeague afforded no protection, 
hut she was ready to collaborate in all schemes of disarmament 
compatible with her security; the philosophy of India was an embodi- 
ment of the most complete and consistent code of pacificism in the world, 
India could not but be friendly to the underlying aims of the European 
co-operation which M. Briand had expounded M Briand^, had 
disclaimed all idea of organising Europe in a spirit of antagonism to 
the outside world; yet there might he a danger in these early years 
of the League that a plan for the closer union of Europe might give 
rise to misapprehension outside Europe as running counter to the basic 
principles of the Covenant that the League existed not for Europe, 
not for Asia, hut for the world Any impression that Europe was 
seeking to consolidate its industrial position to the detriment, however’ 
unintended, of less fortunate parts of the world might lead to 
consequences which no Member of the League co-uld desire It was. 
therefore, a happy instmct which had prompted M Briand to give 
all Members of the League an opportunity to consider how far the 
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macliiiiery of the League could he adopted to the consideration of 
regional piobleins International co-operation in the economic spheie 
should he as fai as possible \roild-wide lather than sectional or regional 
The depiession of agriculiuie and the depression of industiy weie 
01 game ally allied pioblems and embraced the whole woild, it was foi 
the technical oigaiusationb of the League to investigate the means 
wheiehy industiy and agiiculture alike could he safeguaided against 
the lecurrence of depression Sympathetic ciiticism was needed foi 
progiess, and service to the League must be rendered with a loyali-v 
which was not blind but pioceeded fiom cleai -sighted courage 


Speeches of Mr. Graham and Mr. Henderson. 

8 Two important speeches weie made by the British Delegation 
Ml Gialiam spoke on the economic situation and Mr, Henderson dealt 
with political subjects 


9 Mr Graham said that it had been hoped last year that with 
the Reparations Settlement a period of stability was being approached 
This hope had been disappointed by the collapse of commodity prices, 
and no one could say that the fall of prices had yet reached bed-rock 
He hoped that the machinery of the League would be able to make 
use of the leseaich work on trade depressions which was being carried 
out in various countiies, and so make some practical contribution 
towards safeguarding the world against recurrent distress He went 
on to refer to the so-called Tariff Truce Conference of last spring He 
announced the decision of the British Government to ratify the Conven- 
tion for concerted economic action which was to provide the basis 
for further negotiations These negotiations were to cover other 
economic restrictions besides those of tariffs, though he regarded tariff 
reduction as the most important aim There was a great danger that 
the present depression might lead to increased tariffs, which, though 
they might produce some degree of temporary alleviation, would end 
by aggi'avating the situation Tariffs and economic nationalism could 
not make any real contribution to the solution of the problem and it 
was necessary to sound the international note in economic relations 


10 Mr Henderson said that closer co-operation between European 
nations, which all agreed was of vital importance for the peace of 
the world, must be carried out in full agieemenl with and on the 
authority of the League, and the machinery requiied should be League 
machinery without incurring the risks and difficulties which a system 
of new and independent institutions might involve After referring 
to the fact that all members of the British Commonwealth of Nations 
had ratified the signature of the Optional Clause, he stated that only 
17 Members of the League had not yet signed the Clause and only U 
others, who had signed it, had not yet ratified, this was an advance 
of ^e^ importance, and they might hope soon to see the acceptance 
of the Optional Clause practically universal But the Optional Clause 
was only a first step, and Gieat Britain stood for the acceptance by 
aU States of the principle that disputes of every kind, and not only 
those of a lusticible nature, should be settled by pacific means Hi's 
Majesty s Government in the United Kingdom had always been 
tavourably disposed towards the principle of the General Act of 1928 
but in a matter of such vital concein they desired to proceed in close 
accord with the other members of the British Commonwealth, it would 
be one of the chief tasks of the approaching Imperial Conference to 
consider what further contribution the British Commonwealth could 
make to the cause of disarmament and peace The proposals to amend 
certain Articles of the Covenant in accordance with the Pact of Paris 
and the draft Treaty of Financial Assistance were both measuius in 
the direction of aecimity which Great Britain was prepared to support 
but It was the profound belief of his Government that security and 
disar^iament were closely interlocked, and the acceptance of these two 
measures by the British Government would be made dependent on the 
condemn that ^^sarmament ceased to be a mere phrase and became a 
reality. Sec^ity was impossible if competitive military preparations 
continued; of all security measures disarmament was the most important 
and the obligation in Article 8 of the Covenant to accept a general 
reduction and limitation of armaments was no less sacred thfn any 
other obligation contained in the treaties of peace It was two years 
since the Assembly had adopted a resolution which declared that the 
existing c^ditions of security were sufficient to allow of Ijhe conclusion

Other Speeches. 

11 All the leadiuj^ statesmen, inchiding- Dr Cm tins, the Eoieigu 
Minister foi Geimany, Geneial Heitzog, Piime Mmistei of the Union 
of South Afiica, and Sii E-oheit Boiden, ex-Piime Ministei of Canada, 
took pait in the geneial debate A point of special interest was that 
the delegate foi Peisia, His Excellency Hussein Ala, stated that lie had 
just received a telegiani fiom Teheian infoiining him that Peisia 
adheied to the Optional Clause A speaker who, as much as any othei, 
seemed to voice the prevailing dissatisfaction with existing- conditions 
was Jonkheer F Beelaerts van Blokland, the Poieign Ministei for 
Holland Aftei an unspaiing analysis of the failures of the yeai in 
international politics and in the activities of the League, he likened 
the progiess of the League during the year to the progress of the new 
League building, the foundation stone had been laid at the last 
Assembly, but it still stood alone He lecognised, however, that the 
spectie of war was definitely fading away He recalled Article 19 
of the Covenant as to the i econsideration of tieaiies which have become 
inapplicable and the consi deration of international conditions! whose 
continuance might endaugei the peace of the world, and he asked 
whether it would not be well to inseit another clause providing for 
the leconsidciation of a foim of nationalism which has become 
inapplicable and the reconsideration of economic conceptions, the 
continuance of which might endanger the peace of the world. 

Elections. 

(A) COTJNCIL* 

12 The three temporary Membeia of the Council who retired this 
year after throe years’ tenure were Canada, Cuba, and Finland China, 
whic,h had been a Member from 1926 to 1928 and was not under the 
oidinai*y lule eligible as a candidate until 1931, presented a claim io 
be declared eligible for le-election at once, but failed by five votes io 
obtain the necessary two-thuds majoiity At the subsequent election 
Guatemala, Hoiway and the lush Fiee State weie successful with 41, 
38 and 36 votes i espectively, Portugal being the highest unsuccessful 
candidate with 30 votes 


(B) Permanent Court of International Justice 


13 The second general election for the Court took place this year 
There were 15 judges to be elected To secure election each candidate 
has to obtain an absolute majority of votes both in the Assembly and 
the Council, voting separately and simultaneously At the first ballot 
in the Assembly 14 candidates obtained absolute majorities Four 
moie ballots were necessary before a fifteenth candidate secured an 
absolute majoiity The result of the ballots in the Assembly was then 
compared with that of the Council, and it was found that the two bsts 
were coincident in respect of 14 names These 14 candidates weie 
therefore declared elected These were —

COMMITTEE I. — Legal and Constftutfonal Questions. 

• Amendment op the Cotena-Nt. 

17. This matter was perhaps the most important and difficult of 
those discussed hy the Eleventh Assembly. The British Delegation 
had proposed at the last Assembly that the Covenant should he amended 
so as to bring it into line with the Pact of Paris. In accordance with 
the decision of the Assembly, a Committee of Jurists had been convened 
and submitted a report containing recommendations as to the amend’ 
meats necessary and desirable for the purpose in view. These 
recommendations went somewhat beyond the mere assimilation of the 
Covenant to the principles of the Paris Pact, chiefly in the direction of 
providing a positive contribution to the measures in existence for the 
peaceful settlement of disputes. Also by increasing the obligations of 
the Covenant the amendments tended to increase the conditions which 
woffid constitute a violation of the Covenant, and thus to increase the 
liability for applying sanctions to Covenant breakers under Article 16. 

\ amendments were discussed hy the First Committee and 
later by a Sub-Committee. Agreement, was reached on certain points 
and, m particular, it to agreed not to follow the Committee of Jurists 
in attempting to' assimilate recommendations of the Council for th^ 
settlement of international disputes under Article 15 (6) to arbitral 
awards or judicml decisions. But serious difficulties arose in regard to 
the relation Ween Article 16, which provides for the application of 
sanctions, and the amendments of the preceding Articles. ^ There were 
also difficulties in regard to the position of States Members whiS haVe 
not acceded to the Pact of Pams, in regard to the hearing upon the 
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amended Articles of tlie interpretations placed upon tlie Pact of Pans 
by ceitain States at tbe time of signature oi accession and in regard to 
the compatibility between the amended Ai tides and ceitain othei 
tioaties, such as the Treaty of Ijocaino In view of these difficulties 
and of the fact that they weie no longei dealing with the texts 
rtcommended by the Committee of Jurists on which the delegations had 
been lustiucted by then Goveiiimeuts, the 8ub-Committee decided that 
the whole mattei would have to be fuithei con‘'ideied by the 
Goveinmenis with a view to discussion at the next Assembly. This 
decision, altliough the sub 3 ect of natuial disappointment in ceitain 
quaiteis, was coufiimod by the Assembly 

19 The delegations lepresenting the Biitish Commonwealth 
followed a uniform policy It was not necessaiy foi us to take any 
part in the discussions of the Committee For this reason, and in 
view of the fact that no decision of substance was reached, we do not 
attempt to deal with the subject in any detail Foi a propei under- 
standing of it, nothing but a close btiidy of the Report of the Com- 
mittee of Juiiats and of the Repoit of the First Committee of the 
Assembly would suffice 

CODTIICATION OP INTERNATIONAL L IW 

20 Aftei several years’ pieparations tbe first Conference for the 
Codification of International Law was held at The Hague last spring 
It attempted to deal with three subjects — ^Nationality, Territorial 
Waters and Responsibility of States foi damage done in their territoiy 
to the person or property of foreigners The results were meagre and 
the hopes founded upon the Confeience were for the most part 
disappointed To some extent failuie was due to the fact that the 
prepaidtions, long and elaboiate though they were, had not been 
sufficient to enable Governments to lealise the diEeieuces which 
separated them, or to appreciate the extent of the mutual accommoda- 
Uon which would he necessary for success, to some extent also failure 
was due to the fact that many delegates were more conceined to main- 
tain and establish the existing national «i sectional views than to 
airive at international accord bv adjustment and concession It 
was obvious that the results of the Coufeience did not justify any 
extension of activity on the same lines, and the Conference itself had 
made recommendations for a more elaborate future piocedure both 
in the stage in which subjects are considered by independent expeiis 
and in the subsequent consultation of Goveruments But it was not 
only a question of procedure Questions of principle — to what extent 
and in what fields codification might usefully be applied to the deve- 
lopment of international law, or whether that development would be 
better left to other processes — were also in issue. 

21. Various propositions were placed before the First Committee, 
some contemplating a limitation of the categories of international law 
in which codification should be attempted, some asking for the 
appointment of an expert committee to examine the whole question, 
and others suggesting that Governments should be given time to con- 
sider the subject between this and the next Assembly. Speakers 
difiered to the value which they attached to the results of the Hague 
Conference and to the piocess of codification. .But all were agreed 
that no new departure on the old lines was advisable lu the immediate 
future The questions raised would have required for their solution 
much more time than was available m tbe congested state of the Com- 
mittee’s agenda. Before the debate had proceeded far the Committee 
took the sensible course of adopting a resolution which adjourned 
the whole question to the next session of the Assembly, and requested 
the Counc;Ll to invite Members of the League and non-member States 
to communicate their observations on the suggestions which had been 
put forward with a view to their consideration at the next Assembly 

Organisation op the Permanent Court op International Justice 

22. As our predecessors reported, the Assembly of 1929 adopted 
certain amendments of tbe Statute of tbe Peimanent Court with the 
object of (1) consolidating the position of the judges, and (2) placing 
the Court itself on a permanent and continuous basis Theso amend- 
ments provided, inter (uia for abolishing the deputy judges and increas- 
ing the ordinary judges from 11 to 16, for adopting a system of 
fixed inclusive salaries for the judges, for introducing the principle 
of the Court being in permanent session except during yacation and 
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for proh-ibiting judges from engaging in otlier occupations of ^ pi’o- 
fessional nature. It bad been agreed by tbe Assembly of 1929' tnat 
tbe amendments niigkt come into force in time for tbis year s election 
even tbougb tbey bad not been formally ratified by all tbe signatories, 
provided that no Government bad any objection to effect being given 
in advance of formal ratification. Cuba, however, bad given notice 
of objection to tbis procedure, and tbis objection was not withdrawn 
and could not be set aside. 

23. Tbe question how to deal with tbe resultant situation was 
tbe subject of much discussion in tbe First Committee. It was desired 
that tbe judges to be elected for tbe next period of tbe Court s 
existence should be subject to tbe conditions provided for in tbe amend' 
ments so far as was possible while tbe amendments themselves still 
awaited universal formal ratification. It was found that tbe desired 
changes could be introduced to a large extent under tbe existing 
Statute by resolutions of tbe Assembly and by alterations which it 
was hoped that tbe Court itself would make in its rules. We need 
not describe in detail tb6 arrangements wbicb tbe Assembly 
decided to make. Tbe main points are (1) tbe number of 
judges has been increased from 11 to 15; tbe deputy judges have to 
remain until tbe Statute is amended, but it will probably not be 
necessary to call upon their services; (2) the fixed inclusive salary 
could not be introduced, but an approximation to it has been achieved 
by largely increasing tbe fixed portion of tbe judges’ emoluments and 
diminishing the variable portion under the existing Statute; and 
consequential modifications have been made in the pension system. 
Other points relating to the sessions of the Court and the attendance 
of the judges remain to be regulated by the Court itself. It was on 
this basis that the election of judges was earned out. 


COMMITTEE 11. — Technical Organisations. 

The Economic Organisation. 

24. It has been well observed that if during the first decade of 
the League its political work was of dominating importance, it is the 
economic aspect of its work which is taldng the pride of place in the 
present decade. The tendency towards this transition of interest has 
been accelerated by the great economic depression; and it is no 
matter of surprise that the discussions of the Assembly and of the 
Second Committee were largely concerned throughout the present 
Session with this all-absorbing topic. As the report of the Second 
Committee states, the economic discussions of the Session “have either 
dealt in general terms with the causes and various aspects of the 
depression in certain countries or throughout th^ world, or have been 
directed to the elucidation of various problems of commercial policy 
which the development of the depression renders more and more 
urgent.” 

(1) Study of the Economic Degression. 

25. The Indian Delegation assumed the initiative in the Secjoiid 
Committee in pressing for a careful study of the causes and course of 
the depression and for an investigation of any remedial or ameliora- 
tive action possible under the circumstances. Sir J. 0. Coyajee said 
that the only alternative before the world in the present economic 
situation is co-operation or chaos. The world has had ample expe- 
rience of the great^ evil caused by the long depression which marked 
the seventies and eighties of the last century. A resolution was put 
forward which not only covered the above proposals, but also proposed 
the prosecution and continuation of studies relating to the problem 
of the recurrence of periods of economic depression. It might be that 
some of the factors in the development of the present ■ depression 
appear somewhat abnormal. But then we have to take account of the 
fact that the war and its sequelse have radically changed the economic 
situation in the world ; and having once made a comprehensive study 
of the present great depression it wGuld he a waSte of economic effort 
not to retain some of the machinery instituted for studying the 
future , problems of depressions.' The resolution also called, for the 
treatment of agricultural problems on a level of ■ equality with those 
of industry and commerce, 

26. The resolution found powerful supporters ; it ' was hacked 
by the^ delegates of Great Britain, and the Dominions, by Japan 
and ,hy various other Member States. The delegate for Ireland 
supported it on the ground . that before that resolution there- had 
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been no leallv coinpieliensive attempt made to luvcbtigate oi dmgnot'e 
the economic diseuwe from A^hich the Moild has been buitciiug Even 
the study of tuiiits and the pioposals toi a taiill tiiice yeie pio- 
posals which envisaged the niattei only xiaitially Thus, as he obseived, 
the removal of customs liaineis, even if achieved, could not lead to a 
higgei niail-cet foi Euiope as a whole Above all, aticnlion might be 
diawn in Ihis inattei to the inipoitant pioposals pxit toiA^aid in 
Mr (iiahani’s speech foi an iiiqiiiiy to colloit all the tacts in logaid 
to the economic depicssioii 

27 On the othei hand, though theie weio uo opponents of the 

lesoluliou, attempts weie made to niodily it Thus the delegate foi 
the Netherlands was loi a pieliininaiy inquiiy by the Einaiuial and 
ICconoinic Oiganisation ot the fjoague as to whether the mam incj[Uiiv 
pioposed hy the resolution was to be undei taken The motive oi 

such a ])ieliminaiy iiuiuiiy was stated to be economy. The delegate 
I'oi Eiance also moved an amendment lefeiring tJie mcjuiiy to the 
Ec'onomit* Consultative Coiumitieo “without, lioivevei, engaging in 
any special ])i' 0 ( ediiic oi special expense” 

28 Tlie 1 esoliition ot tlie rndian Delegation was modified in foiin, 
though not 111 substance, h^-^ an amendment wdiich iiitioduced into it 
an explicit leleienco to llie collaboiation in the woik ol investigation 
01 ) the pait ol tlie Ini ei national Labour Oihee and of the International 
Institute loi Agnciiltaire at liome The resolution as fiamecl originally 
piovided loi hdl and geneial (‘o-opeiation on the pait ol all research 
committees and institutions which iveie capable of aUording suitable 
oi mateiial assistance 

29 Tlie lesolntiou, as finally passed by the Committee aiid after- 
wuids 1)^ the Assembly, was us iollows — 

“The Assembly, impressed by the seiiousness of the present 
situation, 1)^ the geneial recession of employment and tiade, by the 
constant recunence of sucdi peiiocls of economic depiessiou and the 
failuie up to the pieseiit to disc*over any conceiled means foi aveitiug 
the lossc's iiicuiied, lesohes that the Economic and Einancial Organisa- 
tion ol the League, w'hich has already been studying the causes of 
fliictuaticms in the puic basing pov\ei of gold and then elfect upon the 
economic life ot the nations, should undertake the study of the touise 
and phases ol the jnesent depiession and the circumstances which led 
up to it, and for tins purpose it should collect the lufoimation com- 
piled by institutions already in existence in different countries, 
centralise such information and, where necessary, fill up any gaps that 
exist 

“Eoz this puipose the Econoimc Organisation, advised by, in 
paiticular, the Economic Consultative Committee, should put itself in 
toucli with national oi gmuisations, whetlier consultatife or planning 
councils 01 research institutions concerned with this matter, and should 
fuither, w'lth their aid, considei by what means the woik now being 
couducted on the problem of the recurrence of peiiods of economic 
depiession may he co-oidinated 

“Bebeving that the restoration of prospeiity in the countries 
which aie mainly concerned with agriculture and the production of 
raw materials is not only a worthy object in itself, but tliat it will also 
contribute to the restoration of prosperity in othei countries, the 
Assembly desiies that, in the course of the comprehensive mquiry into 
world economic depression referred to in the present recommendation, 
special attention should he devoted to the progiamme and investiga- 
tions recommended by the agricultural expeits who met in Q-eneva m 
January 1930, and to the result of the woik carried out by international 
organisation specially qualified in such matters 

‘‘It also recommends that, in connection with these investigations, 
account should be taken of the results of the inquiry conducted by 
the International Labour Office into unemployment and the work of 
other competent mteinational bodies on this subject, in order that the 
Economic and Einancial Organisation, having collected all the avail- 
able information, may examine at the right moment the advisability 
of intei national action, due regard being had to the economic, 
financial and demographic aspects of the labour problem, including the 
question of raw materials ” 

(2) The Warsaw Conference Uesohitions 

30 It will have been noted that tlie Indian delegate emphasised 
in his resolution the importance of finding a remedy for the agricultural 
aspect of the economic depression As the representative of a 
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great agricultural country like India lie could have done no less. 
But the proposals put forward on behalf of India were perfectly 
general in character and involved no regional action or discriminatory 
features. Different in character were the resolutions based on the 
proceedings of the Conference held at Warsaw shortly before the 
Assembly by representatives of the agricultural countries of Eastern 
Europe. These resolutions were brought before the Assembly and 
the Second Committee by the delegates of the countries concerned. 
They frankly proposed, besides other points to which no objection 
could be taken, the granting of preferential treatment by European 
countries to agricultural products of European origin; further, they 
involved infringement of the most-favoured-nation clause. Regional 
understandings with preferential features were claimed to be the 
remedy for agricultural depression. Sir J. C. Coyajee pointed out that 
the main cause of the agricultural depression had been that production 
had been outrunning consumption, and that local agreements like 
those proposed at Warsaw could not be expected to remedy this state 
of affairs. Consumption can be effectively stimulated only by raising 
the general standard of living, and that task was quite beyond the 
power of local agreements like the one under discussion. What was 
wanted to achieve our purpose was a comprehensive policy. 

31. He went on to point out that the present occasion was hardly 
the right one to embark on the implementing of the Warsaw Resolu- 
tions. The League had just created a committee to consider the 
general problem of European union and co-operation. To bring up 
simultaneously the particular question of partial and regional pre- 
ferences within Europe was premature and might prejudice the 
general question. Finally the" Indian delegate voiced the sentiments 
of the Dominions as well when he pointed out that non-European 
countries could have no ground for objecting if the European 
countries by independent negotiations make preferential agreements 
among themselves, but that it was a very different matter when such 
agreements were proposed to be made under the auspices and with 
the sanction of the League itself and through its machinery. The 
League was concerned with world affairs and policies in their most 
comprehensive aspects. 

33. It is the interest of India along with other non-European 
agricultural countries to watch very carefully the tendency to pro- 
mote regional ecbnomic agreements under the auspices of the League, 
and to insist on any necessary safeguards. The Second Committee 
believed that the Warsaw proposals come within the scope of the 
economic reorganisation to be discussed between the State signatories 
of the Protocol of Future Negotiations of 24th March 1930; but 
always provid^^d that the non-signatory States may be asked to parti- 
cipate, and that the result of ^1 such negotiations shall be brought 
before a Conference which all States without distinction will be asked 
to attend. 


The Most-Favoueed-Nation Claitse. 

33. The advocates of the Warsaw resolutions had put forward the 
view that “there were no hard and fast principles which held good 
for ever, and that all principles must be adjusted to changing economic 

and social circumstances What we really want is an exception 

to the Most-Favoured-Nation clause.’* The preference which the 
countries of Eastern Europe desired was to be introduced as an 
exception to that clause, The representative of Austria urged that 
it was a mistake to insist upon the interpretation of the clause in an 
over-rigid sense. Others, notably the German delegate, spoke of the 
possibilities of a compromise. On the other hand the delegates of 
Denmark and Norway were against any restrictive interpretation of 
the clause^ and opposed in particular the system of customs quotas. 

.B4. Sir J." C, Coyajee pointed, but that Indian traditions had 
been uniformly liberal, in the 'matter of the, MostTFavoured-Nation 
policy, and that India shared with Gteat Britain the record of never 
having gone back on the. widest interpretation of the Most-Favoured" 
Nation clause. It waa in the light of these liberal traditions that 
India could agree to most of the principles laid down by ihe ' Economic 
Committee with regard to the field of application, of the clause. He 
expressed his dissent , from and opposition to the system' of quotas 
and of Specialisation, which might made to 'operate in such a way 
as to nidify at; least partially, tfie generality, of the Most-Favoured- 
Nation clause, , - ■ . ^ ' 
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CoNCEJiTEo Economic Action 

35 At tlio tiisb Confeieiice on tliiH subject last spring it was found 
that the idea of a iaiitf tiure could not be ininiediately adopted, and 
a lesull was icticlied wliuli was somewhat ditleient fiom wbat bad 
])eeu oiifiinally exjiectcd It lesulted in tlie Convention of Maicb

League in ilns (IniaUoii foi veais to roine The Seond Committee 
look u]) this aspeii of eioiiojoK A\oik and uiged the latificaiioii of the 
Coiuention on the p.nt of the hugest jiossihle numbei ol States It 
also suggested that at tlie Confeience to be lield in Novembei 1930 
the conditions undei ivliu li the Commercial Convention would be 
bioiiglit into foice sJiould lie decided and that consideiation should be 
given to tbe piogramme of future negotiations As regaids dumping, 
which IS a glowing evil imdei the conditions of economic depression, 
tbe Coiiimittec loiulemiied once moic this unbealtliy practice 

The Financial Committee 

30 Although it was unneressaiy for us to tabo any part m the 
discussions on this subjoit, tbe lopoits piesented to the Assembly 
tills veai aie of so nni(li mtoiest and importance that we feel obliged 
biieflv to desmibe then iiatuie Those wdio desiie a closer acquaint- 
ance w’oiild do w-ell to study tlie lepoii of the 39tli session of the 
Finanmal Committee and tbe repoit of tbe Second Committee to the 
Assembly on tbe subject 

37 Having practically completed four of the majoi tasks upon 
winch it has been engaged m recent years — namely, the Greek 
Refugee Settleinonl iSclieine, the Greek Emanciai Reconstruction, the 
Bulgarian Refugee Settlement Scheme, and the Financial Reorganisa- 
tion of Estonia — the Committee had viitually reached the end of 
tlie phase of ils work whicli consisted mainly in the preparation 
and execution ot icconstiuction schemes aiismg out of the dislocation 
caused by the wai The Comuiittee is now free to devote more 
attention to general pioldenis of international concern, and it took 
tbe opportunity to gn^e a general description of its work and 
outlook The Financial Committee has been smgularlj'' successful 
during tlie early period of tbe work ol the League m rapidly 
achieving piactical and positive results of far-reacbing importance, 
and this lias been tbe result of bard and disinterested technical 
work on the part of experts whose qualifications command general 
support and whose co-opera ii on has been hi ought about through the 
machinery of the League The work of the Committee falls into three 
main categoiies (1) general financial question, (2) advice and 
assistance to paiticulai States, and (f3) advice on financial questions 
arising out of the current work of the Council In particular the 
.subjects falling under the fust heading are of interest to India One 
of these IS the question of liie intiuenco of gold supplies on general 
economic welfare A body of experts working on this subject under 
the Financial Committee has piepared an interim report, of which 
the conclusion is that the inadequacy of the supply of new gold 
available for money is likely in the next few years to become a factor 
W'hich will exorcise a depressing infliieiice on prices, it considers that 
remedial measuies may be found to prevent the consequences antici- 
pated from making themBelve.s felt for at any rate some time to come, 
and it indicates the directions m which such remedial measures may 
he sought t)ii another such subject, that of agricultural credits, 
re.sults of inteiest to agricultural countries generally are likely to 
arise out of the study which is being made under the direction of the 
Committee on the organisation of the co-operative system in Bulgaria 

Health Organisation 

38 Oui predecessors have invariably commented on the value 

of the work of the League in the sphere of Health, and have pointed 
out that in no othei subject has the universality of the League been 
more fuUy applied and realised By promoting co-operation m the 
development of liealth measures and in the study of infectious 
diseases of woild-wide importance, the Health Organisation has been 
most successful in hi inging countries into contact with one another, 
m effec tin g a realisation of the value of the League in distant 
countries which are not greatly concerned in a direct sense its 

political -work and in producing practical results in the field of 
health, which are of indirect importance from the economio and 
jiolitical point of view. 
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39. When the work of the Health Organisation in the past year 
came before the Second Committee, satisfactory progress was 
recorded in the numerous activities which had been under review in 
previous years. The most important development of the last year 
or two, a development which testifies in the most striking manner to 
the confidence which the Health Organisation has created in its 
efB-ciency and authority, has been the applications which certain 
Governments have addressed to the League for assistance in the 
improvement and reorganisation of their national health services. 
Last year the Health Committee had made recommendations to the 
Greek Government and those recommendations have been followed 
up and are already assuming' concerete shape ; for example, a new 
School of Hygiene is about to be opened in Greece. During tlie 
last 12 months the League has sent a Health Mission to China and 
the National Government of China has accepted, and is_ already in 
process of applying, the recommendations of this Mission. The 
Government of India had asked the delegation to support the Avork 
in China as representing an effort on the part of the League to assist 
Eastern countries, and Sir D. P. Sarvadhikary took occasion to 
express himself in this sense. Similar work is being undertaken in 
Bolivia. Accordingly, in Europe, Asia and South America the Health 
Organisation is contributing in a most practical way to the improve- 
ment of health conditions. 

40. In the course of the discussion Sir D. P. Sarvadhikary 
joined with other delegates in congratulating the Organisation on 
the success of the year’s work. He made various observations on 
the programme of the Health Committee from the point of view of 
India, and he agreed that the improvement of health conditions was 
to a large extent a matter of economic interest. He referred to the 
collaboration between General Graham and Colonel Christophers and 
the Malaria Commission, and he expressed appreciation for the 
reappointment of General Graham to the Health Committee. He 
regretted that, owing to a visit to Europe early in the year and to 
various important engagements in the East, General Graham would 
not be able to attend the important meeting of the Health Committee 
which was to be held at the end of September, and he suggested that 
the dates and programmes of the meetings of the Health Committee 
might perhaps be arranged with more foresight and more considera- 
tion of the convenience of the representatives of distant countries; 
in this resjject there was room for greater regularity and 
co-ordination in the development of the work. He thanked the Dutch 
Government for the arrangements made in connection with the last 
session of the Advisory Council of the Eastern Bureau which was 
held at Bandoeng, and for the valuable facilities granted to the 
members for studying the methods employed in dealing with the 
health problems of Java. In the course of references to various 
subjects which were being undertaken, he said that the Government 
of India hoped shortly to take steps to prevent the entry of the virus 
of yellow fever into India. Among various subjects which might be 
undertaken, he suggested an enquiry into the quality and nutritive 
value of the various artificial foods prepared for the consumption 
of infanta, and into the possibility of standardising these foods at 
a reasonable cost, and he also mentioned the desirability of an 
enquiry into the supplies of rice from* the point of view of nutrition. 

Intellectual Co-operation. 

41. The ideas which underlie the Organisation for Intellectual 
Co-operation have never failed to appeal to Indian delegates at the 
Assembly. .But during the initial and experimental period the 
measure in which practical effect has been given to these ideas has 
not corresponded with the hopes which had been formed. In 1929 
it was felt that the time had come to overhaul the Organisation, and 
the energies of the International Committee at its last session had 
been mamly, concentrated on this task. The Assembly was presented 
with, the recommendations of a committee of enquiry in the form in 
whibh they had been approved % the International Committee ’ and 
by - the Council of the League.' These recommendations appear to be 
suitably adapted to the end in view, and it is hoped ' that a new 
phasS^in the work of. the Organisation will be sncoessMly inaugurated. 
The main principle is to restriet the subjects under treatment to ■ 
those upon which the available resources can be effectively’ con- 
centrated’ at any given time; and the Institute at Paris, which is 
the executive organ, of the Organisation, wilV be'* used - 'mainly, to 
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pi ovule macliiiieiy for co-ordinatin.f];' tlie 'work of natioual iDstitutions, 
to effect contact beWeen espeits in diffeient countiies and to innke 
known the results in a senes of publications latlier than to cany nut 
oiiginal work on its own account 

42 Su JagadivS Bo&e, whose services have been at the disposal of 
the International Committee foi some yeais, ceased aulomatically 
iliis yeai to be a membei o1 the Committee, and it is hoped that Ins 
place will be woiihily filled when the Council of the League comes to 
fill the vacancies in the neai future 

43 vSpeaking in tlie debate in the Recotid Committee, Sii D P 
Sarvadlukary noted the absence in the report of any reference to 
civilisations outside Europe Many of the ideas winch seem to be 
new in Europe were old in Asia India, possessed resources tliat 
could well be utilised by the International Committee, and be had 
hopes that in the time to come it would be possible for India to 
co-opeiate fully with the Committee thiougli the medium of the gieat 
intellectual foices of India He welcomed paitrcAilail^ a suggestion 
beaiing upon the organisation of study travel groups which would 
secure contact between teacheis, scholais and students m Europe and 
otlici countries on the lines ■w'bicli had already lieen follow’ed in the 
Health Oiganisation He thought that one subiect with which the 
Organisation might deal was the evils of ob 3 ectionable cinema exhibi- 
tions He regretted that during his shoit visit to Pans it had not 
been possible to get an adequate idea of the work of the Institute, 
and he hoped that when the reorganisation was complete a successful 
future would lie before it The contnbution of India to this woik 
would he that of high ideals which, as the report pointed out, weTe 
tho real basis of all stability and peace Unless the minds of the 
peoples were attuned to peace no instiuments such as conferences 
and conventions would bring peace about, and he thought therefoie 
that the Organisation for Intellectual Co-operation was one of the 
most important brandies of the League 

44 When the report of the Second Committee came befoie 
the Assembly for adoption. Sir I) P Sarvadlnkaiy repeated his 
views befoie a wider audience He was glad that the League dealt 
not only with facts and realities, as the mateiialistic woild would 
call them, but also with ideals, and sontmieDls, the League’s work 
in this sphere must be adequately provided for if abiding peace was 
to be secured The League of Hations foi the last 10 years had 
been steadily gaming ground, but not quite on the right line's for 
lack of the appreciation of ideals There was already contact between 
tbe League and India, but it was not sufficiently close or frequent 
When better and intimate contact had been established, great results 
would ensue The attempt to further establish world peace through 
understanding was evidence of the beginning of sanity, but to carry 
it further was a task which individuals and nations themselves could 
not carry out and international co-operation was essential The fact 
that the Indian Delegation had been led last year by an Indian m 
high Government office, and was led this year by one of the Ruling 
Princes of India, showed that tlie Princes and peoples of India were 
coming together and tiying to realise as far as possible the ideals of 
the League In many matters India had contributions to make, but 
her greatest contribution must be in the region of intellectual co- 
operation The saying that the East and the West would never meet 
was a misquotation and untrue in the highest sense , they were capable 
of being brought together if the plane on which they met was liigh 
enough, and it was on the level wnich they were then discussing that 
the East and the West should and could be united 

COMMITTEE 1 1 1— Reduction of Armaments. 

Disarmament 

45 As already mentioned no session of the Preparatory Commis- 
sion for the Disarmament Conference had been held during the 
past year The London Naval Conference had taken place and had 
resulted in an agreement between the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, the United States of America and Japan upon the question 
of substance and also -with Prance and Italy upon the question of 
method The agreement on the question of method cleared the way 
for further progress in the work of the Preparatory Commission for 
the Disarmament Conference, but it had not been possible to arrange 
a meeting of the Preparatory Commission until November Mean- 
while, naval discussions were proceeding between the French and 
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Italian Goveininents just })ef{)ie and duinif^ ilie Assombly, but iliosc 
ne{>()tiationH caine to a .staiiclstill befoio the eiul of the Assembly 
In his speeoli in the opeuiMg debate in the Assembly, Mi Ilemleisoii 
had stated that i]ie Ilntish G(neiimieut lenaided the obli^aiion oF 
disaiinament contained in Aitiele 8 of the Covenant as bein^ as 
saeied as any othei obligation arising’ out of the tiealies ol ixMiee, 
and this decd.iiation vas uaimlv uehomed b\ the Geiniati Uelefiatioii 
and those as.sociated 'vritli them 

4fi The deliate in the Thud Coinmiltee iuiiied on the ((uestion 

whether the Asseiiilily should dei ide tliat the uoih of the Pu'para- 

toiy Commission must bo eompleted at the session wliuh uas to 
he^in in Novembei , and wlieihei it bhonld deiennine uitlioui loseive 
that the Disaimament Coiil'ereme itself must be held in 1981 Tlie 
Geimaii Uelc^Mtioii and tlinse assoeaatcl ■witli them piessed stroiiftly 
for a (ateftoiieal icsoluiioii in the sense of niiniediate and definitive 
aetion The Biitish Delegation, though second to none in tlieu 

cleaiie to pioeeed uiili disaimament, weie unwilling to aeeept a 

motion whioh nuglit lesult in the Oouferenee being liehl befoie the 
piepaiatious were complete and the atmosphere favouiahle 

47 In the end, the Tluid OomimUee adopted a lesolution whioh 
noted that the results of the London Naval Conference wmie of a 
nature to facilitate a geneial agreement on methods at the next 
meeting of the Pieparatoiy Commission, and wdiicli expiessed the 
conviction that at its next session the Drepaiatory Connnission would 
he able to finish the picpaiation of the diaft Convention and would 
thus enable the Council to convene as soon as possible the Disainia- 
ment Confeience 

48 When the lepoit of the Thud Committee and its resolution 
came before the Assembly, the German and Austrian Delegations 
announced that they would abstain fiom voting because the lesolutioii 
failed to fix a date for the Disarmament Conference These 
announcements weie followed by a speech on behalf of Erance fiom 
M Bnand, who, m justifying the caul ions attitude of Franco 
towards disarmament in the abseuee of a full guarautee of Hccunty, 
made discreet allusions to the results of the recent election in 
Geimanv, on account of w'hicli the Fionch. attitude had ohvioUvsly for 
the time being haidened 

Fin iNf’i iL Assist vnce 

455 The general natuie of tliivS scheme has been desciibed in 
the leporta of oui piedecessors The delegation lust yeai sunimaiised 
the discussion of tlio Ninth Assembly and ropoited that the scheme 
had been lefeiied liack to the Financial Committee and the 
Committee on Arbitiation and Security for recousi deration on certain 
points These two Committees had settled most of the points at issue 
and the lemaiuder were settled by tlie Tliiid Committee of the 
Assembly, -whieh also introduced certain improvements 

60 The most impoitant questions wore the degree in winch 
the Convention should recognise the right to financial assistance of a 
Ltate which was actually the victim of aggression, and Ihe conditions 
undei which loans should he granted when there was a threat of war, 
but not actual commencement of hostilities In the first case, the 
riglit IS recognised in the Convention unless the Council unanimously 
decides that a loan should not be granted In the second case, the 
grant of a loan is subject to two conditions — namely, that one of the 
parties must have failed to conform to the steps taken by the 
Council, and, secondly, that the Council must be of opinion that 
peace cannot otherwise be safeguarded 

51 The British Delegation had decided to make their final 
accession dependent upon the conclusion of a Disarmament Conference 
There was some opposition to the idea of introducing this into the 
Convention on the ground that the previous acceptance of the plan 
for financial assistance might be a factor facilitating disarmament 
An article was eventually adopted making the operation of the plan 
for financial assistance dependent upon the entry into foice and the 
maintenance m force of a plan for the reduction of armaments 

63 The Indian Delegation had raised in 1929 the question of 
the scale of contributions to the expenditure of the League whicli 
was to be used for the distribution of guarantees under this plan 
For leasons, the practical force of which we had to recognise the 
Financial Committee found it impossible to provide in the Conven- 
tion for the substitution of the revised scale of contribution when it 
comes into force for the present provi^onal scale The Third Com- 
mittee recognised the inconvenienoe to which a Government would be 
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es:p03ed if its scale of contribution to the expenditure of the League 
was proportionately reduced while its liability for guarantees continued 
to be determined by the old scale, but it was unable to go further towards 
meeting this difficulty than by observing that it will alwiays bc' possible 
for a contracting party, before the Convention is renewed, to enter into 
negotiations with the other contracting parties if it desires the adoption 
of a new scale. 

03. In the Third Committee Sir Denys Bray recalled the remarks 
of Sir Muhammad llabibulljah last year and said that the attitude of 
India was one of sympathy, tempered with cautious reserve. Owing to 
her geographical position, India was unlikely to be concerned in the 
direct advantages which this Convention provided. It might not be 
very easy to justify in the Indian Legislature the assumption of fuillier 
commitments in view of the lack of direct advantages. It might have 
been easier to recommend the adherence of India if the suggestion made 
last year regarding the basis of the distribution of the guarantees could 
have been adopted. Much would depend, moreover, on the degree of 
universality which the Convention might secure. If the Convention 
attracted support, not merely in Europe, but in Asia and elsewhere, India 
would probably desire to collaborate in such a world-wide contribution 
to the movement for the suppression of war. 

54. The Convention was opened for public signature in the Assembly 
on the 2nd October, and was signed by 28 Btates, some witli reservations. 
We did not sign. The non-signatories included Italy, Germany and 
Japan, together with several British Dominions and the majority of the 
non-European States. 

Convention to strengthen the Means of preventing War. 

55. The Assembly of 1928 had adopted a draft text designed to serve 
as a model for bilateral or plurilateral arrangements. In 1929 the 
British Delegation proposed that this so-called model treaty should he 
converted into a general Convention for the adherence of as many as 
possible of the Members of the League. The Committee on Arbitration 
and Becurity had been instructed to recommend the modifications which 
would be necessary so to convert it; but the Committee had not been 
successful in producing a single text, and in iinportant parts there were 
alternative drafts based on fundamentally different conceptions. Tlie 
idea of the Convention was that on the occurrence of a dangerous inter- 
national dispute, and while means for the pacific settlement of a dispute 
were under consideration, the Council could issue recommendations to 
the parties providing for some sort of armistice and for the avoidance of 
any aggravation of the circumstances, and that all parties should bind 
themselves in advance to accept and act upon such recommendations, thus 
converting a moral obligation into a treaty obligation. But difficulties 
had arisen in defining the terms upon which the parties would be prepared 
in any and every circumstance to surrender their liberty of action, and 
some parties, not relying solely upon good faith for the discharge of the 
obligations, wished to secure drastic provisions for supervision and 
sanctions. The Third Committee, faced with these differences of opinion, 
and after an attempt had been made to reconcile the differences in a 
Special Committee, came to the conclusion that the subject called for 
further study, and recommended that the Council should he invited to 
form a Special Committee to reconsider it and to submit a report for 
discussion at the next Assembly. 


COMMITTEE IV.— Budget and Financial Questions. 

Tjse Budget. 

56. The total Budget approved in 1930 was 28,210,248 francs, The 
estimates for 1931, as presented in the main Budget, amounted to 
29,966,436 francs. After the deduction of 795,822 francs capital 
expenditure on account of the new League wireless station, decided upon 
in 1930, these estimates showed an excess on current expenditure over 
the preceding year of 960,366 francs. , In, addition to .this the supt^le- 
mentary Budget for 1931. amounted to 1,951,995 francs, more than three- 
fourths of which wasjor dorrying put the v recommendations of -the 
Cpmmittee on the Reorganisation of .the Secretariat, etc. Tbefe .wpre 
also supplementary estimates' for^ proposal^., involving 6xpBnditfire“--put 
forward during the session of tbp'A&semJbly. ■ ’ ‘ 
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57. The increase naturally called for criticism.) s-^d in the p;eneral 
discussion which preceded the examination of tlie details theie seemed 
to be a demand for economy on a wider scale than usual. A nuinher ot 
delegates referred to the prevailing stringency of national finances and 
to the disappointing results of the work of the League in the la.st year, 
and announced their intention of voting^ only for indispenaalile credii|S, 
But when the details came under examination there was in fact lil-lle 
scope for effective criticism and the estimates went through with more 
ease than usual. 

58. A large part of the increase was due to tlie proposals for tlie 
reorganisation of the Secretariat, etc. This subject is dealt with 
separately, and it will suffice here to say that the changes actiiallj^ sanc- 
tioned this year will cost some 800,000 francs less than the original 
estimate for the proposals put forward by tlie Committee. 

59. The other main items which went to make up tlie excess were (1) 

new posts and regradings chiefly in the subordinate services, most of 
which were regarded as overdue; (2) increments of salary; (3) tlie opera- 
tion and maintenance of the wireless telegraph station approved in 1980 ; 
(4) additional office accommodation imperative on niedical grounds; (6) 
increase of the overseas work of the Health Organisation; (6) provision 
for the decisions ot 1930 as to the remuneration of the Judges of^ the 
Permanent Court of International Justice. In view of the failure of the 
recent Conference for the Codification of International Tjuw at The Hague, 
Sir J. C. Coyajee objected to the credit proposed for the continuance 
of this work in 1931. This objection was afterwards made effective by 
the decision of the First Committee, which has been reported above. 
When the estimates for the International Lahonr Organisation were 
hefo're the Committee, Sir J. C. Coyajee stated, in pursuance of the 
wishes of the Government of India, that India abstained from any 
criticism of these estimates this year in view of the proposals which 
Sir Atnl Chatterjee had submitted to the Governing Body ot the Orga- 
nisation for the standardisation of the International Labour Organisation 
Budget, and in the hope that some satisfactory arrangement on these 
lines would shortly be arrived at. ^ 

60. When the supplementary estimates came before tlie Fourth 
Committee it appeared that the Supervisory Commission proposed to cut 
down from 100,000 francs to 50,000 francs the credit for carrying out 
the enquiry on the economic crisis which had been approved by the 
Second Committee on the motion of the Indian Delegation. Sir J. C. 
Coyajee stated that the Indian Delegation was, of course, in favour of all 
reasonable economy, and, in particular, had always supported the 
authority of the Supervisory Commission; but the prosecution of the 
enquiry was important and urgent, and he wished to know whether the 
Tednction of the estimate would have any serious effect on the time within 
which it could be completed. Other delegates spoke in the same sense, 
and when it transpired that the reduction of the estimate would delay 
the completion of the work and would merely involve a transference of 
the amount to be deducted to the estimates for 1932, the Fourth Com- 
mittee decided, after a vote had been taken, to restore the original 
estimate. 

fil. Doubts were expressed by some delegates whether the Supervisory 
Commission was scrutinising the estimates of the League with the same 
vigour as in the past. The Supervisory Commission has possibly been 
somewhat disoouraged by the general failure of 'the Assembly and its 
Committees to face the question of expenditure in a resolute spirit. The 
spokesman of the Supervisory Commission stated that the Commission 
had no authority to criticise or veto, expenditure resulting directly or 
otherwise from the decisions of the Assembly itself ; it could only supervise 
expenditure on measures' decided upon by the Assembly, and enlighten 
the Assembly on the financial implications ol its programme. It is 
obvious that the attitude of the Supervisory Commission must be to some 
extent a reflection of that of the Fourth Committee. 

62. The Budget for 1931, as finally approved amounted to 31,637,501 
francs, involving an increase of 8,427, 253 francs on the Budget for

(i) Intematioiial Character of the Secretariat. 

67 The Committee iinanimoiisly placed in the foiefront of their 
Teport the principle that the officials of the Secretariat of the League 
of Nations are exclusively international, that their duties are not national 
buL iniei national, and I, hat by accepting appointment under the League 
tliey jiledge themselves to discliarge their functions and to regulate their 
( oiuhuT in the interests of the League alone Axiomatic as it may seem, 
this jirmciple required reinforcement The Indian Delegation gave it 
flieir ein])liatic adhesion in coinmou with tbe representatives of othei 
countries. The recommendations made by tlie Committee to amend the 
stall' regulations to enforce this principle weie unanimously accepted 


(ii) Duration of Engagement of the Staff. 

68 The next point dealt with by the Committee was the duration 
of engagement of the staff The majority, which included all the 
mem her s except the German and the Italian, pronounced in favour of 
the principle of peimauency, which they suggested should apply to all 
except the directing officers of the Sccretaiiat, i e , the Secretary, Deputy 
Se(‘retary and Under Secretaiies-General and Diiectors The minority 
differed from the majority as regards chiefs of sei vices and members of 
section whose status and duties lesemhle those of the higher mtional 
civil services For this class the minority recommended renewable seven 
years’ contract in order that contract with public opinion in the various 
countries belonging to tlie League might be maintained and provisiou 
for 1 on in tlio SGcroiaii’&t of i8»ll sysliOins of civilisatioii 
On this point the sympathies of the Indian Delegation were with ilie 
minority though for different reasons The objective of the rainonty 
was to e&liahlish a balance of power in the superior ranks of the becre- 
tariat The Indian view was that only by board-basing recruitment tor 
these branches of the Secretariat could their spirit and the outlook he 
made truly international Mi Bajpai, who acted for His Highness the 
•Maharaja of Bikaner for this subject, contended that this 'objective 
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could best be secuied by reseiving an adequate proportion of posts in 
tlie fiist division Lo be filled on temporal^ contiact by recruitment 
accoiding to some princijile of national rotation In deference, liow- 
ever, to the view ol the vSecietaiy-Geneial that the fixing of a proportion 
ot posts to be filled by lotation would be unfair to those already m the 
seiviee ot the League, whose prospects of proinotiou would theieby be 
lestiicied, the proposal was not pressed The intervention of the Indian 
Delegation, however, was not without lesult in that Sir Eiic Diuuiinond 
gave an assuraine that, while not tying himsidf to any proportion, if 
would be his endeavour to select for posla in this division, as they fall 
vacant, nationals ot ooiiniries which at present aie inadequately 
repieseiited in the Secretariat 

G9 As regards the second and third divisions of the stafi which are 
engaged upon woik of a routine chaiacter and are foi the most part 
locally reciuited, ttie Indian Delegation saw no reason to difliei from the 
unauimoLis conclusion of the Committee of Thirteen which had the whole- 
hearted support of all the other delegations 


(ii) The High DtrecUon of the Secretauat. 

70 Thfe question which involved the sharpest difference of opinion 
and gave rise to the most lively debates was that of the organisation 
of what may conveniently he termed the Directing Staff of the Secietanat 
At present, this consists of a Secietaiy-General, who is of British 
nationality, a, Fieuch Deputy Secretary-General, thieeUndei Secretaiies- 
Geneial, who are nationals ot Geimany, Italy and Japan respectively, 
and six Directors and four Chiefs ot Section The majority of the 
Committee of Thirteen recommended the creation of five new posts of 
Undei Secretaiies-General in older to satisfy the legitimate aspirations 
of the States Members ot the League who are not permanently represented 
on the Council They couaideied that such a result would not only he 
in consonance with the principle of equality ot States and allay the 
discontent that now exists among the minor Powers at the virtual exclu- 
sion of their nationals from these responsible posts, but would also ofier 
a wider field from which to diaw the higher officials of the Secretariat 
The minority, which coinpiised Count Beinstoiti and Professor Gallav- 
resj, recommended the addition of only one post of Under Secretary- 
Geneial to the existing cadie, but sought to secure co-ordination among 
the Diiectmg Stafi: by the foimation of a committee consisting of the 
Undei Secretaries-Geueral, whom the Secretaiy-General would be hound 
to consult on all questions of importance Prom the point of view of the 
countries whose nationals are either unrepresented on the Secretariat or 
hold only minor positions, the majority proposal was the more attractive 
The interests of India, whose contribution to the expenses of the League 
18 second only to that of the Powers permanently represented on the 
Council and who has much to gam by securing an efiectiv© chance of 
representation in the higher direction of the Secretariat, would obviously 
be better served by adoption of the majority than of the minority proposal 
The Indian Delegation accordingly supported the majority view, even 
though it was clear that this would involve expenditure which perhaps 
could not strictly he justified on purely administrative grounds The 
conclusion to remit consideration of the whole question of the higher 
direction of the Secretariat to a fresh Committee, which would report 
in time for the next Assembly to take decisions on it, really represents 
a compromise between the two groups of great Poweis, viz , Great Britain, 
Prance and Japan on the one hand, and Germany and Italy on the other. 
The minor Powers acquiesced m the conclusion, partly because, owing 
to the prevailing world economic depression, their representatives were 
reluctant to agiee to the majority recommendation with its consequential 
increase of cost, and partly because some of them felt that a more econo- 
mical solution of the difficulty might be found along the Lne of gradual 
abolition of the posts of Under Secretanes-General On the new 
Committee India will be represented by Sir Atul Chattexjee. Tbis 
satisfactory result was due to the useful work done by Sir Atul on the 
Committee of Thirteen and to recognition of the ability of India, m view 
of hOT experience of service questions, to contribute usefully to the 
solution of the outstanding problem It is neither possible nor necessary 
to anticipate the recommendations of the new Committee, The Govern- 
ment of India will, it is hoped, have its report in good time to give 
instructions to the Delegation to the next session of the Assembly. With 
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Huh oLieci, tlic rmliaii H[)okesinaii on the Fouiili (^oiniaittec pressed for 
coiu[)leti()u ol tlio lepoit, by the 1st May and succeeded lu getting tlus

(iv) Pen stout Scheme 

71 The seliemc of pensions which the Oomnntlee of Thiiieen liad 
unanimously pioposed was adopted l>v the Assemhly and will come iiLto 
eifei t horn ilie beginning ol‘ Ulll The revised eslnuate of its cost loi 
tlie Seeietaiiat, llie Inlei iiat lonal Laboiu OlHce and tlie llegistiy of the 
(tomt ot fntei national Justice is over a million hancs Stioug suppoit 
foi the piiiu iple of pensions was foitheoming on the giound that pensions 
aie an attiibute of peimanent seiviee, and that the non-adoption of a 
pension s<*heine would be a breach of faith with the staff and a cause of 
iiiicertainU as to their fuluie which would detiact seriously from the 
efilciency of the League’s servants In oui view, the first argument 
did not sufficientlv take account of the fact that for a mixed system of 
permanent and teinpoiary engagements, a Piovidenl Fund was prohahly 
moie appiopnate than a system of Pensions As to the latter argument 
we thought that the reasonable expectations of the staff m regaid to 
adequate provision for maintenance after retirement could he achieved 
,iuat as well hy a system of Provident Fund as by a scheme of Pensions 
The real grievance against the piesent Provident Fund maintained hy the 
Tjeague is that the contribution made to it hy the League is ungenerous 
The Indian Delegation contended that the Assembly had a duty to the 
Sfales Meinliers to satisfy itself that provision for the legitimate requiie- 
nienis of tlie staff was being made with full regard for economy, and 
along lines that had the approval of experts The Draft Pension 
Regulations which the Committee of Thirteen had prepared could not 
reallv he said to satisfy either of these conditions, and the estimates of 
(‘ost tliat were put foiwaid were admittedly incomplete The diaft 
icgiilations weie examined hy a Suh-Committee of the Fouith Committee, 
hilt this Suh-Coinmittee had no mandate for a radical examination of the 
piohleni and confined itself to points of detail The result was the 
adoption of a scheme, of which the merits aie doubtful It is hoped that 
future Indian Delegalions will watch its effect on the budget of the 
League wilh care Indeed, we would suggest that a special annual report 
on the operation of the scheme should be asked for Should experience 
leveal that the scheme is administratively unsound or financially 
extravagant, a special inquiry into its working could he legitimately 
demanded 

72 Two compaiatively inmoi points arising out of the report of the 
Committee of Thirteen may finally be mentioned The majority had 
recommended the creation of a mimhei of posts of Counsellor on inci eased 
salaiy to compensate heads of section ioi the loss of xirospects of piomoiion 
to the post of Directoi which the principle of filling such posts on the basis 
of nationality might entail This proposal, as well the suggestion of the 
Si'cretary-General, that while the rank might he given at once as a mark 
of honour the question of atlaching a higher saliaiy to the hearer of the 
title might he postxioned, was i ejected But the equally sound objection 
io lemovmg the distinction between members of sections A and B of the 
Fust Division of the Secretariat and the Intel national Labour Office at 
cousiderahle additional cost did not receive the support of the Fouith 
Committee 

73. The debates in the Fourth Comnuttee on the report of the 
Committee of Thirteen were prolonged and often lively There was no 
lack of interest in the proceedings, either on the part of the memhei's or 
tliat of the audience. But the popular interest was mainly political and 
inspired hy the knowledge that over the difference between the majority 
and minority views there would he a tussle between the Great Powers 
The representatives of other countries on the Committee, in w fas as 
they were not pledged to support the protagonists of the maj'onty or 
minority view for political reasons or jealous of the predominance of 
the nationals of these Powers in the Secretariat, were concerned mainly 
with avoiding addition to the already heavy budget of the League 
Those who concentiated upon examining what was primarily an adminis- 
trative problem with a single eye to administrative efficiency found 
themselves m a minority But the insufficiency of the time allowed for 
calm and careful examination of reports covering a wide and sometimes 
technical field must bear Uie main share of the responsibility for this 
state of affairs Tlie need of allowing more time for consideration of the 
League’s reports raquiiing action must he repeatedly emphasised if the 
danger of hasty decisions based on incomplete scrutmy is to be avoided. 
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COMMITTEE V. — Social and Humanitarian Questions. 

Opium and Drugs. 

74. The principal work of the Leaj^ne during tlie past year had heen 
the prepapations for the Conference on the Limitation of the Manufacture 
of Drugs, The Advisory Committee had drawn up a plan and the 
procedure was to include (1) the collection of the necessary statistical and 
otlier information, (2) a preliminary conference of drug manufacturers, 
and (3) a limited conference for the negotiation of a Convention for 
which the Coimcil had already issued invitations to 25 States. 

75. This procedure was not being carried out as rapidly as the 
Assembly of last year had hoped, as the Manufacturers’ Conference 
could not be held until the month following the Assembly and the final 
Conference had been fixed for May 1931, In addition to the plans for 
the limitation of manufacture, there were various other aspects of the 
subject under discussion. 

76. In the course of the general debate Sir Zulfiqar Ali Khan said 
that the limitation of manufacture could not come too soon or be too 
effective so far as India was concerned. In spite of energetic preventive 
measures, India suffered greatly from illicit imports, and after the 
sacrifices she had made in connection with the export of opium, she 
exjiected responsive action from the countries of manufacture. He 
mentioned some leading facts and figures in regard to the success of the 
policy pursued in Imdia in recent times for the reduction of the cultivation 
and consumption of opium, and added that certain internal problems 
which were of domestic rather than of international concern were receiv- 
ing careful attention. India was waiting for the manufacturing 
countries to take practical measures to discharge the obligations 
which they had already accepted under the Conventions, and 
that India herself was ready to fall in with any plan for 
limitation, provided only that it was practical and effective. 
While disappointment might be felt at the delay which had occurred, 
he maintained that the foundations had been soundly laid by the Adviaoi’y 
Committee, and that impatience must not-be allowed to interfere witli 
the essential preparatory work. He mentioned the difficulty which arose 
from the development of manufacture in countries which were not 
members of the League and not parties to the decisions of the League, in 
particular in Turkey. It was a r^rettable and alarming fact that 
restrictions in certain countries tended to drive the evil further afield 
and that the recent developments in Turkey, if they continued, might 
undermine any arrangements that might be agreed to among other 
countries for the limitation of manufacture. He thought that while the 
conclusion of an agreement for the limitation of manufacture must be 
the principal work of the League in the immediate future, efforts in other 
directions should not be relaxed, and he supported the view of the Dutch 
delegate that it was necessary to rely upon, and maintain in full vigour, 
the machinery of the Geneva Convention. He referred to the observations 
of the Advisory Committee as to the importance of centralised police 
work in each country, and of international co-operation between the 
national police services. After mentioning the enquiry which had 
recently been conducted in India as to the advantages and methods of 
centralised police activity in regard to the illicit traffic, and the 
possibility that a Central Information Bureau would be created in India, 
he expressed a hope that the Japanese Government would be prepared to 
accept a suggestion which was being made to them, that personal contact 
and consultations should be estabHshed between the Japanese and the 
Indian authorities. He referred to the passage in the report of the 
Adtdso^ Committee which gave details of the various brands of cocaine 
seized in the illicit traffic in India and other places in the Far East. 
Most of it was apparently oL J apanese origin, and he expressed dissatis- 
faction that fims whose products had been frequently found in the illicit 
traffic should; etill be licensed to manufacture, ' and that the sources of 
certain notorious brands should still remain a, mystery. He expressed 
some surprise that the Japanese Government had not been able to supply 
an autboritative' figure for legitimate internal consumption of cocaine> 
and said that itjntil this figure was availabledhere must be grave suspicions 
as to the ’ destination of the bulk of the cocaine manufactured in Japan 
and there wOitld be nU means of estimating the BUfficiency of' the d^sion 
announced Mt year' to reduce', the manufacture of cocaine im Japan 'hy 
,10 per ^nt. for four years, -H.avdUg regard these facts; he aWealed 
to the Japanese delegate to represent strongly to His GdTerniU^t the

77 Speabinf? laler in Ike debate, the dapiinese delegate said that 
ho himself deploied the snuij?«?lma which look place Owui^i to defects 
HI the Jajiariese iei»ulations it had not so far been possible to tiace the 
soil! ces of the liuffic These defects bad been lemedied iii tbe levised 
1 ejTulalions, and the Taptinese anthoiities hoped that then iiif|iiiiies 
would be moie sucfessfiil in future He said that the amount of 
cocaine inanuf.K lured in 1929 in Japan was 1,215 kilos’! animes, this 
beiiifi inoie than 200 kilo^imiimes less than the amount manufaotaied 
in 1028 The Japa iiese floveinment had estimated the leR’itnnate 
roTiaumplion in 1920 in Japan proper and in Japanese teTiiloiies as 
beinpf a little over 1,000 kiloj^rammes, Ihoiip^li it was not yet possible 
to s.iy whether Ibis was the nonnal aTiioiiiit of consiimplion He p;‘ave 
fuither fi.g’uies lo show that the nuiplus unat counted for was about 
1,700 kilofiiainmes, which included the quantities lield by retaileis and 
doclors and others licensed to keep and dispense coname for medical 
and scientific puiposes He maintained that the basis on wbieh 
iiK'dieal practice was or^^anised in Japan justified the leteiition of a 
( oinjiai nlivelv ln<ib quantify of the diiip* in the bands of retaileis and 
disjienseis Emallv be said tbat the Japanese autboiiiies weie 
erideavouniif* to place diiiq'S under seveie (ontrol so that leakai>o into 
tlie bands of 8nni^>^leis would become impossible, and tbat in this 
W'oik they would do their best and would co-opeiute with other 
Gnvernnients so far as the mteinational side of tbe question was 
concerned 

78 The most important and controversial mattei which was 
discussed in the Committee was the nature of the Conference to be held 
for the limitation of manufacture in May next As alieady mentioned, 
the Assembly of 1929 bad decided after much discussion tbat tbe 
Conference was to be of a limited and not of a general character, and 
the Council bad already issued invitations to 25 States Tbe 
manufacturing countrievS are only about 10 in number, and as tbe 
essential purpose of tbe Conference is to secure the acceptance of 
obligations to limit manufacture by those States, there were strong 
reasons for restricting the attendance of non-manufacturmg States 
Hevertbeless, tbe proposal for a general Conference was revived and 
stiongly pressed, on tbe plausible but not really convincing giound tbat 
all States are inteiested as consumers Tbe Indian Delegation, wnth a 
fcM others, attempted, but without success, to resist the strong current 
of opinion which was created in favour of a general Conference 
Eventually the Committee decided, after a vote from which we abstained, 
io convert the Conference arranged for May next from a limited into a 
general Conference. We fear that the prospect of a successful issue 
of the Conference has not been improved by this decision 

79 Another subject of discussion was a resolution submitted by 
the Chinese delegate for an inquiry io be carried out by the League 
into tbe nature of tbe extent and methods of the illicit traffic in diugs 
This resolution seemed to fail to take account of the work which the 
League had already done for years past through the Advisory Committee 
with a large measure of success Eventually the resolution was 
modified and elabprated, and in its final form it may succeed m 
extracting information fiom countries which have so far failed to 
co-operate with the League in this respect, without at the same time 
imposing any new administrative burden on countries like India which 
have already furnished regular and plentiful information The 
resolution also asks that the Advisory Committee should report on the 
possibility of collecting estimates of the number of drug addicts m each 
country, together with information as to the varieties and quantities of 
the drugs which they consume In the nature of things this mquiiy 
will be of a somewhat unpractical nature and its results cann^ be 
very complete or reliable, HBveithelesy; th© demand such an 
jiKjuir^ wsisientt 
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Tko’flc in Women and C^ILDBE^ 

80 Tlie TToik of the League in-tliiH field ih a valuable example 
of the eire( ts uliich can be pioduced, not bv tieatin^^ obli^atioiiH, but 
bv the couMiiciu^ aualvMs of cHsoatial aims and by mulual 
euli;^lit(‘nmout as to the expeiieuee of difleieiit countiies lu sediiin^ 
these .urns The facts which Imvo heeii ((dhuted have sliowu that tlie 
tiaffie IS dependent u])ou ceitam factois (as, foi instance, the system 
of licensed houses), and the expeneiicc of those Govoinmeiits who have 
succeeded in lemoviufi or mitijjatino those factois is placed at the 
disposal of those w'ho liavc still to do so Goveiinnents aie theiefoie, 
to an incieasin** extent, placed in the position of Knowing both what to 
do and lioiv to do it Evidein e of the fiuitfulness of this ynocedure 
a(<unnilatcs each yeai, and this yeai was no exceyition It is now 
leoo^Jiiised, as pioved by expeiience, that the licensed house system is 
not yustified as a moans of pioteitiii** public oidei and health, and that 
the abolition of the sA'stem, ufinh is essential to the suppiession of the 
tiafhc, con be tamed out wutfiout disadvantage in other diiections 

81 It IS due to the piovision of funds by tlie American Buieau 
of »Soc nil Hygiene that an inquiry lias been undei taken m the East 
siniilai to the inquiry which recently took place in Europe and 
Ameiica, and a Travelling' Comimssion of three memheis, chosen hy 
the Council, has started for the East with the object of asceitainiug 
file facts on the spot The piocedure which has already producecl 
valuable results in the West has therefore now been applied to the 
East 

82 The Fifth Committee had no decisions to take on this subject 
this year, lint in the course of itt. leview of the yeai’s wofk it had 
occasion to note the encouraging statements made relative to piogiess 
in the abolition of the licensed house system, and it recorded its 
appioval of the information wIik h is being compiled and distiibuted 
as to the laws and i eg illations of many countiies on various aspects 
of tlie social problem Sii D P Saivadhikary joined in the geneial 
expressions of appioval of the League’s work m this sphere and of the 
spirit of model ation and of ‘^hastening slowly” which animated the 
efforts of the Advisory Commission He associated himself with the 
1 epresentative of Japan in emphasising llie necessity for dealing with 
questions of this soit with due regard to the peculiar circumstances 
and atmosphere of tlie countiies concerned He welcomed the 
appointment of the Travelling Commission and hoped that when in due 
couiise it came to India its visit would be fruitful of lesults, but he 
expressed the opinion that tlie international tra&c was piactically non- 
existent in India He leferied specially to the question of the cinema 
and its influence on moials, and he thought that, as m the case of 
inanufactiiied drugs, it was necessary to deal with this question m the 
countiY of origin as well as in that of exhibition , gieat haim was being 
done in Eastern countries by cinema exhibitions which showed 
European life in an undesirable light He believed that in certain 
communities there were so-called marriage laws which peimittcd of an 
iindesnable state of aflairs, it was a mattei of great delicacy to deal 
with this subject with due legaid to local susceptibilities and legitimate 
local customs, but neveitlieless such problems should be radically 
investigated with a view to the removal of all abuses 

Penal Administration. 

83. This question has hovered on the border-line of League 
activities foi some time, but it was for the flrst time definitely on the 
Agenda of the Assembly this year In January last the Council had 
authoiised a piocedure for coUectiiig the views of the International 
Piison Commission and the Howard League for Penal Refoim as to 
whut aspects of the question could advautagcously he dealt with 
mtei nationally through the League, and after that for consulting the 
Intel national Labour Office, tlie Economic Committee, the Health 
Committee and the Child Welfare Committee It was made clear in 
the Council that these preliminary studies were 'to lefer only to the 
collection of information 

84 The Secietary-Genoral pieseiited a report which showed that 
this procedure was not complete and that the full material would not 
be available until next year In these conditions there had been no 
opportunity of consulting the Govoiniueut of India, and it was not 
even known in advance wffiethei the aspects of penal administration 
wffiich might he lecommended as suitable for treatment through the 
machinery of the League i eluted to matters of domsetic concern or were 
leatnotcd to international matters such as the treatment of foreign 
prisoners, ® 
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85, The British delegate, Miss Susan Lawrence, brought forward 
a resolution recommending to the favourable consideration of 
Governments certain standard minimum rules for the treatment of 
prisoners which had been prepared by the International Prison 
Commission and asking for reports on these rules with reference to 
the situation in each country; the resolution also proposed tlie 
appointment of a Committee to confer with the International Prison 
Commission as to the best way in which the League might co-operate 
for the develoimient of ]3rison administration in accordance with 
modern standards. In its original form this resolution seemed to go 
too far. In the first place, while we were aware that the Government 
of India belonged to the International Prison Commission and had 
therefore had an opportunity of considering the standard minimum 
rules, we did not know whether, or to what extent, they had concurred 
in the rules or whether they would wash the Assembly to give the 
rules any measure of endorsement. It also seemed doubtful whether 
a jirocedure should be approved which might to some extent prejudice 
the general question of the League taking up domestic matters of penal 
administration in any form. We also felt that the practice of seeking 
decisions on points of substance in subjects which Governments, as a 
whole, had had no opportunity of adequately considering was one to be 
resisted in the absence of any consideration of urgency, 

8G. We had some preliminary discussion with the British 
Delegation, who were good enough to modify their draft resolution in a 
direction which jiartly met our objections. Sir Deva Prasad 
Sarvadhikary therefore felt justified in supporting the modified draft 
with some reservations. He said that though the Government of India 
was one of the members of the International Prison Commission, it 
had not had any opportunity of considering the proposals contained in 
the resolution and that the Indian Delegation was therefore without 
instructions in regard to them. He could not commit the Government 
of India in so far as the resolution might amount to a recommendation 
of the standard minimum rules, but he thought that there could be 
no objection to simply circulating the rules to the Governments for 
consideration and report. The question ot penal^ administration was 
for the most part purely national, but there might be aspects that 
would make it more than national, and if violence was done to 
humanitarian principles international principles must certainly prevail. 
How far this might be the case in any individual coxmtry w'ould have 
to be considered when the information had been collected. He then 
referred to the situation as regards penal administration in India and 
the improvements which had been made or were awaiting the provision 
of financial resources. It was felt in India that further reforms w^e' 
overdue, but that was not a matter which concerned the League. He 
was therefore prepared to accept the British draft resolution on the* 
clear understanding that it implied nothing beyond the collection of 
information, and that, owing to the shortness of time, he could not 
accept any obligations on the part of the Government of India. 

8Y, Eventually, the resolution was revised by a sub-committee in 
the light of various criticisms passed by other delegations, and, in its 
final form, it seemed to us unobjectionable, and the v^ole subject wilt 
be open for unprejudiced discussion next year when Governments will 
have had full opportunity of considering it. 


COMMITTEE VI.— Political Questions. 

. - 'Murofifii'iirs.' “ ^ ^ ^ . "V 

88. This questian has not^been discussed by the . Sixth -Oo:^ittee« 
for some years. This year it'was' referred -to the Sixth Co^^ee on 
the motion of the German Delegation,' and the object of the German 
Government was . apparently rather' to secure , th^ the minoiuty 
administration should he the subject of annual review % Assembly 
than to brino- up concrete controversies for decision. There was some 
difference of opinion expressed as to. th^ jurisdiction, of the Assembly in 
reo-ard to the execution of the minority treaties, but no one questioned 
the Sht of the Assembly to.debafe the subject of mnorities generally. 
It Was agteed that the pmoedure dptrodnced; by thb Council ;in 1929, 
was an iSirOvement on that which had previously Been on todj 

although it was the subject of critifcism, no one’ demanded that it 
'ahoiiM'he revised pending further experience of rts appkcation. The* 
vieW'that the existence '.’of* the minority treaties and their application 
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■vrere liaTiiig a Leneiicial, Ihoug'h ludnect, eftect upon tlie tieatmeut 
of miuoiities whose iightb aie not sateguaidecl Ly treaties, seemed to 
meet witli general support The debate was admirable, both tor its 
courageous thoroughness (tor the subject strikes at the root of post- 
war Europe) and its tempeiate character Attention was called io 
the services vhich the representatives of non-European countries, 
acting as rappoiteuis to the Council on minority questions, had 
rendered to the cause of a good understauclmg among the Euioiiean 
peoples As the lepoit presented to the Assembly by the Sixth 
Committee said, “the main idea brought out by the debates was 
co-operation between majorities and minorities Majorities must be 
just and generous and minoiities must be loyal Governments must 
constantly eiideavoui to smooth the nay foi mutual understanding 
and crmfidence and for co-operation between the nuijoiity and the 
minoiity ” 


Mani)\tes 

89 In the debate it was generally agreed that the Mandatory 
Powers had been materially assisted t)v the Mandates system in 
achieving consideiable progress rn all branches of administration in the 
teintoiies entrusted to their charge, especially in native policy and 
the suppiGvSsion of abuhcs in connection witli the liquor tiaftic The 
Assembly was taufhcieiitly confident of the success of the system to 
suggest that the expeiience gained tliiough it might be of great value 
foi the admiiiibira+ion of other territoiies m which conditions were 
similar Du paitnular jioiiits the Sictli Commillee expiessed 
satisfaction at the impiovement of the position in Palestine, anci noted 
with appioval the undeitakmg given by the British Government to 
provide tlie Mandates Commission ivith an oppoitiinity of making 
observations on whatever decisions the British Government might come 
to in regard to the scheme for closer union m East Afiica before such 
decisions became operative 


Refugees 

90 This work has been and indeed still is of considerable 
humanitarian and economic value ' But it is of the essence of the 
problem that it should be liquidated without avoidable delay It has 
hitherto been dominated by the personality of Dr Nansen, and his 
lamented death has increased the necessity for providing adequately 
for the gradual completion of the task Inere is in existence a large 
organisation which, after a period of comparative independence, was 
for some years placed under the International Labour Organisation 
and was last year transferred temporarily to the Secretary-General It 
IS financed partly by a League grant (at present 333,800 gold francs), 
partly by fees charged for identity documents and paitly from private 
funds The work of the Sixth Committee was to consider and take 
decisions^ on the lecommendations of the Inter-Government Advisory 
Commission as to future arrangements Eor various reasons the 
Organisation as a whole was not found suitable for absorption into the 
Secretariat of the League There are two main aspects of the work 
that which relates to legal protection, cml rights and the status of 
refugees, and that which relates to their maintenance, relief and 
employment The first will, in future, be part of the duties of the 
Secretariat For the second aspect, an International Refugees Office 
will be created unto the direction of the I^eague m accordance with 
Article 24 of the Covenant. The League wiU grant towards the 
expenses ot this Office a diminishing subsidy, which for 1931 will be 
at the same fi^e as that for 1930 stated above The Office is to draw 
up a systematic plan for liquidating the work by the end of 1939 The 
League has been fortunate in securing the services of M Max Huber 
President of the International Red Cross Committee and former 
Pnesident of the Permanent Court of International Justice, to take 
charge of the new office.

95 This proposal was eventually approved by the majority of the 
Sixth Committee and by the Assembly, although the British delegate

' No 1276 — ^In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 213 of the 
Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (XXI of 


1923) the Ooveinor General in Council is 
])hMsed to make the following rules to regulate 
file extinguishing appliances on pilgrim 
shi])s, the same having been previously pub- 
lished as required by sub-section (3) of the 
said section, namely — 

Etjles. 

1 (X) Title and extent of application. — These 
lilies may be called the Fire Extinguishing 
Appliances (Pilgrim Ships) Buies, 1931 

(2; They apply to pilgrim ships, and shall 
come into force on the Ist day of Septembei 
1931, from which date rules 11 to 15 of the 
rules published with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Home Depart- 
ment No 1902 (S'anitar;^), dated the 14th 
October 1910, sball be cancelled 

Provided that these rules shall not apply, 
and rules 11 to 15 of the rules published with 
the said notification shall continue to apply to 
pilgrim ships with regard to which a certi- 
ficate of sui’vey was granted before the 1st 
day of September 1931, under section 136 or 
section 144 of the Indian Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1923, while snch certificate is in force 

2 Definition, — ^In these rnl^ “approved” 
means approved by the Governor General in 
Council 

3 ( 1 ) Spaces occupied by passengers and 
crew. — On every ship of more than 4,000 tons 
gross tonnage, ' at least three, and on every 
other ship at least two, steam or equivalent 
pumps shall be available for the spaces occu- 
pied by passengers and crew , provided that 
more than two pumps shall not be required 
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ou ships whose keels were laid before the 1st 
September 1931. Each such pump shall be 
capable of providing a full supply of water, 
in accordance with the requirements specified 
in sub-rule (1) of rule G, to one or more ranges 
of water service pipes. The service pipes shall 
be of metal, with branches so arranged that 
the fire hoses may be coupled thereto, and 
two powerful jets of water may be rapidly 
and simultaneously brought to bear, by means 
of single lengths of hose from each branch, 
upon any part of each deck space occupied by 
passengers or crew, when the watertight and 
lire doors are closed. Where the water 
service is on an exposed deck, the branches 
necessary to comply with the foregoing require- 
ments shall, in the case of vessels whose keels 
are laid after the 1st September 1931, be 
fitted on both sides of the deck. 

Provided that in the case of vessels whose 
keels were laid before the 1st September 1931, 
the main engine sanitary pump shall be 
allowed to count as one of the pumps requir- 
ed to be available if it is so fitted as to be 
capable of serving the purpose of such pump. 

(2) Every ship shall carry an efficient port- 
able hand pump with suction and hose com- 
plete. 

(3) Portable chemical fire extinguishers of 
an approved pattern shall be carried in every 
compartment wherein passengers and crew are 
accommodated. There shall be two extin- 
guishers in each such compartment, and when 
passengers are carried in enclosed spaces above 
the upper deck, there shall be at least one 
extinguisher on each side of such spaces at 
intervals of not more than 60 feet. 

4. Cargo spacesi — On every ship arrange- 
ments shall be made whereby two powerful 
jets of water may be rapidly and simultane- 
ously directed into any cargo compartment, 
and, save in the case of a ship of less than 
1,000 tons gross tonnage, satisfactory means 
shall also be provided whereby steam or other 
g’as incapable of supporting combustion may 
be conveyed to each such compartment. 

5. (1) Machinery and bunker spaces. — 

Arrangements shall be made in ships which 
nse coal as fuel whereby two powerful jets of 
water can be rapidly and simultaneously 
directed into any part of the coal bunker 
spaces, boiler rooms and machinery spaces. 

(2) In ships in \<fhich the main boilers are 
oil fired the following additional arrangements 
shall be made : — 

(a) The fire hoses in the machinery spaces 
shall he provided with additional conductors 
suitable for spraying water on oil without 
imdue disturbance of the surface. 

'»(&) In each firing space there shall be placed 
a receptacle containing 10 'cubic f eet bf sand, 
sa-sydust impregnated with soda, or other ap- 
proved dry material J and scoops for distribut- 
ihg the same. . 

(c) In each boiler room, and in each of the 
.machinery spaces in which a part of the oil 
fuel installation is situated, there , shall he 
provided two approved portable chemical 
oxtinguishers of a, type discharging froth or 
' other approved medium, suitable for quench- 
ing oiL fires, ? 


{d) Means shall be provided whereby froth 
may be rapidly discharged and distributed 
over the whole of ilie lower parts of any 
boiler room, or of any machinery space m 
which oil fuel units or settling tanks may be 
situated. The quantity of froth wliich cau bo 
discharged should be amply suliicient to cover 
up to a depth of 6 inches the whole area of 
the plating formed in any one compartment 
by the inner bottom plating, or by the shell 
plating of the vessel if there is no double 
bottom tank. If the engine and boiler rooms 
are not entirely separate, and fuel oil can 
drain from the boiler room bilges into the 
engine room, the combined engine and boiler 
rooms shall be treated as one compartment. 
Provided that if other elective means are 
available for combating fire and the apparatus 
can be controlled from outside the compart- 
ment in which fi.re may occur, the Governor 
General in Council may exempt from the 
requirements of this clause ships whose keels 
were laid before the Ist September 1931 on 
which it would not be reasonable to require 
the fitting of large froth installations. 

(e) There shall further be provided one 
extinguisher of at least 30 gallons capacity in 
ships having one boiler room, and two such 
extinguishers in ships with more than one 
boiler room. These extinguishers shall be 
provided with hoses ou reels suitable for 
reaching any pal*! . of the boiler rooms and 
spaces containing oil fuel pumping units. 
Pro'vided that the Governor General in Coun- 
cil may permit the fitting of any other equally 
efficient apparatus in place of the 30 gallons 
extinguisher. 

(/) All containers and valves by which they 
are operated shall be easily accessible and so 
placed that they will not readily be cut olf 
from use in case of fire. 

6. (1) Pumps. — In all ships each of the 
steam or equivalent pumps shall be capable 
of supplying simultaneously two powerful jets 
of water for use. in any part of the vessel. 
The pumps shall be worked by steam or Dy 
some other equally efficient motive power, and 
shall always be available for immediate use 
at all reasonable times when the vessel is in 
commission. 

(2) All steam or equivalent pumps shall be 
provided with effective escape valves suitably 
adjusted and so placed as to prevent excessive 
pressure in any part of the water service sys- 
tem. 

7. Water service pipes.— The main water 
service pipes shaJll he made of wrought mate- 
rial, and, if of iron or steel, shall in the case 
of vessels whose keels were laid after the 1st 
September 1931, be galvanised. They shall 
be sufficiently large in diameter fc^. the 

.adequate supply of water to the fire hoses 
wliich shall he secured to them for simul- 
taneous operation. The branches shall be “O 
placed that the fire hoses may be conveniently 
coupled to them,' and cocks or valves shall be 
fitted where required 'to admit of any hose 
being removed, if desired, while the pumps 
are at work. . ' 

8. (1) Fire HoseSr-^The fire hoses shall be 
of leather, seamless, hetnp, flax canvas of first- 
class quality, or other ' approved ‘Inateriah 
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They bhall he proMtleJ with suitable metal 
iiiiioiib and ( ondiu loih, and with jjooseneck 
tonnedions \\hcie jieLe.ssiiiy 

(2) A siilln lent ninnbei ot hie hoses with 
attachnienth and (‘oiidiu tois shall be siutabLy 
distiibuted about dilieient decks in the ship 
so as to be leadiL available ioi lupid use in 
any spiue occupied by j^)assent>ois oi ciew, and 
not less than thiee hoses ami .iltachiuonts dialJ 
be piovided in any vessel 

(3) The file hoses and the conductois, and 
othei appaiatus leieiied to in sub-iules (1) 
and (2;, togelliei with coupling wienches il 
letiiuieil, shall be kept leady lor use in con- 
spicuous positions neai the watei seivice 
hydianls oi connections d’he^ shall be used 
only foi the jiuiposes ot extinguishing hies oi 
toi testing the nre extiuguisliiug apparatus 
at hie diiiis and sui\eys, and not ioi washing 
decks 

9 Arrangements for injecting steam or 
other gas into uargo Spaces and Boiler 
Rooms. — VVheie piovision is made foi the 
iu]eetion ot steam oi othei gas into 
the cargo spaces and hoilei rooms 
loi liie ' extinguishing inirposes the neces- 
sary pipes toi conveying the steam or gas 

' to holds or othci compartments shall be pro- 
vided with conti oiling valve*- or cocks readily 
accessible lioai the deck and so maiked as to 
indicate cleuily the coiiiiiartments to whicn 
the pipes aie lespcctively led Suitable pion- 
sion shall be made tor locking these valves or 
cocks so as to pievont inadveiteui admission 
of the steam oi gas* to any conipaitment It 
any pipe is led to a space to which passengeis 
have access, it shall be fuinished with an 
additional stop valve or cock also capable oi 
being locked Pionded that the Governor 
General in Oouni il may peimit the substitu- 
tiou ot any other oqiiallj efficient safety 
device giving tiie requisite security from 
clanger 

10 (1) Fluid Fire Extinguishers. — ^A suffi- 
cient number of approved poi table fluid fire 
cxtmguisheis dist barging watei shall be 
provided m accoi dance with the reciuiremencs 
of lules 3 and 5 Eor oidinary purposes not 
specifically leiorred to in these rules, the 
capacity of portable exlinguisheia shall be not 
more than three impeiial gallons, and not less 
than two ini penal gallons, provided the 
Governor Geneial in Council may, in his 
discretion, permit the use of an extinguisher 
of less than two gallons capacity in special 
circumstances 

(2) An approved type of portable extin- 
guisher discliarging a medium other than 
water may in the case of not more than 20 
per cent of the total number of extinguishers 
required to be carried be substituted for the 
ordinary watoi-discharging extinguisher 

(3) The portalde hand fluid fire extinguish- 
eis (apait from those suiiphed in boiler looms, 
etc , specially for use in connection with oil 
fuel) shall not he of moie than two types in 
any one ship.

— Lne dull shall he observ- 
ed at least once a W'cek in board, all vessels 
and during such dull all file appliances shall 
be put into use and the latL entered in the 
JiOg Look The gieat utility of woollen oi 
asbestos blankoLs foi sniotiieiing small fires 
shall always be inquessed on all persons 
taking paiL in a file drill 

14 (L) Custody of fire apparatus and fire 
patrol. — The fiie apjiaiatus shall be placed by 
the masiei iindci the special charge of one 
the piiucipal oihceis ot the sliqi and of the 
ship's caipenter, who shall both be hold 
lesiiousible that the a 2 ipaiatus is kept in a 
state hi foi immediate use As soon as 
possible aftei leaving port, the officers and 
crew shall be divided into jiaities and assigned 
to stations in case of fire 

(2) A continuous paiiol system shall be 
oigauised so that any outbieak of fire may be 
piomptly detected 

15 (1) Stowage of cargo and disposal of 
inflammables. — The caigo ol eveiy ship shall, 
hefoie she leaves poit, be inopeily stowed 
away, and the decks shall he cleared of any 
loose stiaw’, buy and othei infiammable 
iiiateiial Any goods which are dangerous by 
leuson of then inflammability or liability to 
exjdosion shall be stowed, subject to the provi- 
sions of any 'law oi iideh m force, in such 
manner as to safeguard the ship from danger 
of lire or exidosion The tanks ot motor cars 
cairied on the ship shall be drained before 
loading 

(2) Before a ship leaves port, every pas- 
senger shall deliver up any lucifer matches, 
gun-powder or other inflammable aiiicle in his 
possession 

16 Use of naked lights and spirits. — 

Naked lights shall not be used in the holds 
or store looms or between decks, except under 
trustworthy superintendence No person shall 
read in bed with a naked light Casks or 
drums containing spirit shall not he opened in 
the hold but shall be hoisted on deck for the 
purpose 

17 Relaxation of rules. — In the case of a 
small vessel under 200 feet in length when it 
IS shown to be unreasonable to require full 
compliance with any of the provisions of 
these rules, such relaxation shall be granted 
as the Governor Geneial lu Council may, 
having regard to all the circumstances of the 
case, direct 

IS Penalty. — ^Whoever docs any act m 
contravention of any of the pi'ovisions of 
these rules shall he punishable with fine 
which may extend to two hundred rupees

The Goyernor m Council haa learnt with 
feelings of profound regret of the death at the 
hands of an assassin on the 8th Apnl of 
Mr. James Peddie, c.i.b., ic.s., District 
Magistrate of Midnapore Mr. Peddie was a 
fine type of the post-war Indian ciyilian, and 
it IS the irony of fate that he survived four 
years of warfare on the western front only to 
be struck down from behind by a murderer’s 
bullet He joined the Army soon after the 
outbreak of the War and before its conclusion 
was commanding a battalion of the Northum- 
berland Pusiliers. On relinquishing his com- 
mission in 1919 he applied for the Indian Civil 
Service and joined at Dacca in December 
1919 After a year as Subdivisional Officer 
at Munshiganj from April 1931 and a short 
period in Secretariat appointments, he was 
posted to Malda as Magistiate in the 6th year 
of his service, and there by the energy end 
devotion which for four years he displayed in 
every line of activity which affected the wel- 
fare of the people, he won for himself the 
confidence of all classes and made a name 
which will long endure. After a year’s w'ell 


deserved leave he returned to duty in the 
important charge' of Midnapore in Febraary 
1930. Here he very soon had to faoe a situa- 
tion where the effects of the civil disobedience 
campaign had lesulted in widespread disorder, 
but JiiB indomitable energy and courage, and 
his great administrative abilities combined 
with a capaciiy for obtaining loyal service 
from his subordinates enabled him to bring 
a dangerous situation under control. His 
services were rewarded by the bestowal of 
the Companionship of the Order of the Indian 
Empire in the New Tear^ Honours of 1931. 
Mr Peddle was looking forward characteris- 
tically to the commencement of a period of 
constructive work in his district when he fell a 
victim of another of the senseless crimes which 
so frequently of late have marred the history 
of Bengal. 

In him the province has lost an officer of 
outstanding personality who, in the ordinary 
course, had before him many years of valuable 
work, and no servant of Government had the 
welfare of the people more at heart. Govern- 
ment have lost an officer of proved ability, 
fearless in the execution of his duty, beloved 
and respected by all who knew him, and they 
tender their sincere sympathy to those' rela- 
tives and friends of his who mourn his 
untimely loss.

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3. We examined 58 witnesses alto'^etlier, 
out of which, there were as many as 21 
detenus and 4 “Faltus/’ which means convict 
servants working' as attendants on the 
detenus inside the camp. Besides these wit- 
nesses as also the medical witnesses, the 
police witnesses and the Commandant 
Mr. Baker, we examined three gentlemen who 
apparently had very little connection with the 
incident in question, and these three witnesses 
were Eai Sahib Anath Bandhu Chakravarti, 
the Assistant Commandant, who was lying ill 
at his house at the time, his nephew Baku 
Ambica Charan Roy who was at the time 
living with the Rai Sahib, and Babu Birendra 
Kumar J>as Oupta, the jailor of the additional 
special jail at Hijli. With the exception of 
Eai Sahib Anath Bandhu Chakravarti, Babus 
Ambica Charan Roy and Birendra. Kumar Das 
Gupta, Captain N. N. Chaudhuri, the Civil 
Surgeon ol Midnapore and Ih‘, Mazumdar and 
Dr. Jotindra Mohan Das Gupta, two- doctors 
belonging to the Railway Hospital at 
Kharngpur, who in a sense may be called 
independent witnesses, practically all the 
other witnesses we could examine were inter- 
ested, belonging as they did either to the 
side of the detenus or to the side of the staff.

The plan shows the position 
of the sentries on the night of the 16th Sep- 
tember. The detenus ai’e housed in whai was 
meant to be the CoUectorate of the new dis- 
tiict of Hijli lying east and west. This is a 
long and liigh two-storeyed building; in the 
centre is a lofty tower which is a landmark 
for miles around. For "the accommodation 
of the camp a space 1,000 feet long and YOU 
feet broad has been enclosed wEh a double 
fence of barbed wire. The building is in the 
middle of this space or compound. Besides 
the surrounding fence-s there are several 
internal fences of barbed wire; in particular 
there is barbed wire on each side of the road 
which leads from the main gute to the south- 
east corner of the building. The guard room 
is O'pposite and close to the main gate. Tb© 
quarters of the guard constables are about 
400 yards to the west of the guard room. 
The Commandant and Assistant Commandant 
live about ^ mile and the armed Inspector 
about 1^‘ miles from the main gate but are 
connect^ with the guard room by telephone.

and there is no dispute that as a result thereof 
two detenus, Babu Santosh Kumar Mitter and 
Babu Tai’akeswar Sen Gupta, were killed, one 
on the ground floor of the building and the 
other upstairs, and a number of, other detenus, 
twenty altogether, received injuries, and in 
some cases the injuries were of a severe 
nature necessitating iu one case — ^the case of 
detenu Babu Gohinda Pada Dutt — -the amputa- 
tion of the left arm. It is undisputed also 
that the sentries and some of the coustahles 
who entered the compound after the alarm v^as 
given were armed with smooth-bore Martini 
Henry muskets with triangular bayonets, that 
those who fired seem to- have used ball and 
buckshot indiscriminately and that some of the 
injuries on the detenus were gunshot wounds, 
some were stabs such as. a bayonet might 
have caused' and some bruises that might have 
been due to blows from a lathi or the butt of a 
musket. Bui the two parties, we mean the 
constables on the one side and the detenus on 
the other, were at variance as to how the in- 
cident had begun and as to how the occur- 
rence took place. 

7. The police version of the occurrence.— 

The version of the constables was as fol- 
lows. There was an interference by some of 
the detenus with sentiy Ho, 3, Chandra 
Singh. These detenus made a deliberate 
attack on Chandra Singh, whereupon Chandra 
Singh fired a shot in the air and raised an 
alarm saying “Guard turn out,” and two pat- 
rol constables, Chandrikalai and Nashib 
Singh, who had come to his aid, also fired 
shots. Thereupon the detenus ran away. 
There was a similar interference with sentry- 
Ho. 7, Sirajul Hussain, whose bayonet was 
snatched away and who had to fire as many as 
tliree shots in order to drive away his assail- 
ants.. Some of the detenus were then making 
for sentry Ho. 8. In the meantime the guard, 
which is located in a building opposite the 
main entrance to the camp, on hearing the 
alarm, turned' out and came between the two 
gates in charge of Havildar Shekhar Singh. 
Shekhar Singh, however, left the men there 
and, went back to the guard room to get orders 
from the H'avildar-in-charge Ramsevak Pande 
as to whether the men should be ta ken into the 
camp. The Havildar-in-ckarge seat a tele- 
phonic message immediately, to. the Assiy^tunt 
Commandant Rai Sahib Anath Bandhu Cbak- 
ravarti, telling him that a riot bad begun in- 
side the camp between the sepoys and the 
Babus and asking him to the information 
to tbe Commandant, Mr. Baker. A telepbonic 
message w^ sent to Inspector Marshall also, 
who was in his house at the time, abo.ut 11 
miles away: In the meantime the men' between; 
the two gates were joined by several other con- 
stables— the , alarm partyy— who . arrived 
charge of ; another Havildar, BaEaman Khan; 

. and_ under orders’ of Rahaman ‘Kha;n 'the inner , 
gate was opened qnd all the constables , assem- 
bled fhere' rushed in. Raliaman ffib’an, 'h<iw- 
eyer, haRed the, men near a culvert which' was 
only a few yards, beyond -the. inner gate and 85 
yards fpdim the main building; Deaving'.his 
men tKere> apGordin|'; to 'thq, sto5py.,of Hre con- 
, : stables, Rahaman' Khah adyaheed 'J^ith ^ PX ^ 

, sepoys and proceeded' ih.tliei direction, cffsent]^ 

: - Meah whiles the, detenus had -beg^ 'an/ 

V yancijig, .fowarda the i^poys;. armed *'wifh ,naDS- 
. ^^uitqihetLpbleSjr wheh two^ odn^blek! ; ' 
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Singli and Ramjatan SingE, who had nothing 
but a small daiida and a stick in then hands, 
approached the angry detenaa with folded 
hands and entreated them not lo advance any 
further, and when the doi-enus without pac- 
ing ^y heed to the entieaties of Haiingi and 
Ramjatan hit them witn mosiiuito-net poles, 
and when the detenus in the building weie 
throwing down missile? such as brickbats, 
mosqmto-net poles, etc , the sepoys oiiened 
file, and as then intei turn w'as not to hit anj 
one of the angiy crowd of detenus but only to 
frighten them away, they fixed high On 
this firing the detenus retreated, after which 
the Havildai-m-charga, Ramsevalc Pande, 
came and ordered them back to the guaid 
loom Raliamau Khan's case was that when 
pioceeding towards sentry No Y he had 
managed to go past the detenus, and from 
sentry No 7 he had gone up to senti“y 

No 6 to see if there had been anything 

wrong there, after which, on hearing Ram- 
sevak Pande crying out, he returned 

Mr Bakei, the Commandant, who happened to 
be in the Khaiagpur Officers’ Club at the time, 
on receiving the telephonic message from Rai 
kSahib Anath Baudhu Chakravarti, imme- 

diately left for the camp and arrived theie 
about 10 nnnu+e‘5 after the c<>oiuieiice, alincst 
simultaneously with Inspector Mai shall, and 
finding everything quiet he went round the 
sentry posts, coming to seutiy No. C first, 
Nos 4 and 5 ne^t and to No. 7 last. When 
he was going awa,v from sentry No 7 he met 
detenu Babu Piafulla Gbose who asked Inm 
to come and see the mjured persons inside the 
huilding and to make avrangeinents for medical 
relief Mr. Baker went into the huildmg, 
saw the injured detenus, sent a telephone 
message to Hr Maisumdai at Kharagpur and 
had the wounded persons removed to the 
Khaiagpur hospital as quickly as possible 

8. The version of the occurrence accord- 
ing to the detenus. — ^According to the detenus’ 
case there was no interference either wnth sen- 
try No 3 or with sentry No 7 or with sentry 
No 8 There was an alarm given, but accord- 
ing to them (the detenus) it was a pre- 
arranged affair The sepoys rushed in through 
the inner gate shouting “Hukum mvl (/'ui, 
log 1to maro,” came up the road lesuiing from 
the gate to the main building, and from a 
place which was about 20 yards from the south- 
east corner thereof began firing indiscri- 
minately on the building without any provo- 
cation of any kind given to them As a result 
0 f this firing Babu Santosh Kumar Mitter who 
was on the ground floor was shot down, Bahu 
Tarakeswar Sen Gupta who was upstairs was 
also shot down, and a number of other men 
received gunshot wounds According to the 
detenus some of the sepoys then came into the 
bmlding and assaulted some of the inmates 
there with bayonets, labh%s, etc , and some of 
them also fired a few shots there causing in- 
iunes thereby, and afterwards they all left 
Mr Baker, the Commandant, arrived accord- 
ing to some, half an hour, according to some 
others, one hour, and according to some others 
again an hour and a half after the incident 

9 Analysis of the evidence and our con- 
clusions therefrom as to what took place up 
to the stage of firing. — From what we have 
stated above it would appear that the fact 
that there was an alarm given is undisputed. 


That being so, tbe question whether there was 
any inteiference with sentry Noi 3 and whe- 
ther there was any scuffle theie of any kind 
has no great importance in itself It deiives 
its importance only in connection with the 
question whether the alarm was pre-arranged 
01 not — a point which was disputed befoie 
us 

10. On behalf of the detenus it was urged 
that the whole thing was pre-aiianged, the 
alarm as also the whole ahair We aie 
unable to agiee in this view of the matter 
The facts and ciiTumstances which were dis- 
closed before us in evidence would not be 
consistent with this theory To begin with, 
the evidence of Babu Tarapada Gupta, one of 
the detenus, cleaily shows that the first thing 
that he heard was a sound coming from the 
south-west of the tower hall, and the place 
vhere sentry No 3 was posted was on the 
south-west of the tower. Then, if the whole 
thing, including the giving of the alarm, was 
a pie-arranged affair, there would hardly be 
any explanation of the fact that a man was 
found by some of the detenus running towards 
the gate crying ‘^Kvchh neht hiia, kuchh nehz 
hva, rokha, rokho Possibly this man was 
one of the patrol constables, who, when he 
found that the detenus aftei that golmal near 
sentiy No 3 had left the place, aud when he 
heard that sepoys had assembled between the 
two gates, ran towards the gate in order to 
prevent an inrush of the constables Then, if 
the whole affair had been a pre-arranged one, 
the Havildar-in-charge would not have sent 
that telephonic message so soon to the 
Assistant Commandant, for if Mr Baker, the 
Commandant, would happen to be at home at 
the time he would be arnving at the place lu 
3 or 4 minutes after getting the message. 
We are, therefoi'e, of opmio-n that there was 
some kind of interference with sentry No. 3 
in consequence of which Chandra Singh gave 
the alaim, and that the whole thing was not 
a pre-ai ranged affan as the detenus wanted 
us to believe But the storv that Chandii- 
kailal and Nashib Singh participated in the 
incident that happened at sentry post No 3 
seems to us to be extremely doubtful Sentry 
No 3 did not tell Mr Baker anything on the 
point when Mr Baker went round the sentiies 
on his anival at the camp soon after the 
occuiTence, and although both sentiy No 3 
and the two patrol constables Chandnkalal 
and Nashib Singh wanted us to believe that 
Nashib Singh and Chandnkalal remained 
with sentry No 3 all the time till 10 pm 
when Chandra Singh was relieved, Mr Baker 
did not find either of the two men, Chandnka 
and Nashib, there. 

11 While we are on the question whether 
there was any interference with sentry No 3, 
we might deal with the question whether 
there was any interference or scuffle at sentry 
post No 7. That there was some incident at 
this sentry post also can hardly admit of any 
doubt. Sirajul Hussain, the man who was 
at this post, spoke about it to Mr. Baker very- 
soon after the occurrence But SirajuPs 
story of his bayonet having been snatched 
away from his nfle / seems to us to be 
extremely doubtful To begin with, Sirajul 
made no mention of this fact to Mt, Baker 
Then the bayonet which Sirajul had attached 
to his musket could not be wrenched off. 
Any one who took it off would have to know 
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tlie wuy iiL wEich it has to he turned before 
it can be lemoved Wo may m this eonnec- 
tion mentiou that the spot wheie the bayonet 
’was lecovered a day or two aftei the occiii- 
renee nust outside the outer eiiolohuie ol the 
camp was within easy reach of where Siiajui 
Hussain was posted 

12 As regal ds what actually took place 
aficr the constables had gone in tbiough the 
inner gate, the stoiy which the sepoys gave 
us will not in oui opinion beai a moment’s 
sci'ufciny Their story was that the detenus 
in the building were thi owing missiles when 
tlieie was a body of detenus aimed with 
mosquito-net poles in between the building 
and wheie the sepoys stood If there was 
any flinging of missiles by the detenus in the 
building in such ciicumstances, the missiles 
weie more hkely to hit the detenus m front 
of the sepoys than the sepoys themselyes who 
were hojiclessly out of range if their own 
evidence is to be believed As legards the 
little stoiy of Haringi Singh and Ramjatan 
Singh, with no'thing else than a small 
dnnda in the hand of one and a stick in 
the hand of the other, approaching the 
detenus with folded hands entreating them 
politely to desist, we are unable to place any 
reliance on it In the first place, ouhnarily 
it is not in the nature of these sepoys to 
behave in that fashion Secondly, there 
was no trace of their sticks (which they said 
were broken in the encounter) Then, this 
story of apiiroaching the detenus with folded 
hands finds no place in the e'vidence that was 
given before the investigating officer soon 
after the occnnence There is anotbea* 
reason why the sepoys’ story that some 
detenus weie standing in front of them on 
the camp compound at the time they fired 
cannot he believed If tke sepoys wanted to 
stop the detenus from piocceding any fui'- 
ther towards them they would not have 
filled high as they did They would have 
fired low to make their firing effective so 
that the detenus might not proceed any 
fuither towards them. In their evidence 
they no doubt sav that when firing they had 
no intention to' kiD. anybody but only to 
f lighten the detenus away If they 
had no other intention than to frighten 
the detenus away, it is difficult to 
understand why instead of filing to their left 
or right towards the maidan they fii'ed upon 
the building itself, a building wheie so many 
of the detenus lived The story of the 
sepoys that they did not proceed further to 
the noith of the culvert which was only a 
fe\. yards from the innei' gate where they 
say they had been left by Hanldar 
Raham.m Khan has been falsified, also by 
the testimony of Ramsevak Pande, the 
Havildar-m-chtu'ge, when Ramsevak says that 
ho found the sepoys about 16 or 20 yards only 
frono the building, Einolly these constables’ 
eiidenoe entirely fails to explain ih© injuiies 
other than gunshot wounds found on the 
detenus’ pprsous. We are unable, therefore, 
to accept the version of the occurrence avS 
given by the constables, and we are clearly 
of opinion that the constables were only about 
20 yaids from the south-east corner’ ol the 
main building when they opened fire on the 
building, and that at the time they opened 
fire there were no detenus in between them 
and the building. 


13 Before leaving” this pait of tlie case 
we tbink we should make some observations 
on the story that was given by Havildar 
Rahainau Khan Ruhaman Khan’s stoiv was 
that be left his men neai the ciilvoit and 
accompanied by 2 oi 3 sepoys pioceeded 
northwards, and, although theie woio some 
detenus before him at the time, be somehow 
managed to edge beiw'eeii them and a wiie 
fence and reached sentry No 7, and after 
questioning sentiy No 7 and telling him not 
to fii‘e again unless the detenus would advance 
towards him he proceeded onwaids to sentiy 
No 5 Tins stoiy would show that he was 
not present with his men at the time of firing 
and that he had left the place some time 
befoie the firing began. Siiajul Hussain, 
sentry No 7, however, entirely Falsified him 
on the point According to Sirajul Hussain, 
Rabamun Khan came to him after the filing 
and (/olmal had absolutely ceased Then, it 
IS difficult to understand how Rabaman Khan 
would succeed in getting past the armed 
detenus when his followers Aminulla and 
Siiaiam Singh, the two sepoys who were 
accompansung him, could not. We are 
inclined, therefore, to hold that Rahaman 
Khan was present at the fii’ing As to 
whether the filing was done under the dis- 
tinct oiders of any one it is difficult to say. 
PosvSibly Rahaman Khan, the Havildar at the 
spot, gave the orders ; possibly some one 
of the sepoys fired a shot on his own initia- 
tive and the other sepoys only followed smt 
The stoiy which the sepoys wanted ns to 
believe can, therefore, in our opinion he 
safely rejected on the ground that it could 
not be a true repiesentation of what actually 
took place at the time 

14 While we are imable, as stated 
above, to accept the sepoys’ version of the 
occurrence, we aie unable at the same time 
to say that we have got fium any one of the 
witnesses an absolutely faithful pictuie of 
all that happened that night near the south- 
east coiner of the building before the firing 
began The detenus whom we examined 
wanted to show that they were wholly non- 
violent But against that we have the 
following facts Some 'of the detenus must 
have been in an aggressive mood as is shown 
by certain incidents to be recounted later on, 
whicb happened before tbe occnnence of tbe 
16th Alfhougih Khan Sahib Altlafnddin 
Khan, Town Inspector of Kharagpiu”, start- 
ed an investigation on the early morning of 
the 17th and although Mr Douglas, District 
Magistrate of Midnapore, hmd a formal 
enquiry a day or two later, none of the 
detenus would make any statement to either 
of these officeis They never gave out the 
details of what happened to any one in 
authonty until they werfe examined by the 
Committee A version of the occniTence 
which is kept bottled up for so long must 
be received with caution, especially when it is 
on the face of it at least exaggerated. 

• Several detenus put the members of the 
attacking mrty at 60 to 60, many of them 
armed with muskets, and say there was 
continuous fu'iug for 10 to 15 minutes. This 
would imply the discharge of several hundred 
rounds, hut as a matter of fact only 29 were 
fired from first to last. Again there was the 
admission made by Babn Hemanta Kumar 
Tarafdar at an interview with his brother on 
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19t]i September, be was overbeaid by Bubu 
Tincoii Seu, Sub-Inspector of Police, to say 
tbat some of tbe detenus wanted to attack tbe 
constables with mosquito lods but that be 
restrained fcbem Tbeie is tbe admission 
made by some constables to' Inspectoi 
M'ai shall tbat tbeie was a scuffle near tbe 
eastern porcb of tbe building” Then, accord- 
ing to tbe investigating officei, although be 
did not find anything unusual anywbeie on 
tbe compound, be found a few biickbats 
lying about near senliy post ]!^o. 8, as 

also one mosquito-net pole on tbe football 
gi ound not very far from tbe comer 
Mr Baker also found two pieces of broken 
cbaiis lying on tbe ground neai tbe south- 
east corner of tbe building In addition to 
these facts tbeie is tbe further fact tbat was 
elicited fiom some of the “EaltUvS^^ tbat tbe 
detenus go out foi then strolls on tbe roads 
as well as on tbe maidan till tbeir evening 
meal time at 9, 10 or 11 p m None of tbe 
detenus would admit seeing any of then 
niimbei outside tbe building' on this paiti- 
culnr evening except Babu M'anmdia Chandra 
»Sen Gupta, who, confronted with a statement 
made by lam in Mr Baker’s beaiing, ad- 
mitted tbat some of tbe detenus were 
cliullenged by a TIavildar loi going too neai 
a sentiy, although be puts tbe incident earber 
111 tbe evening *, and finally we have tbe slight 
mpities inflicted on tbiee of tbe constables 
Eveiv one of these points taken by itself 
might be explained a wav But to our mind 
the cumulative effect is to show tbat tbe 
detenu'« weie by no means all non-violent 
What actually bappeued befoic tbe mdiscri- 
miuate firing by tbe sepoys on the bmlding 
was in our opinion, this. Chandra Singb, 
sentiy No' 3, gave an alaim on some provo- 
cation On healing that alaim tbe guard 
turned out and ]oined by tbe alaim party 
lusbcd in in charge of Havildai' Rabaman 
Khan and charged and drove into the south- 
east corner some of the detenus who might 
have been loving about Some of tbe minoi 
injimes may have been inflicted ut this 
stage. Thereupon some shots weie fired by 
sentries possibly at knots of detenus who 
seemed to be dangerously neai them or who 
were tbi owing bnoks at sentiy No 8, aftei 
which there was a half-hearted letaliation 
pel baps by some of tbe younger and more 
spinted detenus by tbe flanging down o*f a few 
missiles cansing slight injuries on two con- 
stables (tbe third man who bad injuries says 
tbat be was on guaid in tbe tower and that 
be was bit by bucks wbile escaping from tbat 
isolated position), upon which there was tbe 
indiscnminafce and wanton firing by tbe sepoys 
upon tbe building itself. 'When we say tbat 
this was what took place before tbe indiscn- 
mmate firing began, we aie fully cognizant 
tbat this is somewhat of tbe nature of a sur- 
mise and hypothesis But this surmise is not 
based on imagmation only. It apjiears to us 
to stand on mucb fiimer ground It fits in 
with what we have stated above and it fits in 
with the fact tbat on a number plate on a 
door upstairs we found marks of a shot which 
must have been fired from tbe south or south- 
west by some one outside tbe building, and 
with the story of firmg m tbe direction of tbe 
hospital. It fits in moreover with tbe evi- 
dence of Rai Sahib Anatb Bandbu Cbakra- 
varti, the Assistaait Commandant, who was 


lying ill in bis bouse at tbe time, lus nephew 
Babu Ambica Cbaian Roy, and tbe jailoi 
Babu Biiendra Kumai Das Gupta to tbe effect 
that what they heaid was shouting at first, a 
tew shots alter tbat shouting, an inteivai 
ibereatter, after which there was the regiilai 
fu.sillade or ludisciimiiiate filing 

15 Did any of the sepoys go into the 
building? — There was a oeitain amount of 
controveisy befoie us as to wbetbei any of the 
sepoys bad gone into tbe building Tbe 
detenus’ case on tbe point is tbat a numbei of 
sepoys came into tbe building, assaulted some 
of the inmates there with latJns, bayonets, 
etc , and fired some shots also inflicting in- 
juiies on some of tbe detenus thereby On tbe 
one band there is. a total denial of this by tbe 
constables , on tbe other there is tbe positive 
evidence of a number of detenus Dr Mazum- 
dar of tbe Kbaragpm- hospital who examined 
tbe wounded persons soon after the occur- 
rence deposed tbat be saw in many cases 
wounds which bad left bums or bad scorched 
tbe skin on some of tbe detenus, indicating 
thereby tbat m those cases there bad been 
firmg from very close quarters But tbe 
evidence of Dr Mazumdar does not in some 
cases fit in with tbe testimony of tbe detenus 
themselves The detenu, Babu Kuiiia Behan 
Bose, in bis deposition stated^ tbat one of ibe 
sepoys, who bad come upstaiis, fired a shot at 
him which grazed bis back causing a singeing 
there. Dr Mazumdar, however, did not find 
tbe marks of any such injmy on Babu Run; a 
Behan Bose Accoidmg to Di. Mazumdai, 
be found on detenu Babu Aswini Kumar Guba 
a bum above bis right elbow, and according to 
tbe doctor this bum bad been caused by a shot 
from close quarters Tbe story which Babu 
Aswini Kumar Guba himself gave was tbat be 
got two shot wounds from some distance The 
same may be said about tbe wound which was 
found on detenu Babu iSbibdas Ijabiii H 
can, therefore, be very reasonably contended 
that the description of tbe woimds as given 
by Dr Mazumdar is not of mucb value on the 
question whether tbe gimsbot wounds which 
were Pound by him on some of tbe detenus bad 
been from close quarters or not. 

16 If tbe question of tbe entry of tbe 
sepoys into tbe building rested only on tbe 
depositions of tbe detenus with this evidence 
of Dr Mazumdar, we would perhaps have 
some hesitation in bolding tbat tbe sepoys bad 
really gone into tbe building But there were 
some other circumstances in the case which, in 
our opmion, can leave no room for doubt tbat 
tbe constables did actually go in Babu 
Tarakeswar Sen Gupta was tbe detenu who 
was shot dead while standing on tbe upper 
verandah Besides tbe gunshot wounds which 
were found on him by tbe Civil Surgeon of 
Midnapore, who held the post mortem exam- 
ination, Babu Tarakeswar bad two other in- 
juries on bis bead, and these two mjuries, 
according to tbe Civil Surgeon, ^ bad 
probably been caused by a blow According io 
tbe Civil Surgeon they could not possibly have 

' been caused by a fall after tbe man bad re- 
ceived tbe gunshot wounds Tbe two in- 
juries on tbe bead of Babu Tarakeswar Sen 
Gupta could not therefore be explained in 
any other way than tbat be was bit by some 
one of tbe sepo-ys who bad gone upstairs, re- 
membering that Babu Tarakeswar, according 
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to the evidence, was a man who could not wait 
about with ease. 

17. Babu Sabita Sekhar Roy Chowdhury 
was another detenu in B block uj^tairs. His 
stoiy was that when he was nursing* Tarakes- 
war Babu a sepoy charged him with a bayonet 
and he fell down and became senseless. Dr. 
Mazumdar found on Babu Sabita Sekhar Roy 
Chowdhury as many as four wounds, twO' of 
which were incised and two punctured ; and of 
the two punctured wounds one was 1" deep and 
the other l^'^ deep. According* to Dr. M'azum- 
dar these two wounds had probably been 
caused by a bayonet. Babu Sabita Sekhar, as 
we have stated above, was an inmate of 
Block B ui)stair8, and it was upstairs that he 
was found lying in a wounded condition. 
Having regard to the serious nature of the two 
punctured wounds we do not think it could be 
contended that Babu Sabita might have re- 
ceived the wounds when he was somewhere in 
the camp ground downstairs and after havdng 
received those wounds had run upstairs. The 
evidence is that no blood marks were found 
anywhere on the ground and the punctured 
wounds which Babu Sahita Sekhar had on 
him could not but have caused profuse bleed- 
ing. 

18. In connection with the question whe- 
ther the sepoys had really gone into the build- 
ing or not there is another, fact which deserves 
consideration. On one of the leaves of a door 
upstairs we found marks of gunshot. Between 
this spot on the door-leaf and the ground 
below there is a masou^ parapet. There are 
some small holes in this, parapet. But in our 
opinion it was not likely that a shot, when 
fired from the ground below and from a dis- 
tance, would pass through one of these holes 
and hit the door where we found some rem- 
nants lodged. The detenus’ story was that the 
door at the time happened to be closed and 
the mark of gunshot that was found on it was 
the result of some firing by one of the sepoys 
inside the room. The balance of probabilities 
so far as this point is concerned is unques- 
iionablv in favourl of the detenus’ story. On 
a consideration, therefore, of the evidence as 
we have before us we are clearly of opinion 
that some of the sepo^ did go intoi the build- 
ing and were I'esponsible for some casualties 
that took place in the eastern portion there- 
of.' 

19. Was the firing justified? — ^We have re- 
corded our. findings as to what took place 
in the evening of the 16th September. Hav- 
ing regard to our findings on the question of 
the alarm' raised and also on the question whe- 
ther thb alarm, was pre-arranged- or not, we 
.hold ’ that the .entry of the sepoys into the . 
compohnd hfter.the i^arm.Jmd been given/ was, 
nimtMed.^* ' But there was, in our opinion; no 
justification . whatever for the indiscri- 
minate firing, (some 29 rounda were found to 
have been fired) of the sepoys upon the build-’ 
ing itself,' resulting in the death of two o-i;the 
detenul and, the infliotioh -pf injuries on

Some of the detenus in their statements 
before us insimiated that in this shooting 
affair both Inspector Marshall and Mr. Baker 
were implicated. According to the detenus, 
Inspector Mai'shall had interfered with their 
drill and Mr. Baker, when a complaint was 
made to him, told Insp^tor Marshall not to 
go into the camp again. According to the 
detenus. Inspector Marshall, in spate of the 
orders of Mr. Baker to the contrary, did enter 
into the camp both on the 15th as well as on 
the 16th, One of the detenus, Babu Mano- 
ranjan Roy, who was the manager of 0 Block 
Mess, stated before us that at about 6 p.m. 
on the 16th, when there was something like 
a parade of the sentries going on outside the 
gate and when Babu Mauoranjan was be- 
tween the two gates, having gone there in 
connection with some work with the bazar 
contractor, he heard Inspector Marshall talk- 
ing with the sepoys and saying to them, 
“"^i^y did you let them off? Why didn’t 
you shoot them?” This evidence of Babu 
Manoranjan waa to a certain extent corrobo*. 
rated by another detenu, Babu Purnendn 
Daatidar, manager of B Block Mess. Babu 
Pumendu himself did not hear the words 
which Inspector Mkrshall was using, but 
Manoranjan Babu at the time told him wKat 
he had heard Inspector Marshall say. The 
fact that Babu Pumendu did not make any 
attempt to* exaggerate is certainly a point in 
■favour of the detenus’ story. But this ston’’ 
a^s given by Babu MJanoranjan and by Babu 
Pumendu, it must be said, sufferi^ from the 
fact that it was given manv days after the 
incident had occurred, and also from the fact 
that there was no complaint of any kind made 
bv either of them in that connection to 
Mr.^ Baker, the Commandant. It seems most 
unlikely that such words Would be used in a 
detenu’s presence; and they would be mean- 
ingless if they referred to action by a gate 
sentry who does not carry any firearms. We 
do not, therefore, find it established that 
Inspector Marshall even indirectly inspired 
any attack on the detenus. As regards the 
visit of Inspector Mkrshall to the camp on 
the I'Sth and the 16th, Mr. Baker has explain- 
ed that the Inspector went in once with him 
(Mr. Baker) and on the other occasion to 
make arrangements about the sentries undef 
his orders, 

21. Then as regards the complicity of 
Mr. Baker, some of the detenus no doubt 
suspected that Mr. Baker, was at the bottom 
of the affair. They had before them the fact' 
that it was on account of the report' of 
Mr. Baker about illumination of the tower

these thing's would mean nothing If 
Ml Bakei had repeated to the Government it 
was only because theie had really been illu- 
mination of the tower on the 28th July, the 
day aftei the murdea' of Mr Garlick If 
Mr Baker had punished Panka] Babii it was 
only because Punka] Babu had assaulted the 
camp doctor And if Mr Baker had posted 
sentries nearer the building it was only 
because they weie posted near the cells and 
washing sheds in which fires had broken out 
on mooie than one occasion at night time 
Some of the detenus told us that they had 
not found Mi Baker wso kindly and coui teous 
to them as befoie and they had noticed this 
change in him since the meeting at the Dal- 
housie Institute Mr Baker emphaticalb^ 
denied any such change in his behaviour 
towards the detenus, and one or two letters 
addressed by him to the detenus would show 
that theie was leally no such change in him 
In connection with the question of complicitf 
of Ml' Bakei' in the shooting affaii, the way 
in which Ml Baker acted immediately after 
the occuiTence ought, in our opinion, to he 
taken into consideration The evidence is that 
he hurried to the place of occurrence within 
ten minutes, and the evidence shows that on 
arnval at the camp he did all that was pos- 
sible to do for the wounded detenus Ac- 
cording to some of the detenus, Mr Baker 
did not ainve till about half an hour after the 
occurrence, according to some tiU one houi, 
and according to some others again tiU 
hours after the incident These estimates 
of time as given by the detenus were in our 
opanion mistaken A certain degree of over- 
estimation is not altogether unnatural in the 
circumstances Some of their comradesi were 
dead, and some were perhaps dying, and any 
little delay m medical help arriving would 
naturally appear to them to be inordinately 
long That Mr Baker did arrive within a 
very short time after the occurrence would 
appear pretty clear from the testimony of Dr 
Mazumdar of the Kharagpur hospital Ac- 
cording to Dr MPazumdar, the telephonio 
message which Mr Baker sent to him after 
Mr Baker had gone round the sentries, after 
he had gone into the building and after he 
had seen the wounded persons, was received 
at Khara,gpair at 10 pm There is further 
corroboration from the Assistant Command- 
ant who heard his car pass just after the 
firing stopped Having regard, therefore, to 
the facts and circumstances mentioned above, 
we cannot but hold that neither Mr. Bak^ nor 
Inspector Marshall had any compbeity in the 
shooting affair Mr B 0 Ohatterii, who 
represented the detenus before us, also 
frankly admitted that on the evidence as it 
stands he could not ask us to hold that either 
of these two ofdcers had been privy to the 
shooting affair 

22 Incidents that led up to the occurrence 
on the night of the leth September. — ^The 
oceuri'ence took place on. the night of the 16tli 
Septefnber There had been before that date 
some inoidenta which, might he said to have 
led up to it On the 28th July, the day 
foUowong the murder of Mr. GarUok in 


Calcutta, the tower was illuminated by the 
detenus Accoiding to the detenus this 
illummation was done not in connection with 
Mr Garlick’ s murder but it was only one of 
the many occasions when the detenus ‘bn a 
sporting spirit” chose to illuminate the tower 
There is evidence, however, before us to show 
that according to some of the detenus this 
illumination was done to celehiate the acquit- 
tal by the High Court of some of the accused 
in the Dalhousio Square bomb case, while 
according to others it was in honour of the 
death of one of their compatriots, possibly 
meaning thereby the man who shot Mr 
Garlick and who himself was shot dead at the 
si>ot 'Wh.itevei that may he, this matter was 
reported bv the Commandant to the Govern- 
ment, and as a result thereof the monthly 
allowance of the detenus was reduced bv an 
order of the Government from Rs 32 to 
Rs 27 There is evidence also that this 
towel’ was illuminated when there was an 
attack on Mr Cassells and also when Inspec- 
tor Asaiinllah was murdered at Chittagong. 
The order of reduction of the monthlv allow- 
ance was followed by the breaking out of fire 
in one of the Jtutcha sheds in the camp, and 
although some additional sentries were posted 
ill the compound, other fires broke out in 
some of the cells which also were Tcutchd 
stinetures The breaking out of these fires 
necessitated the closing in of the guard by 
putting sentiies nearer to the mam building, 
and this, the evidence shows was not lik^ 
by the detenus The change in the airange- 
ment of the guard that was done on the 23Td 
August and also on the 9th September on the 
one hand meant additional work for the 
guard and could not therefore have been very 
nalatable to them, and on the other was not 
liked by the detenus themselves These little 
things culminated in the incident of the 16th 
September On the 15th September when a 
detenu, Babu Dinesh Chandra Sen, was being 
taken away from the Hull Detention Camp 
on transfer to the Buxa Dooar Camp, a num- 
ber of detenus tried to come between the two 
gates to sav good-bye to him The gate 
sentry would not allow them to go past the 
inner gate, and there was in consequence 
thereof some quarrel and some scuffle Accord- 
ing to the detenus, the gate sentry insulted 
them by pushing them out through the inner 
gate According to the gate sentry, the 
detenus fell on him and began to beat him 
and a portion of his shirt was torn off What- 
ever that may be, there is no* doubt that 
there was a quarrel and some kind of scuffle 
The evidence is that the gate sentry, vSitaram 
Singh, raised an alarm with the result that 
a number of seiioya came up to the gate 
armed with lafhis and wanted to go into the 
compound, apparently with the obiect of 
giving a beating to the detenus, and it was 
only the timely arrival and interventicyn^ of 
Mr Baker that prevented them from giving 
effect to their desire Mr Baker tried^ to* 
pacify the men and succeeded in sending 
them away He, however, tewk Sitaram 
Singh into ihe camp to see if Sitaram could 
identify any of the detenus, who, according 
to him, had assaulted him The detenus 
objected to Mr Baker’s going round the 
rooms for the purpose of identiff cation . Mir. 
Baker did go round the rooms, but Sitaram 



could not identify any of the detenus as his 
assailant. This incident of the 15th followed 
by the action which Mr, Baker took in the 
matter must have left the sepoys considerably 
agitated, and the detenus also must have felt 
ignominy when the gate sentry was taken 
round their rooms to find out who his assail- 
ant was. As a result the incident of the 15th 
must have fui’ther intensified strained feelings 
on both sides. 

23. Causes of the ocourrence.— It was, in 
our opinion, this irritation and hig*h tension 
which brought about the deplorable affair of 
the 16th. Some of the detenus were in an 
aggressive mood and ready to molest or pick 
a quarrel with the sentries. If they had not 
done so there would have been no alarm and 
no shooting. To that extent, therefore, they 
must be held responsible in the first instance 
for what happened. The sepoys on their 
jpart had felt aggrieved when one of their 
comrades, we mean the gate sentry Sitaram 
Singh, was roughly handled by some of the 
detenus, and naturally they refuted when 
Mr. Baker refused them permission to go 
into the camp. This strong resentment was, 
in our opinion, rankling in their minds, and 
they seized the first chance that thejr got at 
the sounding of the alarm of going into the 
camp and behaving in the fashion they did. 
If there had not b^n the timely intervention 
of Mr. Baker in the afternoon of the 15th 
September it is not unlikely that there would 
have been on that very afternoon an occur- 
rence like the ocourrence of the 16th, though 
not of so serious a nature. 

24. We have given above the incidents 
which, to our mind, operated as the direct 
cause of the occurrence on the night of the 
16th. But besides this direct cause there 
were some indirect causes al^o, by which we 
mean circumstances which made the ocour- 
rence of the 16th September possible. The 
Hijli Detention Gamp is a pretty big place, 
the number of detenus detained there being 
between ITO and 180. There is a Commanch 
ant and also an Assistant Commandant. But 
both of them live at a ^ distance of about 
three-quarters of a mile from the camp itself. 
Inspector Marshall, who is in immediate 
charge of the guard, has his residence at 
le^t ’three-quarters of a mile further off, 
and at night time there remains no one but 
the guard constables in charge of BCavildars 
to look after the camp. The Commandant, 
the Assistant Commandant apd Inspector 
Marshall are no doubt in telephonic connec- 
tion with the guard. But important orders, 
such as orders to open fire, cannot ordinarily 
be/givqn by an.offiq^ on the telephone and 
u^e^s . the _ oMcw : see® ' for himaeH what ' the 
l^ituafcidfli really is. h’rcstn fihe distance where^ 
the Obmmandant, the Assistant Cbmmandant 
and Inspector Marshall live ; one cannot 
ordinarily come to the camp in less than four 
or ifiye minutes. On that .iKutdoular night the 
Assistant. Oommandani^, i^iV Sahib, Anath 
Bandhu Chah^varti,, ’ ' Vas lying ill at his 
house and ^tfere was no one, t acting; for him 
at, the. timk The faqt' that there was , no 


responsible officer present on the spot was, iu 
our opinion, indirectly responsible for the 
most deplorable and tragic affair that took 
place on the night of the 16tli September last. 

25. Summary. — To sum up, our findings 
of facts are — 

(1) Sentry No. 3 on some provocation 
gave an alarm. 

(2) The guard turned out, was joined by 
the alarm party, passed through the inner 
gate under the orders of Havildar Bahaman 
!Khan, charged and drove some detenus who 
might have been roving about into the south- 
east corner. 

(3) Some shots were fired by the sentries, 
after which — 

(4) There was a half-heai*ted retaliation by 
some of the detenus, followed by — 

(5) A regular fusillade from the sepoys — 
indiscriminate firing without any justifica- 
tion on the main building, resulting in the 
death of two of the detenus, Babu Santosh 
Kumar Mitter downstairs and Babu Tarakes- 
war Sen Gupta upstairs, and in the infliction 
of injuries on several others, necessitating in 
one case the amputation of an arm. 

(6) Some of the sepovs with no justifica- 
tion went into the building and 'assaulted 
some of the detenus there with lathis and 
bayonets and also fired a few shots there, 
after which they left. 

(7) Bamsevak Pande, the Havildar-in- 
cbnrge, came in, ordered to cease fire, and 
withdrew the sepoys to the guard room in 
haste. 

26. The incidents which led up to the 
occurrence were — 

{a) Illumination of the tower and conse- 
quent reduction of allowance, 

(5) Breaking out of fires in the hutcha 
sheds in the compound followed by posting of 
sentries closer to the building. 

(o) Punishment ofi one of the detenus, 
Pankaj Babu, and the order confining him 
in one of the cells for seven days, and 
finally — 

{d) The incident that happened at the gate 
on the 15th on the occasion of the departure 
of detenu Babu Dinesh Chandra Sen. 

27. _ The direct cause was the feeling of 
irritation felt by both the detenus and the 
guard intensified by the incident of the 15th, 
and the indirect cause was the fact fhat there 
wa^ no arrangement for a responsible officer 
staying at the camp at night time, and 
night tune the camp was left entirely in 
chhrge of the sepoys , headed by a few 
Havildars. 

28. We have tried to make this report ^s 

thorough as possible. If , we have 
sueceeded in attem]^ it is- due to the fact 
that all possible evidence was available to us 
and we were atssisted in our labours by the 
lawyera who represented the detenus An the 
one side and .who represented the st^- on 
the other. , ‘ ;

Tlie Q-ovemor lu Council has had under con- 
sideiatiou the report submitted by the Com- 
mittee aijpointed to inquire into the occui- 
rence at the Hijli Detention Camp on the IGtli 
Septembei 1931, and has decided to publish 
t'oi i'eneial information the conclubions at 
•which he has arrived 

Z It IS clear from the report of the Com- 
mittee that before the 16th Septembei there 
had been various instances of misbehaviour 
on the pait of the detenus in the camp, which 
show that the detenus gave continuous trouble 
and annoyance to those who were charged with 
the duty of guarding them On the 15th a 
number of detenus tiied to force then way 
past the inner gate and assaulted a senliy 
who rightly stopped them Eis Excellency 
in Council agrees with the Committee’s view 
that these incidents, especially that of the 16th, 
had produced ill-feeling be'tween the detenus 
and the sepoys, and he notes that in all the 
incidents the detenus were the aggressors 

3. It IS also clear -that on the night of the 
16th detenus were again "the aggressors and 
•two sen^tries were in^terfered wi^th by them. 
At all times interference •with a sen^try is a 
serious offence, and when the interference 
takes place at night, the gravity of the offence 
18 gieatly enhanced. The sentries thus inter- 
fered •with wo^uld have been justified if after 
warning they had fired at the detenus con- 
cerned instead of merely giving an alarm. 


4 It seems to His Excellency in Council 
that there can be no question that the entry 
of the guard into the camp after the alarm 
had been given was justified, it was their clear 
duty to enter and go to the help of the 
sentries 

6 With regard to the firing which took 
place subsequently and is described by the 
Committee as a legulai fusillade from the 
sepoys, it must be remembered that an alarm 
had been given and that shots had been fired 
by sentries, and that after the guard had 
entered there was what the Committee des- 
cribes as a half-hearted retaliation by some 
of the detenus As no older to fire appeals 
to have been given, the extent of the subse- 
quent filing which took place cannot be justi- 
fied Although the evidence that some of the 
sepoys entered the building’ and theie caused 
some of the casualties is not quite convincing, 
His Excellency in Council accepts the finding 
of the Committee, and holds that the action of 
these sepoys was a serious breach of discipline 

6 His Excellency in Council fully agrees 
uiih the Committee’s findmg that neither the 
Commandant nor the Inspector had any com- 
plicity in the shootmg affair, and is satisfied 
that the insinuations made against these 
officers are totally unfounded 

7 The conclusions to which His Excel- 
lency m Council has come are therefore that 
the primary responsibility for the incident, 
which resulted in two deaths and injuries to 
several persons, rests partly with those 
detenus whose misbehaviour had brought 
about the irritation and high tension which 
the Committee find to have been in existence 
before the 16th September, and more parti- 
cularly with those who interfered with the 
sentries on the night of the 16fch September 
Ho also finds that the guard which entered 
the camp when the alarm was given was not 
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kept under proper control, that there was 
unjustifiable firing and that some of the 
sepoys entered the building and caused in- 
juries to some of the inmates He also 
accepts the conclusion to be drawn fiom the 
Committee’s report that an officei of rank 
superior to that of a havildar must ordinal ily 
be m the vicinity of the camp to deal with 
emergencies 

8. His Excellency in Council greatly 
regrets the tragic results of the senes of 
incidents in Hijli Camp They prove beyond 
doubt the necessity foi the maintenance of a 
higher standard of discipline among the 
detenus in such camps For it is only by the 
enforcement of strict discipline that the 
lecurrence of such incidents can be pi evented 
Orders have accordingly been issued to Com- 
mandants of Detenus’ Camps that the instruc- 
tions issued for the treatment of detenus must 
be carefully followed 

9. As regards the police arrangements for 
guards in Hijli Camp, these have already 
been revised so that a more responsible officer 
than a havildar will always be present at the 
camp, and in addition one of the superior 
officers will be at once available should the 
need arise 

10. As regards the breaches of disciplme 
on the part of the police concerned in the 


incident of the l()th September 1931, these 
will be dealt vith depaitmentally by the 
Inspector-General ol! Police

In conformity with the policy inaugurated by 
the Government of India to meet the present 
financial position, ilia Excellency the Governor 
lb pleased to announce that with effect from 
1st Decembei 1931, he himself, the Members 
of his Executive Council and the Ministers-in- 
charge oE the Transferied departments oE 
Government will forego 10 per cent of their 
respective salaries 

2 Furthei, in exercise of the powers 
delegated by the Secretary of State, His 
Excellency in Council and acting with his 
Ministers, etc , has decided that the pay of the 
services and post®, the conditions of whose 
service €Lre determined by the Government of 
Bengal, shall (subject to the exceptions noted 
below) be reduced by 10 per cent with effect 
from the 1st December 19^. The cut wiU be 
of a" temporary nature, and will not extend 
beyond the need of the present exceptional 
emergency. 

Nature and extent of the out. 

3. {%) The cut will be 10 per cent on pay 

as defined in Fundamental Rule 9 (21) {a) 

{%%) The cut will come into operation on pay 
earned after 30th November 1931, thus, for 
salaries paid after the end of the month for 
which they are earned, it will be made on 
salary bills payable on 1st January 1932 for 
pay earned for December 1931. 


{tti) No pay will be liable to this reduction 
unless it exceeds Rs 40 per month 

(^'y) The out will not operate to reduce below 
Rs 40 any pay now in excess of that amount. 

(-u) For salaries of Rs 50 and below, the 
following scheme of shading shall be 
adopted . — 

For salaries of Rs. 60, the full 10 per cent, 
cut of Rs. 6 will be operative From any 
salary exceeding Rs 40 and less chan Rs. 50 
the deduction be one-half of the diffei ence 
between the sum otherwise due end Rs. 40.

assessed on the net pay, after deduction from 
the gross pay of the amount of cut and of other 
amounts, deduction of which is already

Police officers exempted from the cut will 
be liable to full payment of income-tax 
including the surcharge. 
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Pensions and Provident Funds. 

5 The cut will not affect pensionary or 
Provident Eund rights —

Leave Salary. 

6 The cut will be made on leave salary 
when the leave is on average pay The leave 
salary will be calculated on the pay which 
would have been earned had no cut been made, 
and 10 per cent will then be deducted. Ho cut 
will be made on leave salary when the leave 
is on half or quarter average pay 


Overseas Pay. 

7 Deductions from overseas pay should 
be made m India at 10 per cent on the 
amount of the ovoiseas pay, calculated at Is 
6d to the rupee The overseas pay will then 
be paid in full. 

8 The above orders will not apply to 
officers appomted on contract The case of 
such officers is under consideration, and 
orders regarding them will be issued 
separately. 

9 An officer whose pay is liable to a 
reduction of 15 per cent under Eesolution

Erom March 1922 for more than five years he 
served as Deputy Commissioner of the Chitta- 
gong Hill Tracts, where his enthusiasm and 


energy took him to eveiy village and his 
sympathy brought him into close touch with 
the people thioughout the district. After a 
year in West Bengal as Magistrate-Collector 
of Birbhum Mr Stevens held charge of 
Tippera district for nearly two years. He 
had recently been selected to fill the post of 
Commissioner of Excise and Salt and was to 
have joined that post m the beginning of 
January 

In Mr Stevens the Presidency has lost an 
officer of varied gifts He had served in 
many different parts of Bengal, and every- 
where those with whom and under whom he 
served have paid tributes to his devotion to 
hiB work and to his aboundmg energy
